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PREFACE 


THE text of the Annals of Tacitus depends upon two 
MSS. made by Italian copyists in the early middle ages. 
The first contains Books I.—VI.; the second, Books 
XI.—XVI., with Books I.—V. of the Hlistories.! 
E mendations have depended rather upon conjecture than 
comparison. The present edition follows the text of 
Halm (Leipsic, 1877), except in the annexed variations, 
in the spelling of a few words, and in some matters of 
punctuation. 

In preparing the notes, the commentaries of Justus 


Lipsius, Freinshemius, Ryckius, the two Gronovii, Er- 


1 These MSS. are called the Medicean because they became the 
property of the Medici family in the sixteenth century. The first is 
absolutely unique. It was found in Germany by an agent of Leo X., 
and after his death passed with his other books to Florence, where it 
is preserved in the Bibliotheca Laurentiana. When found it was 
bound with a copy of Pliny’s letters, made by the same hand. It is 
in quarto form, in Lombard characters, and was apparently made by 
an ignorant copyist, as he seems unconscious of breaks in the narration 
caused by /acunae in the MS. from which he copied. It is referred to 
the tenth century. The second MS., also in the Bibliotheca Lauren- 
tiana, is of about the same date, but the text is worse (XI. 1, N.). 
There are copies of it, but none that indicate an independent authority.

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LIFE OF CORNELIUS TACITUS 


OUR knowledge of the life of Tacitus depends upon incidental 
references in his own works, together with the correspondence of 
his friend, Pliny Jr, and a few scattered notices from other 
writers. The chronology is, in its earlier part, conjectural. 

His family was of equestrian rank, and probably came from 
the Umbrian town of Interamna. His father or uncle had been 
procurator of Gallia Belgica. He was born in A.D. 53, and his 
early years must have been impressed by the strange events of 
Nero's career; his opening manhood by the civil wars of Galba, 
Otho, and Vitellius, terminating in the empire of Vespasian in 
A.D. 70. He passed the following years at Rome, where he 
devoted himself to the ordinary course of liberal studies, and 
learned law under the direction of M. Aper and Julius Secundus. 
During this period he must also have filled one of the subordi- 
nate city magistracies, which paved the way for the quaestor- 
ship. He does not seem to have served as Tribunus militaris, 
and was certainly at Rome in 75. In 77 he married the 
daughter of Cn. Julius Agricola, a senator from Forum Julii in- 
southern Gaul, who was Consul suffectus during that year,and who 
departed to Britain at its close, to govern the island as Legatus 
pro praetore. Tacitus was Quaestor in A.D. 78-79, being chosen 
to the office by Vespasian. In 80-81 he was Tribunus plebeius 
or Aedilis during the empire of Titus (June 79'to September 8 1)! 


1 Under the empire the tribuneship was a substitute for the aedileship in the 
regular career of public service. Tacitus mentions his indebtedness to Vespasian and 
Titus, who advanced him in office. His birth year is established by a comparison 
of these facts with the 4x amnalis: (XI. 22, N.). In the Dralogus de Oratoribus 
(88 1, 17, 24) Tacitus states that he was admodum juvents in A.D. 75. 
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During the evil times of Domitian, Agricola was recalled from 
Britain (in 84) and kept under surveillance at Rome. Tacitus, by 
caution and silence, escaped the suspicion of the tyrant, and in 88 
was chosen Praetor by him. At this time he was also honoured 
by an appointment as Quindecimvir, and took part in the cele- 
bration of the secular games. The oppression of court and city 
life was very bitter to him under such circumstances, and he 
gladly left Rome in 90 on public business (probably as Legatus 
legionis). He had not returned to the city when Agricola died 
in 93. The death of Domitian and accession of Nerva in 96 
afforded the greatest relief to honourable men. In the latter 
part of 97 Tacitus was appointed Consul suffectus, and during 
his office pronounced the funeral eulogy of Verginius Rufus. 
He was now one of the most prominent senators, and, in 100, 
was appointed, with his friend C. Plinius Caecilius Secundus, to 
conduct the prosecution of Marius Priscus, who was sentenced 
to banishment for extortion and violence in the proconsulship 
of Africa. The literary activity of Tacitus began at the acces- 
sion of Nerva, when he published the Dzalogus de Oratoribus, 
which had probably been composed at an earlier period, but 
could hardly have been published in the times of Domitian, on 
account of the freedom of its sentiments. In 98, after the 
accession of Trajan, he published the biography of Agricola, 
and an essay upon Germany and its inhabitants. His His- 
tories! in fourteen books (of which the first four, and part of 
the fifth, are preserved), were published during the early years 
of the second century. They covered the period from the 
- death of Nero to the accession of Nerva (A.D. 69-96), and 
related the events contemporary with his own life. His latest 
work was the Annals, covering the reigns of Tiberius, Caligula, 
Claudius, and Nero (A.D. 14-69). It originally consisted of 


1 The names Annals and Histories, as applied to the works of Tacitus, are the 
inventions of modern editors, following accidental expressions of the author. The 
heading of the Medicean Manuscript No. I. is Cornelis Taciti ab excessu Divi 
Augusti, and this inscription is repeated before every book. The Histories would, 
by analogy, have been named a? excessu Nerotis. 
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sixteen books, of which the 7th, 8th, 9th, roth, with portions 
of the 5th, 6th, rith, and 16th, have been lost It was 
published in A.D. 116.1 Of the subsequent life of Tacitus 
we have no information. He had planned histories of the 
reigns of Augustus, Nerva, and Trajan, as the work of his old 
age, but never completed them. This would make us suppose 
that he died soon after the accession of Hadrian in 117. The 
correspondence of Pliny represents Tacitus to us, during his 
latter years, as a senator of acknowledged worth and character, 
the principal man of letters at Rome, surrounded, as was the 
custom, by a number of young men, engaged in their law 
studies under his direction. It is uncertain whether he left 
children. The Emperor Tacitus, two hundred years later, 
claimed to belong to the same family.

There 
were six in a legion of 6000 men, and 
they consequently corresponded to our 
colonels, but they commanded an wn- 
divided sixth of the legion, dividing their 
authority among themselves. Under the 
republic they were elected by the people 
from men who had seen service; but 
Augustus allowed the sons of senators to 
assume the /atus clavus, and enterípublic 
service as tribunes as soon as they as- 
sumed the /oga viri/is. This ordinance, as 
well as others of Augustus, was intended 
to interest the governing classes in the 


administration of the empire, when the 
ambitions of public life under the republic 
were at an end. Tiberius assumed the 
appointment of tribunes. Tribunes were 
the lowest commissioned officers; cen- 
turions rose from the ranks.

Only the heir-apparent was 
associated in this power (8 7, and III. 
56). Augustus first received it in B.C. 23. 
Ordinary tribunes held office but for one 
year, and were allowed little freedom 
under the empire (VI. 47). 

In the ancient fashion, 
by which a victorious general was bailed 
imperator by his troops on the battle-field, 
and the title was subsequently confirmed 
by the senate. It could only be enjoyed 
by a magistrate who had the right to take 
auspices, and on this ground Augustus 
claimed the victories won by his generals 
as Jegati (IL.

citizens. It differed from the ordinary 
power of a proconsul in not being con- 
fined to one province, but extending over 
the whole empire, with the exception of 
the city. It was a very high and signifi- 
cant honour. Thus it was given to Nero, 
when he was recognised as the heir-pre- 
sumptive of Claudius. Augustus had con- 
ferred it upon Germanicus during his life- 
time, and Tiberius could not in decency 
avoid confirming it for life, as was now 
done.

As none but senators were 
eligible to curule magistracies, the candi- 
dates were now elected by their peers, 
instead of by a popular assembly, and 
were glad to be relieved from the neces- 
sity of bribery (/argitioniéus), and can- 
vassing among the rabble (precibus sor- 
didis) Praetors only are mentioned here, 
but all elections were henceforth in the 
control of the senate, and all nominations 
practically made by the emperor.

In this way the emperor became the 
appointing power for the praetorship, and 
practically for all offices, and was thus 
as completely in control of the senate as 
of the people. In order to increase the 
power of patronage, the number of con- 
suls was incre from two to twelve, 
by appointing consules suffecti (8 81, N.), 
and the system was introduced of ting 
ornamenta triumphalia, consularia, prae- 
toria, quaestoria, etc., by which a man 
gained the rank and dress and statue of 
a victorious general, or of an ex-consul, 
praetor, or quaestor, without having at- 
tained those honours. Ornamenta quae- 
storia made him eligible to the senate 
(XIII. 29, N.).

It was a 
tedious business.

I4. an—redderentur. ‘‘ If he should 
admit impeachments for treason.” Mayestas 
laesa, or simpl ir itai was the name for 
violation of the dignity of the republic, 
which, under the empire, was represented 
by the person of the emperor. As power 
was centralized, treason naturally became 
a more frequent offence, and many ap- 
parently indifferent actions were branded 
with this name.

74.1. praetorem Bithyniae. In 27 
B.C. Augustus divided the provinces into 
two classes, and after certain changes and 
additions the list stood as follows in the 
time of Tiberius :— The first class, gov- 
erned by the senate through proconsuls 
and propraetors, comprised Hispania 
Baetica, Gallia Narbonensis, Achaia, Ma- 
cedonia, Asia, Bithynia and Pontus, 
Cyprus, Africa, Cyrene and Crete; the 
second class, governed by the emperor 
through his /ega/? (who were of consular 
or praetorian rank, according to the im- 
portance of the province), or by equestrian 
procurators (IV. 15, N.), were Lusitania, 
Hispania Tarraconensis, Gallia Lugdun- 
ensis, Gallia Belgica, Aquitania, the Ger-

postea celebrem miseriae temporum et audaciae hominum 
fecerunt. Nam egens, ignotus, inquies, dum occultis libellis 
saevitiae principis adrepit, mox clarissimo: cuique periculum 
facessit, potentiam apud unum, odium apud omnis adeptus, 
dedit exemplum, quod secuti ex pauperibus divites, ex con- 
temptis metuendi perniciem aliis ac postremum sibi invenere.

Burned in the Marsian 
war (B.C. 90), and supplied by collections 
from the East They were placed in 
olden coffers under the pedestal of the 

alatine Apollo, and consulted by the 

indecimviri by vote of the senate on 
important occasions. Tiberius was super- 
stitious (VI. 21), and feared that evil 
Lopes of his reign might be found. 

e displayed his dread of fate by for- 
bidding the Aaruspices to be consulted in 
private, and by an attempt to put an end 
to the oracles in the vicinity of Rome. 
He was checked by an alleged miracle, 
in the case of the sortes Praenestinae 
(Suet. Tib. 63). The gwindecimviri were 
riests of Apollo, and each one kept in 
his house a tripod consecrated to that god.

It was characteristic of Tiberius's jealous 
temper that he dared not employ the best 
men for his ministers aud governors, 
as Augustus had done, but chose men of 
moderate capacity like Sabinus. When 
he was compelled by public opinion to 
appoint an important noble to a province, 
he made pretexts to keep him at Rome, 
and allowed him to govern by lieutenants. 
It was this moral cowardice and distrust 
of his own judgment which made Tiberius 
avoid and ruin his best friend, Germani- 
cus, and finally throw himself in despair 
into the arms of the infamous Sejanus.

But 
when Augustus assumed the pracnomen 
of imperator (III. 74, N.), he also assumed 
sole command of all armies; wars were 
waged by different generals under his 
auspices, and as his /¢gats (I. 44, N.). 
Consequently, they could not enjoy a 


triumph or be hailed é»mferafor without 
special permission, which was never given 
to any outside the imperial family. The 
empty honour of ornamenta triumphalia 
(I. 72, N.) was invented to ennoble suc- 
cessful generals.

(corona civica) adorned with gold and 
gems, was given to him who had saved 
the life of a citizen in battle (III. 3r, N.). 
It had been proposed as an honour for 
Cicero, when he saved the city from 
Catiline, and was presented a genere hu- 
mano to Augustus for ending the civil wars,

One of 
them, named Germanicus after his uncle, 
died in A.D. 23. The other was Tiberius 
Gemellus, murdered by Caligula in 37. 
There was also a daughter; Julia, born 
some years before. 

85. 4. apud aediles. Prostitutes were 
obliged to register themselves with the 
aediles, and were distinguished by an 
infamous dress. This woman hoped to 
escape the laws against adultery (8 50, 
N.) by abandoning her dignity as a 
matron. 

8. sexaginta dies. The husband was 
allowed sixty days to punish an unfaithful 
wife; if he failed to do so, he was supposed 
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Vistilia statuere ; eaque in insulam Seriphon abdita est. Actum 
et de sacris Aegyptiis Iudaicisque pellendis factumque patrum 
consultum, ut quattuor milia libertini generis ea superstitione 
infecta, quis idonea aetas, in insulam Sardiniam veherentur, 
coercendis illic latrociniis et, si ob gravitatem caeli interissent, 
vile damnum; ceteri cederent Italia, nisi certam ante diem 
profanos ritus exuissent.

They were crucified, and 
the image of the goddess thrown into the 
Tiber. The Jews, who were very numer- 
ous at Rome, were punished on account 
of an impostor who cheated a lady of a 
sum of gold, promising to dedicate it in 
the temple at Jerusalem. 

I2. quattuor milia. They were all 
Jews, and were transported under pretence 
of military service. 

13. Sardiniam. Disturbed by its robber 
tribes, of Ligurian origin. The climate 
was unhealthy, in consequence of the salt 
marshes and Sirocco. 

15. certam—diem. Dies, when femi- 
nine, oa ghee: a day with its events (cf. 
jour and journée) ; hence a day appointed 
for a certain occurrence. 

86. 1. rettulit. The emperor brought his 
propositions before the senate by his 
private guaestor (XVI. 27, N.). As 
pontifex maximus it would be his own 
duty to initiate (cafere) the new virgin, 
who must be a child between six and ten 


years of age, and who passed by the cere- 
mony from the control of her father to 
that of the pontsfex (IV. 16, N.). There 
were six virgins ; the eldest (virgo maxima) 
presided over the rest. 

6. mater ejus. A vestal must be 
patrima and matrima, i.e. having both 
parents alive. Their divorce was not an 
absolute bar to a choice, but was considered 
a disadvantage. 

8. deciens sestertii £8300. Appa- 
rently the usual amount of a dower (Xr. 
27, N.). 

87. 1. Saevitiam annonae. The 
scarcity of corn in consequence of the 
Egyptian famine (§ 59, N.).

A 
few laws were passed to restrain crime, 
as the Calpurnian, de fecuniis repetundis, 
or the Cornelian, de veneficiis, but most 
of the legislation related to the attain- 
ment of privileges and honores illicitos 
(consulship, etc.) by the plebeians, or 
was directed against illustrious patricians, 
e.g. Camillus, The popular cause was 
supported by Ti. and C. Gracchus (s.c. 
133-121), and disgraced by Saturninus, 
who resisted the lawful government, and 
was slain in roo B.c. M. Livius Drusus 
Libo endeavoured to bribe the rabble to 
support the senate (B.C. 91) by proposing 

ain and land laws, but was murdered. 
The socii, or Italian nations, were pro- 


mised citizenship by some tribunes, and 
cheated of it by the veto (s#fercessionem) 
of others, until they won it for themselves 
by the Italian war (B.C. 91-88), followed 
by the civil war between Marius and 
Sulla, The latter, during his dictator- 
ship, re-established by legislation the 
authority of the senate, but his laws were 
attacked by Lepidus immediately after 
his death in 78, and Pompey restored the 
power of the tribunes in 7o. In the last 
age of the republic special laws were 
passed to injure individuals (a measure 
contrary to the twelve tables), and Cicero 
was driven into banishment by Clodius.

Seneca had £330,000 at interest in 
Britain ; he suddenly called in his loans, 
and the general distress occasioned the 
rebellion of Boadicea. He reasonably 
observes in his writings that a small loan 
makes a debtor ; a large one an enemy. 

5. civitas—data. Julius Caesar admitted 
many of his Gallic adherents to the 
citizenship. They became his clients, 
and assumed his name, which was very 
common in Gaul (Julius Indus, Julius 
Africanus, etc.), as was the name of 
Pompeius in Spain (XIV. 41, N.). 

cum id rarum. Claudius extended the 


citizenship to the better classes of Gauls 
in general, and in A.D. 48 made Aeduan 
senators eligible to Roman magistracies. 

9. conciliabula. ''At fairs and in 
private gatherings." 

IO. tributorum. The direct land tax 
levied from the. provincials by census, but 
without their consent (I. 31, N.). The 
Gauls complain that there is no end of it. 

I3. nihil validum. The praetorians 
and the city cohorts were Italians, but 
the legions consisted of provincials, who 
acquired citizenship by enrolment. Half 
of the army consisted of the auxilia of 
conquered nations (I. 36, N.).

Silius brought 
with him from the south Julius Indus, 
whose regiment (a/a /ndiana) was named 
from its commander, as is proved by 
inscriptions. 


Augustodunum. Now Autun. Caesar's 
Bibracte (Betevrai) was in the immediate 
neighbourhood. Autun is a flourishing 
town of 20,000 inhabitants, with interest- 
ing local antiquities, and a société Eduenne. 
The college was called scholae Maenianace. 
It was restored by Constantius Chlorus, 
who appointed Eumenes president (A.D. 
296). Eumenes’ inaugural address is 
extant. 

6. juventuti The young men of the 
Aeduan nation ; not ampy the students. 

The Aeduans in 
Caesar’s time furnished 35,000 men as a 
second levy.

In them all decrees 
of the senate were registered and engraved 
on brazen tablets. Before this was done 
a vote was called auctoritas (not consul- 
tum) senatus, and merely expressed the 
sentiment of the house. The same name 
was given to votes passed by less than a 
quorum (400 under Augustus) of the 
senate.

Both consuls were notorious profligates, 
but they might make the more show of 
virtue on this account. 

sumptuariam legem. Augustus, by a 
series of enactments,.relating to entertain- 
ments, furniture, etc., had completed 
legislation on this subject dating from the 
period of the Zges Oppiae (III.

7. procurator. FProcuratores were of 

two classes. First, officers of equestrian 


rank appointed by the emperor to govern 
portions of noun (e.g. Judaea), or 
the whole of minor provinces (the two 
Mauretanias, Rhaetia, Noricum, Thrace, 
Cappadocia). The procurators of Judaea 
acted under the advice of the governor of 
Syria, but the others governed independ- 
ently, as /egati Caesaris, though their 
rank was inferior to the praetorian Zegazs 
of important provinces (I. 74, N.). Clau- 
dius even appointed his freedman Felix 
procurator of Judaea. The second class 
of procurators were the procuratores ra- 
ttonales here mentioned. They were 
sent by the emperor to all provinces, 
whether senatorial or imperial, in virtue 
of the imperium proconsulare (I. 14, N.), 
and were either eguifes or freedmen. 
Their business was to collect imperial 
dues from escheats, etc., and to control 
the emperor’s monies and slaves. Other- 
wise they were mere private citizens, 
acting as the emperor's stewards.  Clau- 
dius, who was controlled by his freedmen, 
gave these men judicial power (XII. 60.).

(incuriam virorum feminarumque), which 
caused frequent divorces. 

9. e jure patrio, The father's control 
of a child, as absolute as the master's 
right over a slave, continued over sons 
who had held the highest offices, and 
over married daughters who had families 
of their own, unless the father voluntarily 
terminated it by emancipation. But a 
father lost his right over a child who be- 
came a flamen, flaminica, or vestal (II.

The 
festival was a movable one of six days, 
usually towards the end of April. The 
consuls fixed the time, and went out to 
the Alban Mount with the other magis- 
trates. (Of course the Latin tribes had 
been long extinct.) Meanwhile the city 
was governed by a titular praefectus urbi 
(to be distinguished in every way from 
the regular pracfectus urbi, VI. 11, N.), 
usually a noble youth who entered upon 
(auspicatus est) his public career by pre- 
siding on the £rióunal (I. 75, N.).

The fifth book 
probably ended with the death of Bejanus 
(8 51, N.), and the MS. begins in the 
middle of the sixth book ; but the early 
editors made the division at the beginning 
of the next year, with the consulship of 
Domitius and Camillus, and later editions 
retain the numbering of chapters for con- 
venience of reference.

Its absurdity lay in the fact that, 
as none but senators could enter the 
senate house, the new law would have 
armed the only men who could Tony 
be the emperor's assassins. iberius 
brought the matter out in its true light, 
by desiring the attendance of soldiers in 
the sacred assembly (§ 15). Deligere is 
Tacitean for deligeret. 

II. epistulae. This was the verdosa et 
longa efistola, which the emperor de. 
spatched from Capreae to order the de- 
struction of Sejanus. Init he pictured his 
own defenceless condition, and 
that one of the consuls might come to 
escort him to Rome. But when his 
henchman Regulus, after the execution 
of Sejanus, made his appearance at 
Capreae, he was refused admission. Of 
course Togonius could not have believed 
the letter sincere. Nimirum is ironical. 

Men who 
had held curule offices, distinguished from 
the new senators, who had only been 
quaestors (III.

His 
jurisdiction, which originally was of a 
police character, for the management of 
the lowest classes, was en by suc- 
cessive emperors, until the prefect’s court 
quite overshadowed the praetor’s. His 
proceedings were more summary, and his 
relief more efficient, than any provided by 
the cumbrous machinery of the ancient 
tribunals (XIV. 41, N.). He commanded 
the cohortes urbanae (IV. 5, N.).

In B.C. 49 Julius Caesar found that the 
value of land had fallen so low, on ac- 
count of the general insecurity of the 
times, that debtors and mortgagors were 

ruined. Moreover, the ready- 
money had accumulated in the hands of 
a very few great families. To remedy 
the inconvenience, he appointed commis- 
sioners who should fix the value of land 
at its natural limits (such as it had held 
before the civil wars), and ordained that 
mortgages should be satisfied by fore- 
closure on this scale; furthermore, that 
no one should hold more than 60,000 
sesterces (£500) in cash. This law com- 
peus men to invest in Italian land, 
rought down the price of gold, and re- 
established public confidence. Itis prob- 
able that he fixed a reasonable rate of 
interest for the future, though this is not 
mentioned by historians. The ordinance 
which wiped out the interest of all exist- 
ing debts was only a temporary measure 
to meet the immediate emergency.

Gallic invasion had practically abolished 
the law, which was re-enacted by Duilius 
and Maenius, tribunes of the people in 
B.C. 357. In 347 the tribunes reduced 
the rate to semunctae usurae, or § per 
cent. Finally, in 342, the tribune Genu- 
cius proposed a law which forbade taking 
compound interest (vetita versura). The 
restrictions produced many evasions, such

as lending money in the names of 
foreigners, who were not bound by the 
law, or making contemporaneous sales of 
property at excessive valuations. In the 
time of Sulla, traders from the east intro- 
duced the rate of centestmae usurae (1 per 
cent per month, or I2 per annum). 
When the quieter period of the empire 
arrived, the rate steadily diminished 
through natural causes.

Beside the 
regular Parthian cavalry (8 34, N.), the 
king collected a varied militia from As- 
syria, the two Medias, Persia, Hyrcania, 
Bactria, Chorasmia, etc., armed and mar- 
shalled by nations; the experience of 
centuries having taught the Orientals no 
better organisation than that of Xerxes 
and Darius. The hired troops were 
Scyths (Tartars) from the steppes of Tur- 
kestan. On this occasion Sarmatians 
from the north of the Caspian were also 
employed. Josephus applies the loose 
name of Scy/hkian to them also. 

7. sceptuchi. ‘‘The wand-bearers,” 
a name applied by the Greeks to the 


chamberlains of the Persian court. In 
later times the title was given to the 
subordinate chieftains of the Posporant 
and Sarmatae. 


9. Caspia via. There are but three 
practicable roads across the Caucasus ; 
one at its eastern extremity, by the shore 
of the Caspian ; one south of Kuba; and 
one in the centre near Mount Kazbek, 

arded by the fortress of Dariel. The 

tter was called by the ancients Portae 
Caucasiae, and is here referred to, but is 
confused in name with the Portae Cas- 
iae, which were in the country of the 

ardi, south-east of the Caspian Sea. 
Pliny Sr. (VI. 11) mentions this error, 
and describes the true Portae Caucasiae, 
which were actually narrow enough to be 
defended by gates of iron, and which 
reappear in Sassanian history. The 
Hiberi, focorum potentes, controlled the 
pass.

2) says that the Parthian forces 
consisted of public slaves, owned and 
officered by nobles, some of whom could 
bring $000 of these vassals to the field. 
Their children were educated to the same 
occupation, and treated with the greatest 
kindness. They fought on horseback, 
with steel bows, their scale armour pro- 
ee horse as well as rider. Their only 
use of gold and silver was in adorning 
their arms. They were marshalled by 
kettle-drums, and their charge was 
terrible, though easily repulsed by firm- 
ness. They could not fight hand to 
hand, nor besiege cities. Their favourite 
tactics consisted in the ** Parthian flight," 
from which they turned upon the enemy, 
disordered by pursuit. 


8. Thessalis ortos. The Albanians 
claimed to be a colony from Alba Lo 
with about as much reason. Both Bi. 
berians and Albanians were Turanian 
peoples. 

S5. 1. Sarmatas. Like the Parthians 
they fought on horseback. Their bows 
did not carry as far (guo brevius valent), 
but each man carried a stout pike and a 
sword, and it was their policy to come to 
close quarters (ne pugnam per sagittas 
sinerent), while the Parthians sought room 
for their evolutions (distraherent turas), 
and for taking aim. Plutarch says of the 
Parthians: ‘‘ Their bows were large and 
strong, yet capable of bending till the 
arrows were drawn to the head ; the force 
they went with was consequently v 
great, and the wounds they gave mortal.”

A domss 
was the palace of a noble, rarely more 
than one or two stories high, except when 
it fronted on the forum (XV.

It was generally surrounded by walls 
enclosing its gardens, courtyards, and 
fountains. The z&su/ae were the brick 
tenement blocks, where the poor were

The uncertainty of accounts shows how 
well the tyrants castle kept his secrets.

14, N.) ; they prayed 
Mother Earth and the gods of hell to 
give bim no place among the virtuous.

Books VII., VIII., IX., X., and part 
of XI. are wanting. They contained the 
history of Caligula, and the first six years 
of Claudius (A. D. 37-47). 

At the beginning of the eleventh book 
we lose the first and best Medicean 
MS. From this point the text comes 
through the hands of less careful tran- 
scribers. '' You would think,” says Lip- 
sius (8 7), '*that it had been through 
the wars ’—‘‘ velut e pugna aliqua Can- 
nensi" The lost books related the history 
of Caligula and Claudius to A.D. 47— 
Claudius being consul for the fourth, and 
L. Vitellius for the third, time. The 
fragment ins with an account of the 
cruelty and rapacity of the Empress Mes- 


salina. ‘‘ For she believed that Valerius 
Asiaticus, twice consul, had formerly been 
the paramour of (Poppaea Sabina).” 

1. 2. hortis. The Romans occupied 
valuable city property with lawns, groves, 
and ponds, interspersed with fountains 
and colonnades. The gardens of Lucullus 
were on the Pincian Hill (collis hortulo- 
rum). Messalina, who won them by 
the murder of their owner, became very 
fond of them, and retired to them in the 
despair of her last hours. When Plutarch 
visited Rome, towards the end of the 
first century, they belonged to the im- 
perial family, and were the finest in the 
city.

His ''ap- 
proaching consulship" is mentioned at 
the time of his death in October of the 
next year (48). Perhaps he was to have 
been consul suffectus for November and 
December. 


9. legemque Cinciam. Carried as 
a plebtscitum by M. Cincius Alimentus, 
tribunus pleberus in B.C. 104, and enforced 
by a senatus consultum of the time of 
Augustus. Itforbadethe advocate (whose 
services were purely honorary in the age 
when the real relation of patron and client 
had existed) to receive any fee for plead- 
ing. This law had fallen into disuse. It 
was now re-enacted ($ 7), with the pro- 
vision that, after a case was concluded, a 
lawyer might accept an Aomorarium of 
10,000 sesterces. Falling into disuse, this 
statute was in renewed in A.D. 54 
(XIII. 5), Bb remained in force until 
the reign of Trajan.

47. Domitian reverted to that of Augus- 
tus, which would have brought the games 
to A. U.C. 847, A.D. 94; but forced them 
into 88 A.D. for his own enjoyment.

Finally, Philip the Arabian adopted the 
calculation by centuries, and celebrated 
the millennial of the city A.D. 247.

The Anio Novus was 
built between 38 and 52 A.D. ; its arches 
were in some places 109 feet high. Pliny 
considered it one of the most wonderful 
works of man. The nine aqueducts of 
Rome in the first century furnished the 
city with an estimated daily supply of 
38,880,000 cubic feet of water. Allowin 
a population of 1,200,000, this supply is 
about three times as large as is considered 
n in modern cities, the surplus 
being employed for baths and ornamental

II. in Italia. The Etruscans and other 
Italian pepe probably learned their 
alphabets from the Greek colonies of 
southern Italy, with which there must 
have been easy communication in the 8th 
and 9th centuries B.C. The early Greek 
and Roman alphabets, as preserved by 


coins and inscriptions, diverged much 
less than they did in later times.

Tacitus ap- 
pears to confuse quaestores parricidit, or 
criminal judges, with quaestores classici 
(treasurers and Bandini The former 
were appointed by the kings and early 
consuls, as he asserts. The latter were 


first instituted by popular election, B.C. 
447. They were two in number, and 
had charge of the military chest, as well 
as the azruriusi; but in 421 B.C. two 
others were added, and the functions 
were divided. After this plebeians were 
eligible to the quaestorship, and hence 
admitted to the senate—a very great con- 
stitutiona! change. In 267 the number 
was increased to eight (duplicatus nume- 
vus), and quaestors established in the 
different Italian provinces. When Sicily 
was added as a province, after the Second 
Punic War, more quaestors were of course 
required ; and finally, in 81 B.c., when 
the senate had been thinned by the pro- 
scriptions of the civil war, Sulla appointed 
that twenty quaestors should annually 
be elected, to supply candidates for the 
senate. In 45 B.C. (but only for one 
year) Julius Caesar had forty quaestors 
appointed for the same reason.

Roman antiquarians confounded the sena- 
tors and patricians—2a£res and $a4ricii— 
of the early ages.

A censor had a right to 
issue edicts, but in this case it was un- 
timely, as the work of revising the senate 
and purifying the people had been com- 
pleted (dustrum conditugs) by himself and 
the emperor.

reliquus praeturae dies. Silanus 
abdicated on 29th December ; Marcellus 
was appointed to his place on 3oth Decem- 
ber, and laid down the office (of praetor 
*ereprinus) on 31st December; but it 


advanced him one step in the official 
scale (XI. 22, N.).

deductae. Alluding to the bringing- 
home of the bride (XI.

Properly signifies 
second cousins, comsobrinae first cousins 
(on the mother's side). Tacitus used the 
word indefinitely. Livy mentions without 
surprise the marriage of a Roman citizen 
to his first cousin as early as 171 B.C. 

15. quae mox usurpentur. Cf. XI. 
24—'' Inveterascet hoc quoque, et quod 
hodie exemplis tuemur, inter exempla 
erit." 

7.5. decretum postulat. This statute 
did not legalise marriages with a sister's 
child. As Tacitus says, it remained prac- 
tically inoperative in the time of Claudius ; 
but under Domitian, who married Julia, 
the daughter of his brother Titus, such 
marriages became common.  Vertranius 
says that Nerva repealed the law.

Perhaps Sandan, an As- 
syrian god, though the Macedonians had 
left the trace of their religion and manners 
throughout the East. Nin was the god 
of the chase among the early Assyrians. 
Tacitus relates these marvels with the

He 
composed an account of his own life in 
Latin, and was well read in the law of 
augury. 

. ingenium amoenum. Seneca in- 
troduced a flowery style of composition, 
full of point and sparkle, but deficient in 
arrangement and digni . Such was his 
charm that he moulded the taste of his 
contemporaries, or perhaps understood 
better than any one else the art of adapt- 


ing himself to prevailing tastes. Quin- 
tillan made it his especial endeavour to 
recall Romans to a more temperate and 
classical style. 

9. quibus otiosum est. '* Who have 
nothing better to do." 

II. dictator Caesar. Quintilian says 
that he spoke with the same spirit with 
which he fought, and that he alone of 
the Romans would have rivalled Cicero 
if he had had time to apply himself to 
oratory. His style was scrupulously ele- 
gant and exact. 

12. Augusto. His composition was 
peculiar for its good sense and perfect 
clearness. He abhorred affectation and 
obscurity, the faults which wos Spb the 
otherwise thoughtful and powerful oratory 
of Tiberius. Tacitus believed that Ti- 
berius, through constant dissimulation, 
lost the power at last to say what he 
meant. Caligula had a frenzied eloquence, 
and he was famous for violent perorations. 
He sometimes accused innocent persons 
for the pleasure of hearing himself speak. 
Of Claudius, Augustus said in a letter, 
that he had been surprised at his eloquent 
declamation, and wondered that one who 
conversed so ill could speak so well (the 
reverse of Tiberius, who spoke best ex- 
fie gi when he had no time to elaborate 
and conceal his thoughts). The oration 
of Claudius, preserved at Lyons, displays 
at once his learning and his pedantry 
(XI. 24, N.).

In this 
address, composed under the direction of 
his counsellors, Nero undoubtedly threw 
blame on the part of Claudiuss reign 
which was controlled by Messalina, or 
by Narcissus, his mother's enemy. But 
at a later time, when he had murdered 
her, he brought forward all the crimes 
and misgovernment for which Agrippina 
was responsible (XIV. 11). The senate 
decreed that the present oration should 
be engraved on a silver pillar, and recited 
before the senate annually on New Year's 
Day. This custom had long prevailed 
in regard to the enactments of earlier 
emperors (I. 72, N.), and it required a 
whole day to read them all. The silver 
pillar was a new invention.

The 
fasces were bundles of birch rods with an 
axe in the midst, the head of which was 
taken off and stuck on the side of the 
bundle while the magistrate remained 
in the city. Victorious consuls crowned 
their fasces with laurel. When generals 
became the emperor’s /eguti (II. 18, N.), 
the imperial fasces were crowned for 
successes in the provinces.

16. I. propinquo die. ''As the day 
drew near." The Saturnalia were now 
past (about Christmas time). Britannicus 
would be fifteen years old (XII. 25, N.)

3. levi quidem experimento. An 
experiment which was trifling enough, 
but which showed how generally the boy 
was loved. 

5. Festis Saturno diebus. Before 
Augustus the Saturnalia lasted but one 
day. He extended them to three, the 
17th, 18th, and 19th of December. The 
were a popular carnival, celebrated by all 
classes, even by the slaves, with drinking, 
gambling, and merry-making. 

6. regnum lusu sortientlum. An 
amusement resembling a game of forfeits, 
called Basilinda. A king was appointed 
by the chance of the dice, and his com- 
panions were obliged to obey his com- 
mands, however absurd.

23. jubere supplicium veneficae. 
According to Suetonius, Nero summoned 
the woman and beat her with his own 
hand. ‘*Do you suppose," said he, 
** that I am afraid of the Julian law?” 
He compelled her to concoct the poison 
in his antechamber, and tried it on a kid, 
which lived for five hours. He then 


ordered her to concentrate it, until it was 
strong enough to produce the instant 
death of a pig. This is what is meant - 
by cognitis antea venenis. 

16. r. idem aetatia. Accusative of 
specification. 

2. sedentes vesci This was the 
manner of the earlier Romans, who would 
not suffer children or women to recline 
at table. Among the companions of 
Britannicus was Titus, who afterwards 
became emperor. He took one sip from 
his friend's poisoned cup, and suffered a 
long while from its effects.

Xiphilinus 
relates that the body of Britannicus had 
been chalked to conceal the blackness 
occasioned by poison. The streaming rain 
washed the chalk away, a thing which 
must have been noticeable eno under 
the glare of the funeral torches (III. 4, N.). 

4. plerique tamen hominum. An 


ironical statement of Tacitus, who had 
little faith in se a (XIV. 12). So 
far were the gods from showing their 
anger at this action, that even men, with 
their harsher judgment, forgave it for the 
most part. ‘‘ Brothers had always quar- 
relled," they said, ‘since the days of 
Romulus and Remus. The empire wasa 

ion which admitted no rival of the 
emperor." This is an instance of the ex- 
ceedingly lax condition of public opinion 
under the early Caesars. Cf. IV. 60; 
XV. 2; Hist. IV. 7o. 

9. inter sacra mensae. See XV. 52, 
N. The table was rendered sacred by 
the libations to the gods, and the prayer 
for a blessing (Hor. Sat. II. 2, 124). 
The silver salt-cellar was a symbol of 
hospitality. A slave admitted by his 
master to the sacra mensae before wit- 
nesses gained his freedom (8 27, N.). 

IO. sororum. Octavia was present. 
His half-sister Antonia does not appear 
to have been with him.

It was esteemed that sorrow 
for them could only affect the family, and 
not the state. 

18. 2. viros gravitatem adseve- 
rantes. ‘‘Men who professed austere 
morality.” Burrus, iud particularly the 
gre rae Seneca. Lipsius is disturbed 

y this hint to the discredit of his favour- 
ite, and greatly incensed against Dio 
Cassius (whom he calls zZe Bithynus) for 
his undisguised dislike of the moralist. 

9. qui etiam tum supererant. A 
few of the ancient nobility remained after 
the cruelty of Tiberius and the folly of 


Claudius. When Tacitus wrote his works, 
they had perished under Nero and Domi- 
tian. Orelli observes that the great names 
of republican Rome rarely appear in in- 
scriptions after the period of Domitian. 
A new race came in from the provinces.

I4. scaenae. Dative. The accusation, 
says Agrippina, is a perfect farce, ap- 
parently devised to give Paris a ce 
to act a scene before Nero. 

Baiarum suarum. ‘‘ Her estate at 
Baiae,” for which Nero afterwards mur- 
dered Domitia. The pzscinae, or fish 
preserves, originally introduced to supply 
food, became a favourite amusement of 
the wealthy. Hortensius and Antonia 
Jr. petted their lampreys ; Vedius Pollio 
fed his with slaves. The ponds at Baiae 
were of salt water, and were surrounded 
with marble benches and porticoes.

Io. inter Judicee. He sat as an assessor 
or counsellor of the emperor in his own 
case ; a proof of the disregard with which 
Nero treated the accusation. 

II. tabulae exustae sunt, etc. When 
his attention had been called to the affairs

The /ra£res arvales led 
the victims round the fields each spring 
to obtain a fruitful year, and the censors, 
at the conclusion of their office, led them 
in like manner around the people as- 
sembled in the Campus Martius.

6. et ore praeferret. Pliny gives the 
recipe for the salve which Nero used to 
remove the bruises from his face. After 
his fight with Montanus he was obliged 
to keep the house for several days. 


9. captivitatis —ca/ae urbis, the sack 
of a city. 

Io. senatorii ordinis. In order to 
interest the upper classes in the work of 
government, Augustus had allowed the 
sons of senators to wear the laticlave and 
to be admitted to the meetings of the 
senate, but without the right to vote. A 
candidate for actual senatorship must have 
been quaestor. 
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sinerent: si a laesis validius ageretur, arma inferebant.  Ludi-

20. 1. de fraudibus libertorum. 
They cheated their patrons of the grati- 
tude which was due them. 

2. revocandae libertatis. Athenian 
law allowed a master to revoke the manu- 
mission of an ungrateful freedman, but 
this principle was never admitted at 
Rome, for the reasons set forth in the fol- 
lowing chapter. Claudius had deprived 
certain ungrateful freedmen of liberty, 
and Nero, while refusing in this instance 
to ratify a general law, allows the senate 
a special jurisdiction over individual 
cases. 

4. relationem incipere. The propo- 
sition had been brought before the senate 


by speakers on other subjects, as they 
had a right to do (II. 33, N.) ; but the 
consuls dared not formally put the ques- 
tion until they had the emperor's con- 
sent. 

5. Ille an auctor. The text at this 
point is exceedingly corrupt. Lipsius 
said that editors only served as under- 
takers at its funeral. The text here given 
is Draeger's. 

6. inter paucos. The emperor con- 
sulted his privy advisers, but even they 
are divided. 

7. coalitam. *'Strengthened."  In- 
solence has become so great, that freed- 
men do not even treat their old master 
as an equal, or ask his advice; but shake 
their fists at him (verberibus is dative 
of end), and impudently advise him not to 
meddle with them. 

II. quam ut—releget. Augustus, who 
legislated upon the status of freedmen, 
gave their patrons, it appears, this power 
of banishing them a hundred miles from 
Rome. But the only effect of this was 
to despatch them to the watering-places 
s Campania, which were just beyond this 
imit.

The four urban tribes, among 
which Zíóertini were regularly enrolled, 
though a few found their way into the 
more respectable country tribes. 

decurias. The collegia of scribae, lic- 
lores, praecones, and viatores, were divided 
into decuriae. 

ministeria magistratibus. The ac- 
censt, besides the classes already men- 
tioned.

Includes /derté and their 
descendants, 


9. duas species, Manumissio was of 
two kinds: Ist, justa or legitima, which 
conferred full civil rights, and was given 
either by vindicta (the touch of the prae- 
tor's wand), census (the act of the censor, 
and consequently out of date under the 
empire), or ¢estamentum (not mentioned 
here, because the freedman could not be 
ungrateful to the dead); 2d, Manumsssto 
imperfecta, granted either by efésfola (a 
writing signed by five witnesses), ss/er 


amicos (by speech, attested by five wit- 


nesses), or convivium (by solemnly ad- 
mitting the slave to the master’s table). 
Slaves thus imperfectly manumitted be- 
came Latins Juntans (so called from the 
lex Junia Norbana, II. $9, N., which 
regulated their condition), and had no 
power to inherit or bequeath, their pro- 
perty returning at their death to their 
patron or his heirs. The ceremony of 
manumission before the praetor was at- 
tested by turning the slave about on his 
heels; he came out a freedman. The 
master was obliged to pay a tax of 5$ per 
cent on the slave's value, it beiug Roman 
policy to restrict the increase of citizenship.

This legislation therefore is directed 
oe abuses of tribunician authority 
which had gradually crept in. 

7. ne quid intra domum—adver- 
terent. Tribunes of the people were ob- 
liged by law to keep their houses open 
by day and night as a refuge for the 
oppressed ; but by the statute of Piso 
they could not issue veto or give judg- 
ment except at the vostra in the forum, 
where publicity prevented abuse of their 
prerogative. 

9. aeraril, III 51, N. 

II. &edilium potestas. The power of 
the aedi/es dwindled until the office was 
abolished under Alexander Severus. They 
controlled, to a certain extent, streets, 
baths, taverns, and brothels, held literary 
censorship, and had general charge of 
public morals under the guidance of the 
emperor's censoria potestas. 


12, quantum—pignoris caperent. 
A citizen who did not obey the summons 
of a magistrate, or a senator who did not 
attend a meeting of the senate, after due 
notice, was liable to a levy on his goods. 
This was called pignus capere. He might 
recover by making proper excuse for 
absence. 

15. jus hastae. Forced sales for un- 
paid treasury dues. 

29, 1. ejus rei forma. The aerarium 
(III. 51, N., to be distinguished from the 
aerarium. militare, I. 78, N., and the 
fiscus, VI. 2, N.) was controlled in re- 
publican times by quaestors. In 45 B.C. 
no quaestors were elected, owing to the 
absence of Julius Caesar, who ordained 
in consequence that their duties should 
be transferred to the aedes In 28 
Augustus put the treasury under two 
jaeiects of praetorian rank, elected an- 
nually by the senate ; but, to avoid can- 
vassing, he ordained in 23 that two of 
the praetors should each year be ap- 
pointed to the office by lot. This intro- 
duced new difficulties (guia sors deerrabat 
ad parum idoneos), and Claudius ordained 
in 44 A.D. that the duty should be as- 
signed to two extraordinary quaestors, 
ni Mr for the purpose triennially ;

their public career should fear to offend in- 
fluential persons in the discharge of trea- 
sury duties, he enacted that they should at 
once become praetors at the conclusion of 
their term, without being aed? or trt- 
bunus plebis. Nero now (A.D. 56), in 
order to secure more experienced treasury 
officials, appoints prefects of praetorian 
rank (thus returning to the original ordi- 
nance of Augustus, except in retaining 
the power of appointment for the em- 
peror) Dio Cassius says that the office 
now became an annual one. During the 
civil wars, from Galba to Vespasian, 
praetors again held the office; but we 
find Pliny Jr., under Trajan, acting as 
praetorian prefect, with a two years’ 
term. 

SO. 2. Sardiniam provinciam. At 
this time imperial, so that its prefect 
would be tried before the emperor, while 


the proconsul of Crete and Cyprus would 
be arraigned by the senate. 

1I. bonis artibus. He increased his 
large fortune by economy and good hus- 
bandry. Nero called it longa farcimonia. 
Columella quotes a saying of his in favour 
of keeping hereditary tenants on estates. 

I2. amicitia. It was certainly unusual 
to be the friend of Tiberius, Caligula, and ' 
Claudius, and to survive them all. The 
copier of the MS., not appreciating the 
irony, gave ma/ztia, which Lipsius cor- 
rected. 

Sl. 2. laudandis fundamentis et 
tr&bibus. This theatre of Nero's was 
entirely constructed of wood, and was 
finished within a year. Pliny Sr., who 
collects particulars, mentions a beam of 
larch used in its construction 120 feet 
long and 2 feet thick.

He is accordingly 
able to relieve the pressure on the aera- 
rium (to be henceforth under his jurisdic- 
tion, $ 28, N.) by a contribution of 
4,330,000 from his own surplus. Augus- 
tus records in the Marmor Ancyranum 
that he made four contributions of this 
kind for public expenses, amounting in 
all to 1,250,000. 


quintae et vicesimae. A tax upon 
the sale of slaves, to be distinguished from 
the manumission tax ($ 27, N.). Augustus 
invented this impost, fixing it at two per 
cent of the slave's price; Caligula in- 
creased it to four (quinta ef vicesima pars) ; 
Nero now removes it from purchasers, who 
were usually Romans, and imposes it on 
the slave-dealers, who were foreigners, 
intending to throw the burden abroad ; 
but the dealers simply put up their price, 
and the law went for nothing. 


I2. ne quis magistratus aut pro- 
curator. ‘‘No senatorial or imperial 
governor" (I. 74, N.). It had become 
the custom of governors, after pillaging 
the wealth of a province, to please the 
lower classes of the place by shows (also 
provided at the expense of the wealthier 
provincials), and thus to prevent an ac-

cusation of extortion by dividing the in- 
terests of the people. Another custom 
had arisen of persuading a part of the 
provincials to pass a vote of thanks to the 
governor at the end of his term, and thus 
to secure his political advancement. The 
cities of the east were always divided by 
factions (II. $4), and it was usually pos- 
sible to secure one party as supporter of 
the proconsul. Compare XV. 21. An 
attempt was made to check these practices 
of ‘‘averting by intrigue the results of 
their arbitrary government (/i2idine)." 

82. 1. senatus consultum. In accord- 
ance with the .Senafus Consultum Silania- 
num, passed in A.D. IO, all slaves who 
lived under the roof of a master who was 
murdered, or had been in company with 
him when he was murdered away from 
home, were to be tortured ; and if it ap- 
peared that they had not done their best 
to save him, they were put to death. The 
heir was not allowed to succeed to the 
property until this investigation had been 
made. An instance is given (XIV. 42) 
where four hundred innocent slaves were 
put to death under this law. The senatus 
consultum: here mentioned (called Nero- 
nianum or Pisonianum from the consuls 
of the year) provided, in addition, that 
slaves manumitted by the will of the 
murdered man should not be exempt 
from the penalty, and ordered a similar 
investigation where the mistress of a 
house was murdered.

48. 2. ordo plebs. ‘‘ The senate and 
the people." Colomiae and municipia, 
in the first century after Christ, were 
governed by a senate consisting of one 
hundred members, called decuriomes. 
These were appointed by officers, chosen 
for the purpose once in five years, like 
Roman censors, and called guisquennales. 
The officers of the town were chosen 
annually during this period by popular 
election. The chief ones were dusmvirt 
or judges (in the year when guinquennales 
acted there were no duumviri); two 
quaestores or treasurers; and two aedtles, 
with charge of streets and markets. The 
decuriones were called the ordo of a place. 
Augustus conferred upon them the right 
to vote at Roman elections, by sealing , 
their ballots in the urn and forwarding it 
to the city ; but this privilege was ended 
under Tiberius, with the suspension of 
the comitia, 
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Eaque seditio ad saxa et minas ignium progressa ne caedem 
et arma proliceret, C. Cassius adhibendo remedio delectus. 
Quia severitatem eius non tolerabant, precante ipso ad Scribonios 
fratres ea cura transfertur, data cohorte praetoria, cuius terrore 
et paucorum supplicio rediit oppidanis concordia.

She 
supped that night with Nero at Baiae, 
two miles further north, making the trip 
in her own sedan chair; but was per- 
suaded to return in the treacherous galley, 
which had followed her from Bauli. After 
the shipwreck she took a small boat, and, 
instead of returning to Bauli, passed on 
to her own villa on the Lucrine lake, a 
little further north than Baiae.

Its original site was at the mefa 
of the circus, where the sacristy of St. 
Peter'sis now erected. It was at its foot 
that St. Peter and other martyrs suffered 
in Nero's reign, according to the Roman 
tradition. This was the place which Nero 
chose for his exhibitions, which were at 
first confined to invited guests (haud pro- 
misca spectacula).

6. Vestae quoque templum. After 
leaving the Capitol he proceeded to the 
temple of Vesta, at the end of the forum, 
under the Palatine (41, N.). As Vesta 
was goddess of the hearth, and the femazes 
of the people were preserved in her shrine, 
Nero offered to her his last sacrifice before 
proceeding on his journey. In the same 
way, individuals bade farewell to their 
private fenates before leaving home on 
journeys.

II. obnoxia urbe. ‘‘The city was 
liable to such accidents, on account of 
the narrow streets, bending to and fro, 
and the shapeless blocks of houses.” 
After the Gallic conflagration the city 
was erected in haste, and ev man 
chose his own building site. Conse- 
quently, the old lines of streets and 
sewers were disregarded, and proprietors 
encroached on the streets, which e 
so narrow that litters were used instead 
of carriages. Martial, who lived in the 
upper story of a tenement, could shake 
hands with his neighbour across the way. 

13. fessa aetate aut rudis pueritiae. 
Sc. mortales. The ablative and genitive 
of quality are co-ordinated, and ae/as 
used for senectus (Int. 54, 1). 

17. ai in proxima evaserant. The 
confusion of the fugitives, the hopeless- 
ness of escaping the pursuing fire, the 
swarming of thieves to prey on the wreck, 
have their exact counterparts in modern 
conflagrations. Compare Pliny Jr.’s vivid 
description of the eruption of Vesuvius, 
A.D. 79 (Epp. VI. 20, 88 14, 15). The 
letter which contains it was addressed to 
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quoque igni correptis, etiam quae longinqua crediderant in 
eodem casu reperiebant, Postremo, quid vitarent quid peterent 
ambigui, complere vias, sterni per agros ; quidam amissis omni- 
bus fortunis, diurni quoque victus, alii caritate suorum, quos 
eripere nequiverant, quamvis patente effugio interiere.

Maecenas left 
his gardens and tower on the Esquiline to 
Augustus, and they had remained in the 
imperial family. Nero’s connection must 
have been made by a viaduct, runnin 
above the Via Sacra, probably adorn 
with a covered gallery. 

6. monumenta Agrippae. The popu- 
lation of imperial Rome, crowded to- 
gether in the swarming i#sudae to an ex- 
tent that is unknown in modern times, 
had to be provided with public resorts 
for spending the day abroad. Agrippa 
supplied these in the years 26 and 25 
B.C. on a magnificent scale. The Pan- 
theon still remains as the greatest dome 
of the world; baths were constructed 
covering acres ; the portico of the Argo- 
nauts, named from the frescoes on its 


walls, afforded long covered cloisters ; 
the Septa Julia, or voting polls, a build- 
ing of solid stone, capable of holding the 
mass of Roman voters, was magnificently 
adorned with statuary ; the Diribitorium, 
or place for counting votes, had a vaulted 
roof exceeding that of the Pantheon, and 
could not be restored when destroyed by 
a fire under Titus. These magnificent 
edifices were capable of sheltering almost 
all the fugitives der the conflagration.

Nipperdey says that the foot of the Es-

From the 
statement that this fire broke out from 
the Aemilian Gardens, which lay between 
the Quirinal and Capitol, it appears that 
it now passed towards the north-west, 
and attacked the porticoes (8 39, N.) in 
the Campus Martius.

4. aedesque Statoris Jovis. See the 
plan of the Palatine on p. 285. The 
temple of Jupiter Stator was at the 7»?a 
Mugonia (x); the circular temple of 
Vesta (6), on the forum at the foot of the 
hill, preserved the national Penates (§ 36, 
N.) There was also a temple of the 
Penates on the opposite side of the ort 
—possibly the one which is now incor- 
porated in the church of SS. Cosma and 
Damiano. The small and quaint regia 
of Numa Pompilius adjoined the temple 
of Vesta.

417 years + 417 
months + 417 days = 452 years, IO 
months, and 22 days, which is tolerably 
near. 


42. 1. usus eet patriae ruinis. He 
took possession of the real estate, which 
was very valuable. Julius Caesar paid

he unhealthiness of the Campagna, and 
the inconvenience of crossing the Tiber, 
narrowed the limits of the city, raised 


the price of land, and occasioned the 
many-storied houses. 

2. domum. Called the domus aurea. 
In its vestibule on the east front of the 
Palatine was a statue of Nero 120 feet 
high. Before this, where the Colosseum 
now stands, was a lake surrounded by 
porticoes ; forests and parks on the 
Coelian and Aventine were filled with 
wild beasts: the palace, radiant with 
gold, ivory, and gems, was supplied with 
baths of sea and sulphur waters.

(It 
has been suggested that there would have 
been real utility in a water-way between 
Rome and the Campani harbours, 
which were far superior to that of Ostia.)

9. Ostienses paludes Where new 
levées were always needed, to control the

tufa and limestone, which do not crack 
from heat like the harder stones. 

I3. aqua. On the water supply of 
Rome see XI. 13, N. The aqueducts 
supplied distributing reservoirs, from 
whence it flowed to the fountains (/acws) 
by which ancient as well as modern Rome 
was ‘supplied. It had been diverted to 
private fountains in the palaces; an abuse 
which was now checked.

Jews, because they would not eat with 
the uncircumcised, and the Christians, 
because they would not visit the theatres 
or join in the pagan festivals, were ac- 
cused of hatred for the human race. Ter- 
tullian thinks it necessary to refute most 
atrocious calumnies against the Christians. 


The ignorance of Tacitus on the subject - 


is more remarkable, because his friend 
Pliny Jr. had learned the ways of Chris- 
tians while governor of Asia Minor (Ep.

They were nominally auto- 
nomous, though politically dependent, 
and furnished contingents for the legions. 
The Ziberae civitates were foreign cities, 
which, for their good deserts, were wholly 
or partially free from imperial taxation, 


and elected their own magistrates. Rhodes 
was an example.

Abdagaeses. VI. 36,37, 43, 44. Trea- 
surer to the king of Parthia. In A.D. 35 
hee ed in the unsuccessful Revolution 
of Tiridates, whomade him prime minister. 

Abdus. VI. 31, 32. A eunuch at the 
court of Artabanus III. of Parthia. He 
conspired inst his master, who had 
him poisoned, A.D. x 

Abudius Ruso. VI. 30. An ex-edile 
who accused Lentulus Gaetulicus of 
treason, A.D. 34. He was refuted, and 
banished for perjury. 

Aocbarus. XII. 12, 14. A king of the 
Arabs in Osrhoene. His treachery misled 
Meherdates when he invaded the Par- 
thian empire in 49 A.D. According to 
Nipperdey he reigned A.D. 13 to 50. 

On. Acerronius Proculus. VI. 45. 
Consul, A.D. 37. His statue, with an 
extant inscription, was erected in the 
Acropolis of Athens during his proconsul- 
ship of Achaia. 

Acerronia Polla, XIV. 5. Daughter 
of the last and a friend of Agrippina. 
She perished in the wreck of Nero's ship. 

Achaemenes. XII. 18. (Zend, Hak- 
hámanishá.) The great-great-grandfather 
of Cyrus the Great, and ancestor of Darius 
Hystaspes, from whom the royal line of 
Persia descended. 

Achaia. I. 76, 80; II. 53; IV. 13; V. 
10; VI. 24; XV. 45. A Roman province, 
including the whole of Greece excepta part 
of Epirus (II. 53, N.). It was a senatorial 
province until A. D. 15, and was restored 
to the senate by Claudius. Vespasian 
revoked the freedom which had been given 
it by Nero. Ptolemy assigns Thessaly 
to the province of Macedonia, and Acar- 
nania to Epirus, The name Achaia was 
originally and properly given to a strip of 
land on the north of the Peloponnesus 
(IV. 13). 

Aollia Lucana. XV. 56, 71. Daughter 
of a famous Cordovan lawyer, and mother 
of the poet Lucan. 


C. Acilius Aviola. III. 41. Zegutus 
pro praetore of Gallia Lugdunensis (an 
office of consular dignity) in A.D. 21. He 
was proconsul of Asia in 38. 

M'. Acilius Aviola. XII. 64. Consul 
A.D. 54 ; governor of Asturia ; proconsul 
of Asia 65-66 ; curator aquarum, 74-97. 
Son of the last. 

Acilius Strabo. XIV. 18. Appointed 
by Claudius to reclaim public lands then 
occupied by citizens of Cyrene. They 
appealed e his decisions, which were 
supported by Nero, A.D. ve 

Acratus. XV. 45; XVI. 23. ('Axpa- 
Tos.) A freedman of Nero, who employed 
him to pillage the Greek temples, A.D. 


Acte. XIII. 12, 46; XIV. 2. Acon- 
cubine of Nero. Agrippina opposed and 
Seneca supported her influence. Nero 
talked of making her empress, but deserted 
her for Poppaea. After his fall in 69 it 
was Acte who buried him. 

Actium. I. 3, 42; II. 53; IV. 5; XV. 
23. A promontory of Acarnania, formi 
the south side of the Ambracian guif 
where Antony was defeated, B.C. 31. 
Augustus, in thanksgiving, enlarged the 
temple of Apollo on the headland, and 
revived ancient equestrian, gymnastic, and 
musical contests, which were thereafter 
celebrated once in five years. 

Acutia, VI. 47. Wife of P. Vitellius. 
Convicted of treason A.D. 37. 

Adga&ndestrius. II. 88. Prince of the 
Chatti. He offered to poison Arminius. 

Adiabeni. XII. 13, 14 ; XV. 1,4, 14. 
Inhabitants of the district about Nineveh, 
bounded by the Tigris, Lycus, and Ar- 
menian mountains. Their king was a 
Parthian vassal. 

Adrana. I. 56. (Zder.) Aconfluent 
of the Weser, ín Hesse Cassel. 

Adrumetum. XI. 21. (Zoosa.) A 
shipping town, 75 miles S.E. of C 
on the S

inus Neapolitanus. It now pos- 
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sesses 10,000 inhabitants, and interesting 
antiquities. 

Aedui. III. 40, 45, 46; XI. 25. A 
tribe in Burgundy, near Augustodunum 
(Autun). They rebelled in A.D. 2I. 
oe gave them the jus honorum in 


48. 

Aeetes, VI. 34. A fabulous king of 
Colchis. Father of Medea. 

Aegaeum Mare. V. 10; XV. 71. The 
Grecian Archipelago. 

Aegeatae. Inhabitants of Aegéae in 
Mysia. II. 47. Their town was injured 
by an earthquake, A.D. 17. 

Aegeae or Aegaeae, in Cilicia. XIII. 
8 (Kalassy). A port of Cilicia, on the bay 
of Issus. 

Aegium. IV. 13. (Vostitza.) The chief 
city of Achaia proper, on the Corinthian 
gulf. It was injured by an earthquake in 
A.D. 23, and Tiberius proposed to remit 
its taxes for three years. Vostitza was 
almost destroyed by another earthquake 


in 1819. 
Aegyptus. II. 59, 60; IV. 5; VI. 
28; XI. 14. The valley of the Nile, 


running 600 miles from its mouth to 
Syene and the Cataracts. Except at the 
Delta the strip rescued from the desert 
by the river is but seven miles broad ; 
but its fertility made the country im- 
portant, and the excitable character of 
the population, joined with the natural 
defences of the country, made the Romans 
jealous of its control. The governor was 
an eques, appointed by the emperor ; and 
no senator or egues i//ustris could enter 
it without passport. T'wo legions were 
stationed there. The Egyptian language 
andritual were preserved under the Roman 
empire. 

Aelia Paetina. XII. 1. Daughter of a 
consul Wife of Claudius, and mother of 
Antonia. She was divorced for a slight 
cause, but Narcissus proposed her for 
Claudius's wife a second time in A.D. 48. 

Aelius Gallus. V. 8. The son of 
Sejanus, whose fate he shared, A.D. 31. 

Aelius Gracilis. XIII. $3. Governor 
of Gallia Belgica, A.D. 55. 

L. Aelius Lamia. IV. 13; VI. 27. 
The friend of Horace (Carm. I. 26 ; III. 
17; Ep.I. 14). Served in Germany and 
Illyricum ; consul A.D. 3; proconsul of 
Africa. Tiberius made him governor of 
Syria, but retained him at Rome through 
jealousy. Praefectus urbiin 32; honoured 
with a public funeral in 33. 

L. Aelius Sejanus. Son of Seius 
Strabo, an egues and commander of the 
praetorians, His mother was a Junia, 
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and he was probably adopted by Aelius 
Gallus. He was associated with his 
father in A.D. 14, succeeded him in 19, 
and had great influence with Tiberius. 
Aspiring to the empire, he divorced his 
wife Apicata, seduced Livilla, and per- 
suaded her to poison her husband, Drusus 
Jr. He then asked the emperor for 

ivilla. Tiberius refused, but without 
cutting off hope, and Sejanus regained 
his influence by saving the emperor’s 
life in-the fall of a grotto at Fundi  Ti- 
berius retired to Capreae, leaving Sejanus 
master of Rome, but was warned of his 
designs by Antonia Minor. He associated 
Sejanus with himself in the consulship, 
encouraged him to hope for the tribunician 
power and the hand of his step-daughter 
Julia, and surprised him by sending Macro 
to supersede him with the praetorians 
and impeach him in the senate. Sejanus 
was strangled in prison, his images were 
torn down, and his body torn in pieces 
by the people, A.D. 31. His family and 
friends also perished. 

Q. Aelius Tubero. XVI. 22. Called 
the Stoic, from his stern philosophy. 
A contemporary and opponent of the 
Gracchi. 

Aemilia Lepida. III. 22, 23. Ban- 
ished for a catalogue of crimes, A.D. 20. 

Aemilia Lepida. VI. 40. Daughter 
of M. Aemilius Lepidus, and wife of 
Drusus, the son of Germanicus. She 
betrayed him to her paramour Sejanus. 
Condemned for servile adultery, A.D. 36. 

Aemilia Musa, II. 48. A woman of 
Greek extraction who died without heirs 
in A.D. 17. 

M. Aemilius Lepidus. II. 67. Ap- 
pointed with two other commissioners as 
guardian of Ptolemy V. of Egypt, B.C. 201. 
He afterwards held high offices at Rome. 

M. Aemilius Lepidus. III. 27. Con- 
sul in B.c. 78 at Sulla's death. He led 
an army against the senate and city, but 
was defeated at the Mulvian Bridge, and 
died in exile. 

M. Aemilius Lepidus. I. 1, 9. A 
favourite of Julius Caesar, at the time of 
whose death he commanded the army 
near Rome. This influence associated 
him with Octavian and Antony in the 
first triumvirate. His weaker nature 
succumbed to theirs, and his troops 
deserted to Octavian, whom he ventured 
to oppose in Sicily, B.c. 36. He remained 
pontifex maximus until his death in B.C. 
13, residing at Circeii in honourable con- 
finement. Son of the last. 

M. Aemilius Lepidus. II. 48; III. 
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32, 72; VI. 40. A man of the highest 
rank, connected with the imperial family. 
Consul in A.D. 6. He was not wealthy, 
and his disposition was retiring. The 
senate granted him the proconsulship of 
Asia in A.D. 21, in spite of the opposition 
of Sex. Pompeius, and he was encouraged 
to restore the Basilica Pauli in the follow- 
ing year. He died A.D. 36. 

Manius Aemilius Lepidus. I. 13; 
III. 11, 22, 35, 50; IV. 20, 56; VI. 5,27. 
A man of high rank (III. 22, N.) and 
great ability. He won triumphal honours 
in the Pannonian war, was consul A.D. If, 
and was mentioned by Augustus as a man 
imperii capax sed aspernans. Ye guarded 
himself against the jealousy of Tiberius, 
but endeavoured to relieve political crimi- 
nals. In A.D. 21 he declined the province 
of Africa in favour of Blaesus, Sejanus's 
uncle. He was proconsul of Asia in 26, 
and died in 33. 

M. Aemilus Lepidus. XIV. a. 
Husband of Drusilla (daughter of Ger- 
manicus) and paramour of her sisters ; 
put to death A.D. 40 on charge of con- 
spiring with Lentulus Gaetulicus against 
Caligula. 

Aemilius Mamercus. XI. 22. 
L. Valerius Potitus. 

L. Aemilius Paulus. XII. 38. Defeated 
Perseus at Pydna B.C. 168, and enjoyed 
n days’ triumph over Macedon in 
167. 

M. Aemilius Scaurus. III. 66. Of 
a noble but reduced family. He became 
a great lawyer, statesman, and leader of 
the offimates. Elected to his second 
consulship, B.C. 107. On this occasion 
he and P. Rutilius Rufus brought charges 
of bribery against each other. 

Mamercus Aemilius Scaurus. I. 
13 ; III. 23, 31,66; VI. 9, 29. Great- 

andson of the last. He offended Ti- 

ius by ironical compliments at his 
accession. He married Aemilia Lepida 
(who bore him a daughter), divorced her, 
and married Sextia, who had been the 
wife of his half-brother, L. Sulla. He 
was consul suffectus in A.D. 21 ; defended 
his stepson (and nephew) Sulla in the 
same year ; accused Junius Silanus in 22 ; 
escaped condemnation for treason in 32, 
and was ruined in 34. He had written 
a tragedy called Af¢reus, in which he 
warned a character to ‘‘endure the 
tyrant’s madness.” Macro added some 
words to point the e against Ti- 
berius, who said ''that Scaurus might 
make an Atreus of him, but he would 
make an Ajax of Scaurus," i.e. force him 
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to suicide, which he proceeded to do. 
Sextia shared her husband’s fate. Scaurus 
was a good orator, but neglected his gifts. 
His works were burned by order of the 
senate. His wickedness and licentious- 
hess were ineffable. 

Aeneas. IV. 9; XII. 58. Honoured 
by the Caesars as father of Iulus, and 
founder of the Julian line. 

Aequi XI. 24. A mountain tribe on 
the upper Anio, defeated and almost 
destroyed by the Romans, B.C. 304. 


Aequus. See Considius. 
Aerias. III. 62. A mythical king of 
Cyprus. 


Aesculapius, III. 63; IV. 14; XII. 
61; XIV. 18. Son of Apollo, and 
physician of the gods. Especially wor- 
shipped at Epidaurus and its colony Cos, 
where a clan of priest-physicians claimed 
descent from him, and served his temple. 
Also worshipped at Pergamum, Cyprus, 
and Cyrene. 

Aethiopia. II. 60. The mountainous 
country south of Egypt. Its Semitic 
population has changed little since Roman 
times. 

Afer. See Domitius. 

L. Afrenius. IV. 34. <A /egatus of 
Pompey in Spain. He was defeated by 
Caesarand dismissed on parole, but rejoined 
his own party, fought at Pharsalia, and 
was taken and put to death while flying 
from Thapsus, B.C. 46. 

Afranius Burrus, XII. 42; XIII. 2, 
6, 20; XIV. 7, 15, 51. An honest and 
good soldier, appointed prefect of the 
praetorians by Agrippina in A.D. 51. He 
aided her in enthroning Nero, A.D. 54, 
but afterwards helped Seneca tooppose her 
bad influence, though he was accused of 
conspiring with her in 55. Circumstances 
obliged him to countenance Nero’s matri- 
cide, but he was gradually estranged by his 
vicious course. He died in 62, and Nero 

robably poisoned him. His death left 
Bener without a friend. 

Afranius Quintianus. XV. 49, $6, 
70. <A roué who joined Piso's conspiracy 
in A.D. 65. When the plot was discovered 
he turned state's evidence, but was 

ecuted, dying better than he had 
lived. 

Africa, II. 52; III. 32, 48; IV. 5, 50; 
XI. 21. A Roman province on the south 
coast of the Mediterranean, between 
Mauretania and the Great Syrtis. It 
was divided into Zingitana (the old Car- 
thaginian territory) and Numidia (added 
in B.C. 25). It was a senatorial province, 
second in dignity to Asia alone, but 
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possessed a standing army of one legion, 
which Caligula removed. 

L. Agerinus. XIV. 6. A freedman 
of Agrippina Jr., who bore her last 
messages to her son. 

Agrestis. See Julius. 

Agrippa. See Asinius, Fonteius, Hate- 
rius, Vipsanius. 

Agrippa Postumus. I. 3, 4, 5, 6, 
$3; III. 30. A posthumous son of M. 
Vipsanius Agrippa, born B.C. 12, and 
adopted by Augustus A.D. 4. Livia, who 
saw in him a rival to Tiberius, had him 
banished to Planasia on charge of ill 
manners and brutality ; prevented a re- 
conciliation between him and his grand- 
father ; and had him murdered in A.D. 
14, as soon as Augustus was dead. 

Agrippa Herodes (L) XII. 23. 
Grandson of Herod the Great, imprisoned 
at Capreae by Tiberius, made tetrarch of 
North Palestine by Caligula, and king of 
Palestine by Claudius. In 44 A.D. he 
beheaded the apostle James, and died at 
Caesareia the same year, being eaten by 
worms. 

Agrippa Herodes (II.) XIII. 7. Son 
of the last. King of Chalcis in Syria, 
A.D. 48; of northern Palestine, 54; served 
against the Parthians in 54, and received 
more territory, Paul made his defence 
before him in 60. When Jerusalem fell 
in 7o he went to Rome with his sister 
Bernice, the favourite of Titus, and died 
there at the age of seventy. 

Agrippina Sr. I. 33, 42, 69; II. 
42, 43, $4, 71, 75; III. 1; IV. 12, 
2 53, 545 V. 3, 43 VI. 25; XIV. 

3. Daughter of M. Agrippa by Julia, 
daughter of Augustus. She was with 
her husband Germanicus in the camp on 
the Rhine when Augustus died, and regret 
atlosing her presence checked the muti- 
nous legions. In 15 she saved the routed 
army of Caecina by refusing to allow the 
destruction of the Rhine Bridge. In 17 
she accompanied her husband to the east, 
and brought back his ashes. Tiberius 
and Livia dreaded her and her sons as 
rivals for the empire, and Sejanus, through 
policy, inflamed their mutual suspicions. 
When Livia died in 29, Tiberius, bei 
now lost to shame, accused Agrippina an 
her children of treason. The hesitation 
of the senate and riot of the people 
increased his fears, and he forced the 
senators to vote a sentence which was 
held in abeyance a year and more, Then 
the princess was banished to Pandataria, 
where she survived her sons Nero and 
Drusus, and her enemy Sejanus. Finding 


Tiberius still implacable, she starved her- 
self, A.D. 33. 

Julia Agrippina Jr. IV. 53, 75; 
XI. 12; XIL passim; XIII. 5, 12, 
21; XIV. 2, 5, 8. Daughter of Ger- 
manicus and Agrippina Sr., born in the 
Rhine camp, A.D. 15; educated at Rome 
by her mother, and married in 28 to Cn. 
Domitius Ahenobarbus. On the accession 
of her brother Caligula she was involved 
in amours with him and with her sister's 
husband, Lentulus. Lentulus was put 
to death ; Agrippina was obliged to carry 
his ashes to Rome in her hands, and was 
then banished. She was recalled at the 
accession of her uncle, Claudius ; married 
and poisoned Passienus Crispus for his 
money ; procured the death of the empress 
Messalina ; married her uncle, and be- 
came the governess of the empire. She 
married the emperor's daughter Octavia 
to Nero (her son by Ahenobarbus), 
poisoned Claudius, and advanced Nero 
to the thronein 54. For a time she con- 
trolled him, but lost her influence by 
opposing his mistresses, d made a vain 
attempt to regain power supporting 
Britannicus, the rightful hei. whom: Nero 
poisoned. Agrippina was said after this 
to have plotted against her son, and 
then to have sought influence with him 
by incest. She opposed his desire to 
divorce Octavia and marry Pop 
Sabina, and he resolved to kill er 
After failing to effect it by a pretended 
shipwreck, he ordered her to be stabbed 
in her villa at Baiae, A.D. 59. She left 
an autobiography, which was consulted 
by Tacitus. 

Agrippinus. See Paconius. 

Alba Longa. IV. 9; XI. 24. Anan- 
cient city of Latium, the metropolis of 
Rome. When Tullus Hostilius destroyed 
Alba, B.C. 665, the Julian gens, descend- 
ants of Iulus (Ascanius), the founder of 
the city, emigrated to Rome. 

Albania. II. 68; IV. 5; VI. 33; 
XII. 45; XIII. 41. Now the province 
of Schtrwan in European Russia, on the 
west shore of the Caspian, between the 
Caucasus and theriver Cyrus. The people 
were semi-civilised and warlike. 

Albinus. See Lucceius. 

Albis. I. 59; II. 14, 19, 22, 41 ; IV. 
44 (£ibe). The great river of Central 
Germany, flowing from Bohemia to the 
North Sea. Domitius Ahenobarbus (B.c. 
3) was the only Roman general who 
crossed it. 

Albucilla. VI. 47, 48. A woman of 
rank, formerly wife of Satrius Secundus, 
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accused in A.D. 37 of treason and profli- 
She stabbed herself, but her 

Judgment and execution were hastened to 

ensure the confiscation of her goods. 

Alesia. XI. 23. (Near Alise Ste. Reine 
in Cóted'Or.) An ancient hill-city of the 
Mandubii, where Vercingetorix resisted 
Caesar, B.C. 52. 

Alexander Third of Macedon. II. 
73; III. 63; VI. 31; XII. 13. Born 
B.C. 356, invaded Persia 334, crushed 
Darius at Arbela 331, invaded Bactria and 
India, and died at Babylon 323. 

Ti Alexander. XV.28. Anapostate 
Jew of Alexandria, procurator of Judaea 
A.D. 46-48, and afterwards pracfectus of 
Egypt. He led forces to aid Corbulo in 
Armenia in 63, and was the first provincial 
governor to rope Vespasian in 69. 

Alexandria. II. $9. A city founded 
by Alexander the Great in Northern t, 
where it became the emporium of the 
East. It was the capital of the Ptolemies, 
and the third city (Gades second) of the 


Roman empire. 

. Aligo. I1. 7. (£/sem). A fortress built 
by Drusus Sr. at the confluence of the 
Lippe and the Alme. 

T. Alledius Severus. XII. 7. An 
eques who married his niece, in imitation 
of the Emperor Claudius. 

Alliaria. I. 53. Wife of Ti. Sempro- 
nius Gracchus. 

Amanus. II. 83. (/awur Dag^.) A 
branch of the Taurus range in Northern 


Syria. 

Amasis. VI. 28. Kingof Egypt, B.c. 
569-525. Rose to the throne by his own 
abilities, and strengthened himself by 
Greek alliance. 

Amathus. III. 6. A mythical king 
of Cyprus, founder of a city of the same 
name (now Limiso) on the south coast. 
He founded a temple to Venus. 

Amazones. III. 61; IV. 56. A 
fabulous race of archer-women from 
Scythia ; possibly a tradition of beardless 
Mongolians and a prehistoric invasion of 
Ionia. 

Amisia. I. 60, 63; II. 8,23. (Zms.) 
A river of Westphalia and Hanover, 
flowing into the North Sea between the 
Rhine and Weser. 

Amorgus, IV. 13, 30. (Amurgo.) An 
island S.E. of Naxos, the birthplace of 
Simonides, and famous for dye- works. 
It was fertile, and considered a favourable 
place of banishment. 

Ampsivarit. II. 8, 22; XIII. $5, 56. 
A people at the mouth of the Ems in 
Hanover and Gróningen. They were 
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Roman allies, but Germanicus chastised 
them for an attempted revolt. In $8 
A.D. the Chauci had pressed them into 
the country between the Rhine and Yssel. 
The Romans expelled them, and they 
were destroyed by neighbouring tribes. 

Amycianum Mare. IV. 59. The 
northern part of the Gulf of Caieta, named 
from Amyclae, a town near Fundi, 
deserted before the Christian era. 

Ancharius Priscus. III. 38, 70. A 
senator who accused Caesius Cordus, 
repetundarum in A.D. 21, and secured 
his conviction in 22. 

Ancona. III.9. (Ascona.) Thechief 
Adriatic port of the Roman merchant- 
marine. 

Ancus Maroius. III. 26. Fourth 
king of Rome, B.C. 641-616 (Varro's 
dates). 

Andecavi. III. 41. A tribe of the 
lower Loire. They have left their name 
to the town of Angers and the province 
of Anjou. 

Anemurium. XII. 55. A town on 
the southernmost point of Asia Minor, 
now Cape Anamur, where a castle con- 
tains remains of antiquity. 

Angrivarii II. 5, 19, 22, 24, 41. À 
German tribe in Brunswick and Hanover, 
north of the Cherusci, whom they aided 


against cus. 

Anicetus. XIV. 3, 7, 8,62. ('Arlx»- 
ros.) A Greek tutor of Nero, who put 
him in command of the fleet of Misenum, 
and employed him to murder Agrippina 
in 59, and to ruin Octavia in 62, A.D. 
To save appearances he was sent into a 
luxurious exile at Sardinia. 

Anicius Cerialis. XV. 74; XVI. 17. 
Disclosed a plot against Caligula's life. 
Compelled to suicide by Nero's suspici- 
ousness in A.D. 66, when consul elect. 
Founder of the famous Anician family. 

M. Annaeus Lucanus. XV. 49, 56, 
70; XVI. 17. Author of the Pharsalia. 
He lived luxuriously at Rome in the 
reign of Nero, who became jealous of his 
success as a t, and would not allow 
him to recite his verses in public. Lucan 
joined Piso's conspi against the em- 
peror. Upon its discovery he had the 
cowardice to turn state's evidence against 
his mother, but, finding there was no 
hope, died with bravado, reciting a pass- 
age of the Pharsalia, April 3oth, A.D. 65. 

M. Annaeus Mela. XVI. 17. A rich 

uestrian procurator, brother of Seneca, 
and father of Lucan. Falsely accused as 
an accomplice of his son, he committed 
suicide in A. D. 66. 
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L. Annaeus Seneca. XII. 8; XIII. 
2, 13, 42; XIV. 7, 11, 52, 53, 59, 65; 
XV. 45, 56, 60, 64, 65. Bom of a 
Spanish father shortly before the Chris- 
tian era, he followed him in his profession 
of rhetoric under Tiberius and Caligula. 
In 41 he was banished to Corsica by 
Messalina as paramour of Julia, daugh- 
ter of Germanicus. Agrippina had him 
recalled in 49, and he me Nero's 
tutor, until his pupil ascended the throne 
in 54. When Nero quarrelled with his 
mother, Seneca took the son's side, and 
was privy to the murder of Agrippina in 
$9. Nero was now impatient of control, 
and Seneca's influence was weakened by 
the death of Burrus in 62. Seneca had 
made a fortune of 42,500,000, and feared 
the cupidity of the emperor; but Nero 
refused him permission to retire from 
court and give up his money. He was 
put to death in às as an accomplice of 
Piso. Seneca was a man of brilliant 
ability and ordinary morality. His philo- 
sophical works are extant. Consul suffec- 
tus in 57. 

Annaeus Berenus. XIII. 13. The 
friend (perhaps relative) of Seneca, who 
dedicated his treatise de Tranguillitate 
Animi to him. At the philosopher's 
request he acted as go-between of Nero 
and Acte. He was Praefectus vigilum, 
and died of the effects of poisonous mush- 
rooms. 

Annie Rufilla. III. 36. An impudent 
criminal who defied justice by claiming 
protection from the image of Tiberius, 
A.D. 2I. 

Annius Pollio. VI. 9. Consul suffec- 
tus, A.D. 20. Accused of treason in 32, 
but apparently pardoned by Tiberius. 

L. Annius Vinicianus. VI. 9. Son 
of the last by his wife Vinicia, shared his 
father's danger and escape. A candidate 
for the empire at the death of Caligula, 
he afterwards joined the conspiracy of 
Furius Scribonianus against Claudius, 
and committed suicide in 42. - 

Annius Pollio. XV. 56, 71; XVI. 
30. Son of the last; Nero’s intimate 
friend. Exiled in A.D. 65 for supposed 
complicity in Piso’s plot. He married 
Servilia, the daughter of Bareas Soranus. 

Annius Vinicianus, XV. 28. Brother 
of the last, and son-in-law of Domitius 
Corbulo, under whom he was /egatus of 
the sth legion, A.D. 63. He escorted 
Tiridates to Rome, and was kept there 
as hostage for Corbulo's fidelity. Cor- 
bulo was murdered in 67, and Vinicianus 
probably fell in an unsuccessful con- 
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spiracy, mentioned by Suetonius, Ner.

P. Anteius. XIII. 22; XVI. 14. A 
consular, appointed /gutus of Syria by 
Nero at Agrippina’s instance, in A.D. §5. 
Nero obliged him to govern his province 
from Rome, and forced him to suicide on 
charge of sorcery in 66. 

Antenor. XVI. 21. A Trojan chief- 
tain, who founded Patavium in Italy 
after the fall of Troy. 

Anthémusias. VI. 41. A Greek town 
in Osrhoene (northern Mesopotamia), be- 
tween Edessa and the Euphrates. 

Antigonus. IV. 43. Called Doson 
from his reputation as a promiser. He 
supported the Achaean league, and con- 
quered Cleomenes of Sparta at Sellasia, 
B.C. 221. 

Antiochia. II. 69, 73, 83. (Antakzh.) 
Capital of Greek and Roman Syria on 
the Orontes, sixteen miles from the sea. 
Being on the caravan track from the 
Euphrates, it held the advantages now 
possessed by Aleppo. It was a luxurious 
city, with a population of nearly a million. * 

Antiochus Third of Commagene. 
II. 42. Died in A.D. 17, and his king- 
dom became a Roman province. 

Antiochus Fourth. XII. 55; XIII. 
7; E zn m D rea Cali- 

a restor is kingdom, then deposed 

im. Claudius restored him. In $2 he 
defeated Troxobores ; in 54 and $8 aided 
the Romans against Parthia, and was 
rewarded with part of Armenia in 6o. 
Assisted Titus in besieging Jerusalem. 
Deposed by Vespasian in 72 for treason- 
able correspondence with Parthia, he 
spent his old age at Rome. 

Antiochus Third of Syria. II. 63; 
III. 62; XII. 62. Reigned 8.c. 223-187. 
Totally defeated by Scipio Asiaticus at 
Magnesia a Sipylo in 190. 

Antistia Pollitta. XIV. 22; XVI. 
IO. Daughter of Antistius Vetus, and 
wife of Rubellius Blandus. She shared 
her husband's exile and her father's 
death. 

M. Antistius Labeo. III. 75. A 
lawyer, the onte DRM and rival of C. 
Ateius Capito. e upheld republican 
principles under the empire. See note. 

Antistius Sosianus, XIII. 28; XIV. 
48; XVI. 14, 21. Tribune of the people 
in A.D. 56, he abused his power by pro- 
tecting theatre rioters. In 61 he was 
banished for libel, his life being saved by 
Ostorius Scapula and Thrasea. He 
cae a temporary recall by accusing 

is benefactor Scapula, and ventured to 
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return from his island when Nero died, 
but Vespasian sent him back. 

C. Antistius Vetus. IV. 1. Men- 
tioned by Velleius Paterculus as a con- 
m and priest in A. ue His d- 
ather was Augustus's Zega/ws in Spain, 
and his father consal in B.C. 6. Consul 
himself in A.D. 23. 

C. Antistius Vetus. XII. 25. Pro- 
bably son of the last. Consul, A.D. 50. 

L. Antistius Vetus. XIII. 11, 53; 
XIV. 58; XVI. 10. Cousin of the last ; 

consul with Nero, A.D. $5, and com- 
mander in Germany in 58. He was 
proconsul of Asia in 63, and was forced 
to suicide by Nero in 65. Father of 
Antistia Pollitta. 

Antistius Vetus. III. 38. A Mace- 
donian nobleman whose family had as- 
sumed a Roman name.  Banished to an 
island in A.D. 21 for treasonable corre- 
spondence with Rhescuporis. 

C. Antius. II. 6. A consular, ap- 
ointed commissioner to make the tax- 
ist of Gaul, A.D. 16. 

Antium. III. 71; XIV. 3, 4 27; 
XV. 23, 39. (Porto d'Anso.) A seaport 
townthirty-eight miles S. E. of Rome, with 
a temple and oracle of Fortune. Nero was 
born there. He was fond of the place, 
and constructed its artificial harbour. 
Cicero, Agrippina Jr., and others, had 
villas there. 

Antona. XII. 31. The river Nen in 
England. See Note. 

Antonia Major. IV. 44; XII. 64. 
Elder daughter of Antony by Octavia, 
the sister of Augustus, born B.C. 39, and 
betrothed to L. Domitius Ahenobarbus 
when two years old. Nero was her 

andson. "Tacitus erroneously supposed 
er the younger daughter. 

Antonia Minor. III. 3, 18; XI. 3; 
XIII. 18. Sisterof the last ; wife of Drusus 
Sr., and mother of Germanicus, Clau- 
dius, and Livilla. She had' a residence 
on the Palatine, was highly honoured by 
Tiberius, and discovered the plot of Se- 
janus. She educated her grandson 
Caligula, who insulted and probably 
murdered her at his accession. 

Antonia. XII. 2, 68; XIII. 23; XV. 
$3. Daughter of Claudius, and grand- 
daughter of the last. Her first husband, 
Cn. Pompeius, was put to death by her 
father, and her second, Faustus Cornelius 
Sulla Felix, by Nero. When Poppaea 
died, Nero asked Antonia's hand, and 
put her to death for refusing. 

M. Antonius Creticus. XII. 62. 
Son of the orator Antonius. Undertook 
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a war against the Cilician pirates. He 
was not successful, and died in 72 5.c., 
after failing in an attack on Crete. 
Called Creticus in derision. 

M. Antonius, triumvir. I. 2, 9, 10; 
II. 2, 3, 43, 53; IV. 34. Son of the last. 
Born B.C. 83, and educated by his step- 
father Lentulus, Catiline's accomplice. 
He became tribune of the people to sup- 
port Julius Caesar, and remained his 
staunch adherent. He organi the 
opposition to Brutus and Cassius after 

aesar's death, and was the chief man 
in Italy, until Octavian joined the senate 
and defeated him at Mutina. He fled 
to Gaul, joined Lepidus, and soon formed 
the second triumvirate with Octavian. 
After the triumvirs defeated the republi- 
cans at Philippi, Antony received the east 
as his share, and there fell under the con- 
trol of Cleopatra. He visited Italy in 
40 and 37 B.C., making the treaties of 
Brundisium and Tarentum. The former 
was cemented by his alliance with Octavia, 
the sister of Octavian. On his return to 
the east, Cleopatra renewed her influence, 
and Antony relapsed into licentious ease, 
from which he endeavoured to rouse him- 
self to repulse the Parthians, but was 
shamefully defeated in 36. He made an 
Armenian campaign in 34. In 31 the 
victory of Actium gave Augustus control 
of the Mediterranean. The next year he 
appeared at Alexandria, and Antony com- 
mitted suicide in despair. 

Antonius Iulus. I. 10; III. 18; IV. 
44. Son of Mark Antony by Fulvia, 
carefully educated by his stepmother 
Octavia, who married him to her daugh- 
ter Marcella, and induced her brother 
Augustus to advance him to the consul- 
ship in B.C. 10. He ungratefully in- 
trigued with Julia, the emperor's daugh- 
ter, plotted rebellion, and was compelled 
to suicide by Augustus in B.C. 2. 

L. Antonius. IV. 44. Son of Anto- 
nius Iulus and Marcella. After his father's 
execution, he was kept in honourable 
confinement at Massilia, where he died 
in A.D. 25. 

Antonius Claudius Felix. XII. 54. 
Freedman of Antonia Minor and Clau- 
dius, who made him procurator of 
Samaria in 48 A.D., and of Palestine in 
$2 at the request of his brother Pallas. 
His bad government, with that of Ven- 
tidius Cumanus, occasioned a revolt in 
$2. The blame was thrown on Cumanus, 
who was recalled. Felix was cruel and 
licentious. He married Drusilla, daugh- 
ter of Herod Agrippa, and Paul made 
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his defence before them in 58. Drusilla 
and her son perished in the destruction 
of Pompeii. 

Antonius Natalis. XV. 50, 54-56, 71. 
A Roman egues, the confidant of Piso, 
whose conspiracy against Nero broke 
down in A.D. 65. Natalis was first to 
turn informer, and saved his life. 

Antonius Primus. XIV. 40. Banished 
for forgery in A.D. 6r, at the age of 20. 
Pardoned and put over a Pannonian 
legion by Galba, he led an army against 
Rome in 69, and stormed it in the in- 
terest of Vespasian, who honoured him 
highly afterwards. Martial addressed an 
epigram to him on his sixtieth birthday, 
in A.D. 100, declaring that no day of his 
past life could give him sorrow in retro- 
spect. 

Aorsi XII. 15-19. Scythian no- 
mads near the mouth of the Don, part 
of a Tartar horde settled between the 
Euxine and Caspian. In 49 A.D. they 
aided the Romans against Mithridates 
of Bosporus. 

Apamea. XII. 58. (Denair.) A Phry- 
gian city near the source of the Maeander, 
on the caravan road to Cappadocia. De- 
vastated by earthquakes under Sulla and 
Claudius, The latter remitted taxes for 
five years. 

Aphrodisias. III. 62. (Keira. A 
town of Caria. . 

Apicata. IV. 3, 11. Wife of Aelius 
Sejanus, to whom she bore three chil- 
dren. He divorced her to intrigue with 
Livilla, and her jealousy afterwards dis- 
covered his plots. She killed herself 
from remorse when her children were 
put to death with him. 

M. Gablus Apicius. IV. 1. A £on- 
vivam! under Augustus and Tiberius, 
scandalously connected with Sejanus. 
He squandered £830,000, and killed 
himself to avoid starving on the remain- 
ing £83,000. His name was proverbial, 
and was prefixed to a cookery-book com- 
piled by Coelius at a later period. 

Apidius Merula. IV. 42. Expelled 
from the senate in A.D. 25, for failing to 
swear in acta Augusti. 

Ptolemaeus Apio. XIV. 18. An 
illegitimate son of Ptolemy Physcon, who 
made him king of Cyrenaica.  Apio 
governed it B.C. 117—96, and left it by 
will to the Roman people. 

Apollinaris. See Claudius. 

Apollo. II. 54; IIL 61; IV. 55; 
XII. 22, 65. God of day, music, medicine, 
and prophecy, especially worshipped at 
Delphi, Delos, and Miletus. 
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Apollonidenses. II. 47. Inhabitants 
of Apollonia (4ósZionte),a town in Mysia, 
injured by an earthquake in A.D. 17. 

L. Aponius. I. 29. A Roman egues 
on the staff of Drusus Jr. in A.D. 14. 
He was despatched to Tiberius with the 
demands of the Pannonian soldiers. 

Appius Appianus. II. 48. Expelled 
by Tiberius from the senate for profli- 
gacy and extravagance, in A.D. 17. 

Appius Silanus, See App. Junius 
Silanus. 

Appuleia Varilla. II. So. Banished 
for adultery, A.D. 17. See Sex. Appu- 
leius. 

Sex. Appuleius. I. 7. Son of the 
younger Marcella, and thus grandson of 
Octavia Minor, the sister of Augustus. 
He was brother of Appuleia Varilla, and 
husband of Numantina. He was consul 
with Sex. Pompeius for the whole year, 
A.D. I4. Augustus, in expectation of his 
own death, appointed his relatives to 
PP A the way for Tiberius. See II. 
$1, N. 

Apronia. IV. 22. Daughter of L. 
Apronius, murdered by her husband, 
Plautius Silvanus, in A.D. 24. 

L. Apronius. I. $6, 72; II. 32; 
III. 21, 64; IV. 13, 22. Officer in the 
Pannonian war ; consul suffectus, A.D. 85 
won triumphal honours in Germany, A.D. 
15. As pre of Africa in 20, he 
decimated a cohort which had been 
beaten by Tacfarinas. In 24 he accused 
his son-in-law, Plautius Silvanus, of 
murder before the senate. 

L. Apronius Caesianus. III. 21; 
IV. 73; VI. 30; XI. 19. Son of the 
last, and his Jegu£us in Africa, A.D. 20. 
Next consul suffectus and governor of 
Lower Germany, where the Frisii de- 
feated = in 28. Consul with dee em- 
peror Caligula in 39. His daughter 
married Lentalus Gaetulicus. "P 

Apulia. III. 2; IV. 71; XVI. 9. A 
province in south-eastern Italy, just above 
the heel (then Calabria) It was united 
with Calabria and Samnium Hirpinum 
in the second division of Augustus's Italy. 

Aquila. See Julius. 

Aquilia. IV. 42. Banished for adul- 
tery with Varius Ligur, A.D. 25. 

Arabes. VI. 28, 44. The Bedouins of 
Arabia. Independent of the empire, 
they served as free lances in eastern 
armies. The southern parts (Arabia 
Felix) were famous for spice groves, 
The tribes on the Euphrates were par- 
tially settled under a dynasty of native 


kings. 
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Arar. XIII. 53. (Sauconna, Saóne.) 
Flows 300 miles from the Vosges moun- 
tains to the Rhone at Lyons. 

Araricus. See Vulcatius. 

Araxes. XII. 51; XIII. 39. (Arash 
or Eras.) Flows eastward from the Ar- 
menian mountains. A confluent of the 
Cyrus. 

Arcadia. XI. 14; XII. 53. The 
central country of the Peloponnesus, to 
which the primitive Pelasgian population 
fled after the Achaean and Dorian inva- 
sions. The ofiginal identity of Greek 
and Italian’ st was recorded by a 
tradition that the Arcadian king Evander 
had settled among the Latian abori- 
gines. 

Archelaus. II. 42. Great-great-grand- 
son of Mithridates' general. Made king 
of Cappadocia by Antony in B.C. 34, 
and confirmed by Augustus afterwards, 
Being summoned to Rome on charges of 
state, he was defended by Tiberius, who 
thus essayed his forensic powers. When 
Tiberius afterwards retired to Rhodes, 
Archelaus neglected him to pay court to 
young C. Caesar. On his accession in 
A.D. I4, liberius summoned the old 
King. to Rome, neglected his case, and

Archelaus. VI. 41. Son of the last. 
King of the Clitae. 


Arduenna Silva, III. 42. (Ardennes.) 
A forest between the Treveri and Nervii 
(Treves and Cambrai), 500 iniles long in 
Caesar's time. 

Arii XI. 10. A people near Herat, in 
Western Afghanistan. Tacitus says that 
they were Xi dps: from the Dahae 
(Turkomans) by the (unknown) river 
Sindes. Yet Margiana (an oasis formed 
by the Margus or Merv before it is lost 
in the desert) lay north of Ariana NN 
Perhaps an incursion of the Dahae 
brought their boundary farther south at 
this period, or the general term ‘‘ Arian”’ 
may be applied to the Margians, as an 
Iranian tribe distinct from the Tartars. 
The river system of the country has 
changed within historical times. 

Ariobarzanes. II. 4. Son of the 
Median king Artavasdes; appointed 
king of Armenia by C. Caesar, A.D. 1. 
He died in A.D. 2, and his son Artavas- 
des III. was put to death by the Arme- 
nians (stirpem haud toleravere). 

Aristobulus, XIII. 7; XIV. 26. 
Cousin of Herod Agrippa II., and hus- 
band of the Salome who begged John the 
Baptist's head. King of Armenia Minor 
in A.D. $4; granted more territory in 60. 
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Aided the Romans against Antiochus of 
Commagene in 73. 
Aristonicus. IV. 55; XII. 62. Ille- 
gitimate brother of Attalus III. of Per- 
um, claimed the kingdom after his 
eath, defeated and slew P. Licinius 
Crassus, consul of B.C. 131, but was 
taken prisoner by his successor Perperna, 
and led in triumph by M'. Aquillius in 
126. Afterwards beheaded. 

Armenia. II. 3, 56, 60, 64, 68; III. 
48; VI. 33, 445; XI. 9; XII. 44, 46; 
XIII. 6, 34; XIV. 23; XV. 17. The 
mountainous country north of Mesopo- 
tamia, source of the Halys, Euphrates, 
Tigris, and Araxes. The part west of 
the Euphrates was called Armenia Minor, 
and had a separate government. The 
popuauon is Indo-European, semi-civi- 
ised from an early period, and the first 
nation that embraced Christianity. As 
it lay between Roman and Parthian pro- 
vinces, Armenia was involved in their 
que and its kings enthroned and 
ethroned by the rival powers. Com- 
manding the valleys of the Euphrates 
and Tigris, it was an important strategi- 
cal position, and the traditional object of 
imperial policy. XII. 48, N.

Arminius. I. 55, 57, 58, 60, 63, 68; 
II. 9, 17, 21, 44, 46, 8 erman /fer- 
mann). A prince of the Cherusci, who 
served in the Roman army, and became 
an eques. In A.D. 9, at the age of 27, he 
led a revolt against Quintilius Varus, 
under whom he was serving, collected 
German forces, and overwhelmed the 
Roman legions among the Hartz moun- 
tains. In 14 he was deprived of his wife 
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by his father-in-law Segestes, who carried 
her with him to the Romans. In 1$ he 
repulsed Germanicus, but in 16 was twice 
defeated between the Weser and Elbe. 
Germanicus was recalled to Rome with- 
out reducing the country, and in 17 Ar- 
minius, as defender of German liberty, 
overthrew Maroboduus and his Suevian 
kingdom. Arminius himself was too 
much elated by success, and was accused 
of seeking to make himself king. He 
was slain by his relatives in 19. 

Arnus,. I.79. (4rno) An Etrurian 
river, liable to freshets. 

Arpus. II. 7. Chief of the Chatti, 
A.D. I6. 

Arria Galla XV. 59. Wife of C. 
Pi 


iso. 
Arria. XVI. 34. Wife of Caecina 
Paetus, who was implicated in the re- 
bellion of Camillus Scribonianus, A.D. 
42. Resolved to share her husband's 
death, she stabbed herself, and handed 
him the dagger, with the words, Zae/e 
"non dolet. 

Arrius Varus. XIII. 9. Prefect of 
an auxiliary cohort under Corbulo, A.D. 
54. By treachery in Nero's reign, and 
by good service in Vespasian's army, he 
rose to be pracfectus praetorio and prae- 
fectus annonae. 

L. Arruntius. I. 8, 13, 76, 79; III. 


I1; VI. 5, 7, 27, 47 ; XI. 6,7. Consul, . 


A.D. 6, and a senatorial leader at Augus- 
tus's death ; commissioner on inundations 
of the Tiber in 15; declined to defend 
Cn. Piso in 20; appointed governor of 
Hispania Tarraconensis in 25, but kept 
in Ronis by Tiberius's jealousy. In 30 
or 31 he was accused of treason, but 
the accusers were proved false, and pun- 
ished, —an occasion on which the senate 
seems to have shown a little independ- 
ence. (See remarks of Cotta, VI. 5.) 
In 37 Arruntius was again accused as an 
accomplice of Albucilla at the instigation 
of Macro. He committed suicide to 
avoid the dangers and insults of a trial. 

ArruntiusStella. XIII. 22. Anegues, 
the friend of Agrippina, put in charge of 
the games celebrated by Nero in A.D. 
55. 2 

Arsaces. VI. 31, 53. Made king of 
Armenia by his father, Artabanus of 
Parthia, in A.D. 35. Murdered by his 
servants the same year at the instigation 
of -Mithridates the Hiberian. 

Arsacidae, Kings of Parthia. II. 1; 
VI. 31, 343 XI. 10; XIII. 37; XIV. 
26; XV. 1. Their ancestor, a Scythian 
chief, revolted against Antiochus II. of 
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Syria, B.C. 250. A dynasty of thirty-one 
kings ruled the East, supported by Tartar 
alliances, until it was overthrown in A.D. 
226 by a revolt of the Iranian population 
under Artaxerxes the Sassanian.

Arsamosate. XV. 10. (Shimshat). 
A fortified town of Armenia, north of the 
Arsanias, 

Arsanias, XV. 15. Murad-chai). An 
eastern affluent of the Euphrates, lat. 38° 
55 N. By misunderstanding a passage 
in Pliny’s Natural History, it has some- 
times been confused with a smaller river 
farther south. 

Artabanus Third, Arsaces XIX. II. 
3, 4, 58; VI. 31, 33, 36, 42, 43. Edu- 
cated among the Dahae. Originally king 
of Media, then of Parthia, by expelling 
Vonones in A.D. 16. He treated Ger- 
manicus with much respect, but after his 
death expelled the Roman claimant from 
the Armenian throne, and insulted Tibe- 
rius, who in 35 sent successively Phraates 
and Tiridates as opposition candidates 
for the Parthian crown. The latter suc- 
ceeded, and was crowned by Vitellius, 
then governor of Syria. Artabanus re- 
covered his kingdom the next year, and 
Tiberius stopped the war through jealousy 
of Vitellius. Under Caligula, Vitellius, 
by diplomacy, induced Artabanus to do 
homage to the emperor's image. After 
this Artabanus lost and regained his 
crown by another rebellion. Died in 
June, A.D. 42. 

Artabanus. XI. 8. Son of the last, 
murdered by his brother Gotarzes. 

Artavasdes I. of Armenia. II. 3. 
Ally of Crassus in B.C. 54, and of Antony 
in 36. He deserted the latter, who in 
revenge defeated him and carried him 
captive in 34. After Actium Cleopatra 
sent his head to his enemy, Phraates of 
Parthia, whose aid she wished to gain. 

Artavasdes Second. II. 4. A straw 
king of Armenia, set up by Augustus, b.c. 
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5 (?) Defeated and dead before C. 
Caesar reached the East (A.D. 1). 

Artaxate. II. 56; VI. 33; XII. 50; 
XIII. 39, 41; XIV. 23. [ist decl. sing. 
or 2d plur.] One of the capitals of 
Armenia, on a bend of the river Araxes. 
Founded and fortified by Artaxias I. of 
Armenia, with the advice of Hannibal, 
B.C. 188. Destroyed by Corbulo, A.D. 
58, but rebuilt by Tiridates. Its ruins 
are found near the village Ardaschar. 

Artaxias II. of Armenia. II. 3. Son 
and successor of Artavasdes I. An ally 
of Parthia, he massacred the Romans in 
Armenia.  Assassinated by the nobility, 
B.C. 20. 

Artaxias IIL of Armenia. II. 56, 
64; VI. 31. The name assumed by Zeno, 
son of Polemo of Pontus, crowned at 
Artaxata by Germanicus, A.D. I8. He 
reigned until 35. 

Artemita. VI. 41. A town in Apol- 
loniatis (Western Assyria), on the Siala 
(now Diyala). 

Artoria Flaccilia. XV.71. Followed 
her husband, Novius Priscus, into exile, 
A.D. 65. 

Arulenus Rusticus. See L. Junius 
Arulenus Rusticus. 

Aruseius. VI. 7; Punished for falsely 
accusing L. Arruntius. 

L. Aruseius. VI. 40. A name found 
in a mutilated p e which seems to 
relate to his death. He may have been 
the informer (VI. 7) returned from exile 
to hisold trade. In this case the passage 
might read, “‘quod L. Aruseius exul 
rediret, neque quod eo accusante multi 
morte affecti forent." 

Asclepiodotus. See Cassius. 

Asconius Labeo. XIII. 10.  Nero's 
guardian ; honoured with a statue, A.D. 
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Asia. II. 47; III. 7, 32; IV. 15, 37, 
$5; XII. 63; XIII 43. A name in- 
definitely given by the early Greeks to 
*! the land of the East,” or ** the sunrise," 
like the modern Anatolia or Levant. The 
Roman province of this name included 
the west coast of Asia Minor, with adja- 
cent islands. It was the best senatorial 
province, and was allotted to the oldest 
consular. The cities reared a temple to 
Augustus in his lifetime, and another to 
Tiberius, who relieved them after an 
earthquake, A.D. 17. 

Asiaticus. See Valerius. 

C. Asinius Pollio. I. 12; IV. 34; 
XI. 6. B.C. 76-A.D. 4. The general of 
Julius Caesar, the counsellor of Augustus, 
the patron of Vergil and Horace, and the 
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most distinguished orator of his day. 
Augustus was fond of him, though he 
would not serve against Antony, and pro- 
tected the historian Timagenes, who had 
insulted the Emperor.  ** If you want to 
keep a wild beast in your house, my dear 
Pollio," said Augustus, **do so, by all 
means." He spent his life (after a Dal- 
matian campaign in B.C. 39) in literary 
retirement, occupied as historian, poet, 
and critic. 

C. Asinius Gallus Saloninus Sr. I. 
8, 12, 13, 76, 77 ; II. 32, 33, 35; III. 
II ; IV. 20, 30, 71; VI. 23, 25. Son 
of the last. Tacitus does not use the 
agnomen. Consul, A.D. 8. An acute, 
suspicious, restless man. Augustus said 
that he would like to be emperor, but 
was not great enough. When Tiberius 
was forced to divorce Vipsania, Gallus 
ventured to marry her, and boasted that 
Drusus Jr., born before the divorce, was 
his own son. Tiberius said nothing, but 
hated him. In A.D. 30 he invited him 
in a friendly way to Capreae, ordered the 
senate to impeach him, and watched him 
slowly starve in confinement for three 
I Whether he died at last by ex- 

ustion or violence was unknown. 

C. Asinius Gallus Saloninus Jr. III. 
75. Son of the last. Betrothed to the 
daughter of Germanicus, but died before 
his marriage, A.D. 22. 

C. Asinius Pollio Jr. IV. 1. Brother 
of the last. Consul, A.D. 23, and pro- 
consul of Asia in an uncertain year. His 
coins represent Drusus Caesar (his own 
half-brother by his mother Vipsania), 
sharing a curule chair with Germanicus. 
The inscription is APOTZOZ KAI T'EP- 
MANIKOZ KAIZAPEZ, NEOI OEOI, 
$IAAAEACOI, and seems to fix the date 
at A.D. 17 or 18. 

M. Asinius Agrippa. IV. 34, 61. 
Brother of the last. Consul, A.D. 25. 
He died in 27 with good reputation. 

M. Asinius Marcellus. XII. 64; 
XIV. 40. Great-grandson of Asinius 
Pollio, perhaps son of the last. Consul, 
A.D. 54. Convicted of forgery in 61, but 
pardoned at Nero's request. 

L. Asinius Gallus. XIV. 48. Consul 
ordinarius, A.D. 61. Nipperdey believes 
the name to be Afísniu:, judging from an 
inscription. 

Asper. See Sulpiciu:. 

Assyria. XII. 13. The country between 
the Tigris and Media. 

M. Ateius. II. 47. An ex praet? 
Commissioner to relieve the Lydian € 
injured by an earthquake in A.D, 17. 
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C. Ateius Capito. I. 76, 79; III. 70, 
75. A great conservative lawyer under 
Augustus and Tiberius. His rival, An- 
tistius Labeo, was more willing to change 
law, though lesscompliant to the emperors. 
Both founded schools of jurisprudence. 
Capito was a favourite at court. Consul 
suffectus A.D. 5, and curator aquarum 
in 22. Died in 22. 

Athenae. II. 53, 55, 63; III. 26; 
XI. 24; XV. 64. The capital of Attica. 
Compelled by circumstances to side with 
Mithridates against Sulla in B.c. 86, and 
with Antony against Augustus in 31, its 
commerce was diverted to Corinth, and 
it became a second-rate provincial town, 
famous only for its antiquities The 
schools of philosophy were still maintained 
under the empire, but it was a saying that 
Athens had more statues than citizens. 

Atidius Geminus. IV. 43. Proprae- 
tor of Achaia, probably under Augustus. 
Established the Messenian boundary. 

Atilius. IV. 62. <A freedman who 
exhibited gladiators for pay in a wooden 
circus, which collapsed with disastrous 
results. He was exiled. 

A. Atilius Calatinus. II. 49. Consul 
twice and dictator once in the first Punic 
war, he triumphed in B.C. 257. Dedicated 
a temple to Spes. 

Atimetus. XIII. 19, 21, 22. The 
freedman of Nero’s aunt, Domitia, and 
her tool in accusing Agrippina, A.D. 55. 
He failed, and was put to death. 

Attianus. See Nonius. 

Atticus. See Curtius, Julius, Pompo- 
nius, Quintius, Vestinus. 

Attius. VI. 24. A centurion. The 
jailor of Drusus, son of Germanicus. 

Attus Clausus. IV. 9; XI. 24; XII. 
25. A Sabine chieftain, settled with his 
clan on the land beyond the Anio in B.c. 
$04. He was the ancestor of the patri- 
cian Claudii, who succeeded each other, 
father and son, without interruption or 
adoption, until the time of the Emperor 
Claudius. Attus Clausus was the first to 
place images of his ancestors in a public 
temple at Rome. 

Atys. IV. 55. A mythical king of 
Lydia. 

Avernus. XV. 42. A lake near Baiae, 
in the crater of an extinct volcano. Its 
mephitic exhalations gave it a reputation 
as the gate of hell. Agrippa made it part 
of his Julian harbour, and Nero tried to 
connect it with Ostia by a canal. 

Aufidienus Rufus. I. 20. Praefectus 
castrorum of the Pannonian maniples at 
Nauportus, A.D. I4. 
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Augurinus, See Julius. 

Augusta, See Livia. 

Augustodunum. III. 43, 45. (du- 
fun.) An Aeduan city in Burgundy, near 
the site of Caesar's Bibracte (Besvras). 

Augustus, Originally C. Octavius, 
grandnephew of Julius Caesar, born in 
B.C. 63; educated by his mother and his 
stepfather Philippus, and secretly intended 
by his uncle for his heir. When Julius 
was assassinated in 44, Octavius was a 
youth of 19, learning war at Apollonia in 
Illyricum. He proceeded to .Rome, 
accepted the terms of his uncle's will, 
promised to pay the people their legacies, 
ine Spar ernahe uie the ri on 

side. ntony, who opposed him, 

was forced to retire with Ds army to 
Mutina in Cisalpine Gaul, where he 
besieged D. Brutus. Octavius, whose 
legal name was now C. Julius Caesar 
Octavianus (he received the title of Au- 
gustus in 27), was sent as praetor against 
Antony, under the consuls Hirtius and 
Pansa. The consuls were killed, perha 
by the connivance of Augustus; be 
remained in full command, forced Antony 
over the Alps, and compelled the senate 
to appoint himself to the vacant consulship. 
He met Antony, who was returning from 
Gaul with Lepidus and an army, at 
Bononia, and formed the second trium- 
virate. Antony now proceeded with 
Augustus to defeat Brutus and Cassius at 
Philippi in 42, and afterwards journeyed 
to the East, and fell under the control of 
Cleopatra; while his brother, L. Antonius, 
and wife, Fulvia, began a revolt at Perusia 
in Italy, and were subdued by Augustus 
after a desperate struggle in 41-40. In 
40 and 37 he made alliances with M. 
Antony, cemented by the hand of his 
sister Octavia, and, after a long struggle, 
crushed the naval power of Sex. Pom 
in 36. After training an army by Illyrian 
campaigns, he considered himself in a 
position to fight for the world with 
Antony, whose power he crushed at 
Actium in 31. From this time he devoted 
himself to the administration of the re- 
public, receiving the power but not the 
title of king, as tmperator of the armies, 
princeps of the senate, with fribunicta 
potestas to control the people, and f*ocost- 
sulare imperium to rule the provinces. 
He repressed the Parthians in the East, 
and held the Rhine against the Germans 
in spite of the defeats of Lollius and 
Varus. His stepsons, Tiberius and Dru- 
sus, overran Germany and Pannonia, 
He died at Nola, August roth, A.D. I4. 
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His later years were embittered by the 
intrigues of his wife and the immorality 
of his daughter. 

Aviola. See Acilius. 

Avitus. See Dubius. . 

L. Aurelius Cotta. III. 66. Tried 
to escape his creditors by his privilege as 
tribune. When Scipio Africanus Minor 
returned from Numantia, B.C. 133, he 


accused him of embezzlement without . 


success. 

M. Aurelius Cotta Meesalinus. II. 
32; IV. 20; V. 3; VI. 5; XII.22. Son 
of the orator. Valerius Messalla, named 
from his mother's family. A famous 
delator, and eager to condemn Agrippina. 
In A.D. 32 the senate tried to crush him 
with charges of treason, but Tiberius 
spared his tool. Persius called him sag» 
Messalae lippa propago, on account of his 
weak eyes. 

M. Aurelius Cotta. III. 2, 17. Son 
of the last. Consul, A.D. 20. 

Aurelius Cotta. XIII. 34. Son of 
the last. Squandered his fortune and 
received a pension from Nero, A.D. 58. 

Aurelius Pius. I. 75. A member of 
the senate, A.D. I$. 

Auzea. IV. 25. A fortified town on 
the river Audus, destroyed by Tacfarinas, 
but afterwards rebuilt, Extensive remains 
were found by Shaw among cliffs and 
forests. 


Bactria. II. 60; XI. 8. (Bokhara.) 
The region north of the Hindu Kush, 
watered by the Oxus. The land was 
fertile ; the dense population Indo-Euro- 
pean. It was conquered by Egyptians 
and Assyrians at early periods; afterwards 
by the Persians and Alexander. It re- 
volted from the Parthians under a Greek 
dynasty. Its civilisation was finally crushed 
by Tartar pressure from the north, 

Baduhenna. IV. 73. A_ goddess 
worshipped in a grove in West Friesland. 
It is olsun that her name is preserved 
by Paderborn, and that the grove is the 
modern wood Holt Pade. Perhaps the 
termination henna = Hain. 

Baiae. XI. 1; XIII. 21; XIV. 4; 
XV. $2. The principal Roman wateri 
Sea on the Bay of Naples, celebrat 
or climate and hot springs. Marius, 
Lucullus, Nero, and others, had villas 
there. 

Balbilus. See Claudius. 

Balbus. See Cornelius, 
Laelius. 

Baleares Insulae. XIII. 43. Under 
the empire included in the province His- 


Domitius, 
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ania Tarraconensis. The climate was 
delightful, and the islands fertile. 

Barea Soranus. See Servilius. 

Barium. XVI. 9. (Zari.) A fishing 
town on the Apulian coast. 

Bassus, See Annius, Caesellius, Luci- 
lius, Saleius. 

Bastarnae. II. 65. A people of north- 
western Dacia, now Hu Rhescu- 
poris of Thrace pretended fear of their 
invasion, A.D. I9. 

Batavi. II. 6,8, 11. Theancient Dutch. 
Good swimmers and cavalrymen, they 
served as auxiliaries of the German 
legions. 

Bathyllus. I. 54. Freedman of Maece- 
nas; founded the school of comic panto- 
mime ; his rival, Pylades, invented the 
tragic et 

Bauli. XIV. 4. The villa of Horten- 
sius on the north of the Bay of Naples. 
Purchased by Antonia Minor, it de- 
scended vedi de Germanicus and Agrip- 
pina Jr. to Nero, who chose it as the 
scene of his mother's murder. 

Belgae. I. 34, 43; III. 40. Gallia 
Belgica was a political division of Gaul, 
governed by an imperial Zga£ws pro 
praetore. tt extended from Lyons to 
the German Ocean, including the Low 
Countries, and part of Germany. 

Beneventum. XV. 34. (Benevento.) 
An important Samnian town on the ridge 
of the Apennines. 

Benignus. See Orfidius. 

Bibaculus. See Furius. 

C. Bibulus. III. 52. Aedile, A.D. 22. 

Bithynia. I. 74; XII. 22; XIV. 46; 
XVI. 18, 33. The populous south coast 
of the Euxine, between the Propontis and 
river Halys, united with Pontus under a 
senatorial propraetor. 

Blaesus. gee Junius, Pedius. 

Blandus. See Rubellius. 

Blitius Oatulinus. XV. 71. Deported 
for supposed treason, A.D. 65. 

Boiocalus. XIII. 55, 56. An old 
Ampsivarian chief, A.D. 58. 

Bononia, XII. $8. (Sologwa.) Etrus- 
can city in Cisalpine Gaul. Became a 
Roman colony, B.c. 189. Relieved by 
Claudius after a conflagration, A.D. 53. 

Bosporus Cimmerius. XII. 15, 63. 
The strait connecting the sea of Azov 
with the Caspian. & kingdom in- 
cluding the Crimea and part of the Cos- 
sack country, governed by Pontic princes 
under Roman protection. Important for 
its grain trade. : 

Boudicca or Boadicea. XIV. 31-37. 
Queen of the Iceni. Revolicd agninst 
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the Romans, A.D. 61. Her British host 
was conquered by Suetonius Paulinus, 
and she took poison. Dion Cassius says 
that she had a grim face, keen eye, and 
rough speech. Her golden hair flowed 
to her waist. She wore a plaid and tor- 
ques, and carried a spear in her hand. 

Bovillae. II. 41; XV. 23. A town of 
Latium, twelve miles from Rome, once 
under the protection of Alba Longa, and 
containing an altar to the genius of the 
Julian house. Here the body of Augus- 
tus rested for a night on the way to Rome. 
Tiberius built a temple to Augustus, and 
instituted games in his honour. The 
circus and the inscriptions of the Sodales 
Augustales have been found on the spot. 

Brigantes. XII. 32. A British tribe 
in Yorkshire. 

Britannia. XI. 3; XIV. 29, 30, 32, 
35, 37. (England.) Invaded by Julius 
Caesar, B.C. 56-54; some of its Celtic 
chiefs took refuge with Augustus. In 
43 A.D. Claudius invaded Britain, leav- 
ing his generals to reduce the tribes. 
Caractacus, prince of the Silures, surren- 
dered in §1; Mona was taken and Boa- 
dicea subdued in 61. After this the 
Roman province extended to the Trent 
and Mersey. 

Claudius Tiberius Germanicus 
Britannicus. XI. 4, 11, 32; XII. 2, 
25,41; XIII. 16. Son of Claudius and 
Messalina, born A.D. 41. When his 
father married Agrippina, he was kept 
in retirement, while Nero was put for- 
ward, and, on the death of Claudius in 
54, advanced to the throne. When 
Agrippina quarrelled with her son, she 
pretended to adopt the cause of Britanni- 
cus, who became an object of suspicion, 
and was poisoned at an imperial banquet 
soon after the Saturnalia (Dec. 17th) of 
54. He would have been fourteen years 
old on the ensuing 13th of February. 

Bructerl I. 51, 60; XIII. 56. A 
German tribe near Hamm in Westphalia. 
See Chamavt. 

Brundusium. I. 10; II. 30; III. 1, 
7; IV. 27. (Brindisi) The chief sea- 
port of south-eastern Italy. Antony here 
made his treaty with Augustus and Mae- 
cenas in B.C. 40, and ippina arrived 
here from the East with the ashes of Ger- 
manicus. Now the terminus of the Alex- 
andrian steamship line. 

Bruttidius Niger. III. 66. Rhetori- 
cian and historian; aedt/e in A.D. 22. 
Involved in the conspiracy of Sejanus. 
Juv. X. 83. 

Brutus. See Junius. 
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Burrus. See Afranius. 

Byzantium. II. 54; XII. 62, 63. 
(Constantinople.) Founded by Megarians, 
667 B.C. As port of the Euxine and by 
its fisheries it became prosperous. Was 
injured by the Roman wars with Thrace 
and Bosporus, and in A.D. 53 received 
remission of taxes for five years. 


Cadius Rufus. XII. 22. Proconsul 
of Bithynia. A protégé of Messalina, 
whose head appears on his coins. Agrip- 
pina had him removed in A.D. 48, and 
condemned for extortion in 49. Otho 
restored his rank in 69. 

Cadmus. XI. 14. (DID, the man of 


the East). A mythical Phoenician prince, 
who founded Boeotian Thebes, and intro- 
duced the i pod in Greece. 

Cadra. VI. 41. A prominence of the 
Taurus range in Cilicia Trachea. 

Caecilianus. VI. 7. A senator con- 
victed of false accusation in A.D. 32. 

Caecilianus. See Domitiusand Magius. 

M. Caecilius Cornutus. IV. 28. An 
ex-praetor. Falsely accused of treason in 
A.D. 24, he committed suicide. He was 
a curator locorum publicorum judican- 
dorum. 

Q. Caecilius Metellus Creticus 
Silanus. II. 4, 43. Consul, A.D. 7. 
Governor of Syria, A.D. 11. His daugh- 
ter was betrothed to the son of Germani- 
cus, and Tiberius removed him when 
Germanicus was sent to the East, lest he 
should be too friendly. 

L. Caecilius Metellus. III. 71. Won 
the victory of Panormus in the first Punic 
war, and lost his sight while saving 
the image of Minerva from a burning 
temple. He was fontifex maximus for 
many years, and strictly preserved the 
discipline of the priesthood. 

C. Caecina Largus. XI. 33. (An 
abbreviation for e? was formerly read as 
P. before his name.) A friend of Clau- 
dius, who made him consul for the whole 
year, 42 A.D. 

A. Caecina Severus. I. 31, 37, 48, 56, 
64, 65, 66, 72; II. 6; III. 18, 33. Consul 
suffectus, B.C. 9; propraetor of Moesia, 
A.D. 6; propraetor of Lower Germany 
in 14 and 15, earning triumphal honours 
under Germanicus. Built the North Sea 
Fleet in 16; active in the senate, 20 and 
21. 

Caecina Tuscus. XIII. 20. Son of 
Nero's nurse. He thought of making 
him prefect of praetorians, A.D. 55. 
Afterwards made him prefect of Egypt, 
and banished him on a trifling occasion. 
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Caedicia. XV. 71. Wife of Scaevipus. 
Banished after his execution. 

Caeles Vibenna. IV. 65. An Etrus- 
can immigrant who gave his name to the 
Caelian Hill. Etruscans said that he was 
the patron of Mastarna, afterwards Ser- 
vius Tullius. 

Caelius Mons. IV. 64, 65. The south- 
eastern hill of Rome, in the second region 
of the city. 

Caelius Cursor. III. 37. Punished 
for malicious prosecution, A.D. 31. 

Caelius Pollo. XII. 45. <A pracfec- 
tus castrorum, bribed to treason by Rada- 
mistus in A.D. 51. Nero cashiered him 
in 54. 

C. Caelius Rufus. II. 41. 
ordinarius, A.D. 17. 

Caepio Crispinus. I. 74. <A guaestor 
who impeached his superior, Governor 
of Bithynia, for treason. 

Caius Caesar. I. 3; II. 4, 42; III. 
48; IV. 1, 40; VI. 51. Son of Agrippa 
and Julia, born B.C. 20. Adopted by 
his grandfather Augustus, whom he ac- 
companied against the Sigambri. At the 
age of fifteen he was created princeps ju- 
ventutis, and destined consul for the fifth 
year afterwards. He spent his consul- 
ship, A.D. I, in Asia, where he had an 
interview with Phraates IV. of Parthia, 
and induced him to resign his claims on 
Armenia. On going to occupy the 
country, he was wounded by an arrow 
in besieging the town Artagera, and died 
ofthe wound. His physicians were ac- 
cused of malpractice at the instigation of 
Livia. He married Livilla, daughter of 
Drusus Sr., but left no children. 

Lucius Caesar. I. 3, 53; III. 23; 
VI. 51. Brother of the last. Assumed 
foga virilis in B.C. 2, when he was made 
princeps juventutis and destined consul 
for A.D. 3. Died at Marseilles, A.D. 2, 
being poisoned, as was said, by Livia's 
orders. He had been betrothed to 
Aemilia Lepida. 

C. Caesar Caligula. I. 32, 41, 69; 
V. 15; VI. 3, 9, 20, 45; XII. 22; XV. 
72. Son of Germanicus and Agrippina, 
born A.D. 12, and soon carried to the 
camp on the Rhine. His mother dressed 
the boy as a common soldier to acquire 
popularity, and he was nicknamed Ca/s- 

«a or ‘* Little Boots." He accompanied 

is father to the East. After his death 
and his mother’s banishment, he lived 
successively with his grandmothers Livia 
and Antonia. Sejanus failed to destroy 
him with his brothers. Tiberius sum- 
moned him to Capreae in 32, and married 


Consul 
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him to Claudia, daughter of Silanus. 
After her death Caligula formed a cri- 
minal connection with Ennia, wife of 
Macro, the prefect of the praetorians, and 
formed a plot which secured his (Cali- 
gula's) succession to the throne at the 
death of Tiberius in 37. The four years of 
his reign were related in the lost books 
of the Annals, VII.to X. His cruelty, lust, 
and conceit amounted to insanity. He 
was despatched by Cassius Chaerea and 
some praetorian soldiers, Jan. 24th, 41. 

Caesellius Bassus. XVI. 1, 3. A 
half-witted Carthaginian egues. 

Caesennius Maximus. XV. 71. A 
friend of Seneca, of consular rank, ban- 
ished by Nero. Mentioned by Seneca 
(Ep. 87, 2), and by Martial (VII. 44, 45). 

L. Caesennius Paetus. XIV. 29; 
XV. 6, 10, I1, 14, 17, 25, 28 Consul 
ordinarius, A.D. 61. Served under Cor- 
bulo in Armenia in 62. By disobedience 
and foolhardiness he lost an army, and 
the town Arsamosata, and was recalled 
in disgrace. He was governor of Syria 
under Vespasian. 

Caesia Silva. I. 50. The Hasern- 
wald, near Essen in Düsseldorf. See 
Latham, Germania, Epilegomena LXIX. 

Caesianus. See Apronius. 

Caesius Cordus. III. 38, 70. Con- 
demned in A.D. 22 for peculation in his 
administration of the province of Crete 
and Cyrene. 

Caesius Nasica. XII. 40. Legatus 
legionis in Britain, A.D. 50. 

O. Caetronius. I. 44. Legatus legionis 
on the Rhine, A.D. I4. 

Calabria. III. 1; XII. 65. The heel 
of Italy, occupied by graziers, who drove 
the cattle to the Lucanian mountains in 
summer. The name is now applied to 
the toe. 

Calavius Sabinus. XV. 7. Legatus 
legionis in Syria, A.D. 62, 

Calenus. See Julius. 

Cales. VI. 15. (Cajvi.) A municipium 
in Northern Campania. 

Caligula. See C. Caesar. 

Callistus. XI. 29, 38; XII. 1r. (K4A- 


-Meros.) A favourite freedman of Caligula, 


under whom he accumulated a fortune, 
but afterwards conspired for his murder. 
He continued in favour with Claudius ; 
was too timid to attack Messalina, but 
after her fall advocated Lollia Paulina for 
empress. 

Calpurnia, XII. 22; XIV. 12. A 
beautiful noblewoman banished by Agrip- 
pina through jealousy, A.D. 49. ero 
recalled her in 59. 
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Calpurnia, XI. 30. Concubine of 
the Emperor Claudius. 

Calpurnius. I. 39. <Agsilifer of the 
first legion in Gaul, A.D. I4. 

Calpurnius Fabatus. XVI. 8. An 
eques, accused in A.D. 65 as accomplice 
of L. Junius Silanus. He esca by 
delayingproceedings. His grand-daughter 
married Pliny Jr., whose letters to his 
prosocer arc extant. His municipal and 
military offices are recorded by an inscrip- 
tion found at Como, his native town. 

Calpurnius Salvianus. IV. 36. A 
rich Cordovan, banished for falsely accus- 
ing a countryman in A.D. 25. 

C. Calpurnius Piso. XIV. 65; XV. 
48-59. A nobleman of liberal disposition 
and attractive manners, but dissolute 
habits and weak character. Caligula 
took his wife from him on his wedding- 
day, and banished him. Claudius recalled 
him, and gave him a suffect consulship. 
In 62 he refuted a false accusation of 
conspiracy against Nero, but the terror 
which the danger inspired induced him 
to head a real one, which was discovered 
in 65. Piso showed little manliness, and 
committed suicide. 

Cn. Calpurnius Piso. II. 43. A 
nobleman who fought in the republican 
armies against Julius Caesar at Thapsus, 
and Augustus at Philippi. Augustus 
pardoned him and made him consul, 
though he had proudly retired from public 
life. 

Cn. Calpurnius Piso. I. 13, 74, 79 ; 
II. 35, 43, 55, 57, 69, 75, 80; III. 1o, 
I2, 14, 17; VI. 26. Son of the last ; 
consul, B.C. 7, and afterwards governor 
in Spain. Distinguished himself in the 
senate by boldness and plain speech at 
the accession of Tiberius, who afterwards 
sent him to the East as a check on Ger- 
manicus. The quarrels that ensued 
between the ambitious noble and the 
young prince embittered the last days of 
Germanicus and hastened his death, which 
was even ascribed by friends to poison 
administered by Piso, who showed un- 
seemly joy at the event, and endeavoured 
to hold command of the East by force. 
The Zgati of Germanicus expelled him, 
and he was forced to stand trial before 
the senate for misgovernment and treason. 
Feeling was so strong against him that 
Tiberius dared not protect him, and Piso 
anticipated execution by suicide, A. D. 20. 

Cn. Calpurnius Piso Jr. III. 17; 
IV. 62. Sonof the last ; commanded by 
the senate to change his ill-omened 
praenomen to Lucius after his father's 
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death. Consul, A. D. 27; pracfectus urbt, 
34; proconsul of Africa, 39. He out- 
lived every person who had been a mem- 
ber of the senate during his consulship. 

L. Calpurnius Piso. II. 32, 34; III. 
IJ, 68; IV. 21. Consul RC. I. A 
brother of Cn. Piso the elder, he displayed 
the same haughty Ts by a speech 

inst informers in the senate, A.D. 16. 
Shortly after he insulted Livia by pursuing 
into the palace her friend Urgulania, whom 
he had summoned to court, and in 20 
defended his brother when on trial. 
Tiberius waited for several years before 
he allowed Granius to accuse him of 
treason. Piso committed suicide. 

L. Calpurnius Piso Caesoninus. VI. 
IO. Caesar's father-in-law, attacked by 
Cicero in Pisonem. Censor, B.C. 50. 
His son of the same name was born B.c. 
48. Consul, 15, then governor of Pam- 
pre: Won triumphal honours in 

e, B.C. II. He had a hard head 
for business and for drinking. Tiberius 
tested him and Pomponius Fisccus bya 
carouse of two days and nights, and 
afterwards appointed him praefectus urbi, 
relying upon his fidelity and secrecy in 
the most delicate matters. He held the 
office until his death in A.D. 32, and 
received a censorial funeral. 

L. Calpurnius Piso. IV. 49. Became 
odious, as governor of Hispania Citerior, 
by pecuniary exactions, and was murdered 
by a peasant, A.D. 25. Perhaps son of 
the last, and the elder of the brothers to 
whom Horace addressed the Ars Poetica. 

L. Calpurnius Piso. XIII. 28, 31; 
XV. 18. Son of Cn. Piso Jr. ; consul, 
A.D. $7, and appointed commissioner on 
finance in 63. When proconsul of Africa 
in 70 he was put to death for conspiracy 
against Vespasian. 

M. Calpurnius Piso. II. 76, 78 ; III. 
I6-18. Son of Cn. Piso Sr. Dissuaded 
his father from violent action after the 
death of Germanicus, but assisted him 
against his own judgment. He was 
banished for ten years, without loss of 
fortune or rank. 

Calvina. See Junia. 

Calvisius. XIII. 19, 21, 22; XIV. 
I2. A fellow client of Iturius, whose 
fate he shared. 

C. Calvisius Sabinus. IV. 46; VI. 
9. Consul, A.D. 26, and afterwards in 
danger as a friend of Sejanus in 32. 
Legatus of T. Vinius in Pannonia, under 
Caligula, he was endangered by his wife's 
wantonness. They were recalled to Rome, 
and committed suicide.

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Calusidius. I. 35, 43. A mutinous 
soldier in the army of the lower Rhine, 
A.D. I4. 

Camerium. XI. 24. Stood, accord- 
ing to Sir Wiliam Gell, on Monte 
Gennaro, twenty miles N.E. of Rome. 
Destroyed B.C. 502 for aiding the Tar- 
quins. Tacitus says that the Coruncanii 
originated there. 

Camillus. See Furius. 

Campania. III. 31, 47; IV. 57, 67; 
XIII. 26; XV. 46, 51; XVI. 13. The 
lowlands between the Apennines and the 
Tyrrhenian Sea, south of the Liris or 
Mons Massicus. Its early settlement by 
the Greeks had studded it with beautiful 
cities, and its delightful climate recom- 
mended it as the pleasure ground of its 
Roman masters. 

Camulodunum. XII. 32; XIV. 31. 
(Colchester.) A town of the Trinobantes, 
on the Essex coast, named from Camulus, 
the British war-god. Cymbeline (Cuno- 
belinus) rei here in the time of 
Tiberius. Ostorius colonised it in A.D. 
49 with veterans of the sixth (victrix, pia, 
fidelis) legion. Hence called Colonia 
Victricensis. Destroyed by Boadicea in 
61. Camden placed Camulodunum at 
Maldon, deriving the name from (Ca)ma- 
lodon ; but Colchester is fifty miles from 
London (agreeing with the fifty-four 
Roman miles of the Antonine Itinerary), 
while Maldon stands fifteen miles 
nearer. Colchester has more Roman 

. remains than any place in England, its 
castle, abbey, and many old houses being 
half built of Roman bricks. Coins of 
Cymbeline, bearing the names Cwsob. 
and Camuzulo, are frequently found in the 
vicinity. See P. Morant's Hist. of Col- 
chester, 

L. Caninius Gallus. VI.12. Zrisum- 
vir monetalis, B.C. 18; consul suffectus, 
B.C. 2; and arval priest. In A.D. 32 the 
old priest urged the adoption of a newly- 
discovered Sibylline book, but was reproved 
by Tiberius. 

Caninius Rebilus. XIII. 3o. A dis- 
tinguished noble, jurist, and consular, who 
ruined himself by debauchery, and com- 
mitted suicide, A. D. 56. 

Canninefates. IV. 73; XI. 18. 
Batavians from the district of Delft and 
Rotterdam. Conquered by Tiberius in 
the reign of Augustus, they served as 
horsemen in the Roman armies. 

Canopus. If. 60. <A wealthy and 
profligate seaport of t, fifteen miles 

. of Alexandria, near the Heracleotic 
mouth of the Nile. 


Capito. See Ateius, Cossutianus, Fon- 
teius, Insteius, Lucilius, Valerius, Ver- 


ius. 

Cappadocia. II. 42, 56, 60; XII. 
49; XIII. 8; XIV. 26; XV. 12. (Eastern 
Caramania, with portions of Afadash and 
Stva.) A large country in the interior of 
Asia Minor, with an Aramaic population. 
In A.D. 17 its last king died, and it 
became an imperial province under a 

rocurator, with several cohorts. It 
rdered on Armenia, and was involved 
in its affairs. 

Capreae. IV. 67 ; VI. 2-10. (Cafri.) 
An island twelve miles in circumference, 
three miles W. of the promontory of 
Sorrento. Itissurrounded by inaccessible 
limestone cliffs, but the soil is good ; the 
climate and prospectdelightfuL Augustus 
purchased it of the city of Naples as a 
summer resort, and Tiberius buried him- 
self in its recesses. His twelve villas were 
destroyed after his death by order of 
the senate, but the ruins remain. The 
sculptures and medals found there confirm 
the testimony of ancient writers to the 
habits of Tiberius. 

Capua. IV. 57; XIII. 31. (Santa 
Maria di Capoua.) The a of the 
fertile Campanian plain. It lost its 
freedom by supporting Hannibal, and its 
territory became ager publicus, on which 
Caesar settled 20,000 poor Romans in 
B.C. 59. Augustus and Nero settled 
veterans there, and Tiberius erected a 
temple to Jupiter, called the Capitol of 
Capua. 

Caractacus. X TI. 33, 36, 37. (Caradoc.) 
Prince of the Iceni, son of Cymbeline. 
Lost his brother Togodumus in A.D. 43 
while resisting the Roman invasion. 
Defeated at the head of the Silures in the. 
mountains of North Wales, he was 
surrendered by the queen of the Brigantes, 
to whom he fled for refuge, and sent to 
Rome with his family. Claudius was 
touched by his heroism, and set him free. 

Carbo. See Papirius. 

Carenes. XII. r3. Satrap of Meso- 
potamia ; supported Meherdates in A.D. 
49. 

Carinas Oeler. XIII. ro. A senator. 

Carinas Secundus. XV. 45. AStoic 
philosopher, employed by Nero to plunder 
Greek temples, A.D. 64. Caligula had 
banished a Carinas Secundus for philo- 
sophic bluster. 

Carmanii. VI. 36. An Iranian people 
in the arid district of modern Aermaz 
and Laristan on the Persian Gulf. 

Carsidius Sacerdos. IV. 13; VI. 48. 
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Acquitted in A.D. 23 of the charge of 
selling provisions to Tacfarinas ; practor 
urbanus in 27 ; deported as an accomplice 
of Albucilla in 37. 

Carthago. XVI. 1. Founded by the 
Phoenicians in the 9th century B.C. ; re- 
colonised by Julius Caesar and Augustus. 

Cartimandua. XII. 36, 40. Queen 
of the Brigantes, who surrendered Car- 
actacus to the Romans. Deserting her 
husband for his armour-bearer, she lost 
her throne in A.D. 69, though the Romans 
saved her life. 

Casperius. XII. 45; XV. 5. Acen- 
turion who bravely defended an Armenian 
fortress against Radamistus, A.D. 5I. 
"RAD of Corbulo to Vologeses in 

2. 

Cassius. I. 73. A pantomime of bad 
character. 

Cassius, XV. 66. A strong praetorian 
guardsman. 

Cassius Asclepiodotus. XVI. 33. A 
nobleman of Nicaea in Bithynia, deported 
as a friend of Bareas Soranus in A.D. 66. 
Pardoned by Galba in 69. 

C. Cassius Chaerea. I. 32. A cen- 
turion of the Rhine legions, who saved 
his life by his bravery in A.D. I4. In A.D. 
41, as tribune of a praetorian cohort, he 
killed the emperor Caligula, who had 
insulted him. 

O. Cassius Longinus. I. 2, 10; II. 
43; III. 76; IV. 34; XVI. 7. Dis- 
tinguished for his coolness in the Parthian 
expedition of Crassus. Under Pompey 
he commanded a fleet, and surrendered 
it to Caesar after Pharsalia. Though 
treated with great consideration, he be- 


came the ringleader in the assassination 
of Caesar. e was present at Philippi 
with legions he had collected in the East. 


Being defeated by Antony, he ordered a 
slave to kill him. Brutus lamented his 
friend as '* last of the Romans." 

O. Cassius Longinus. XII. 11, 12; 
XIII. 41, 48; XIV. 43; XV. 52; XVI. 
7, 9, 22. Descendant of the last. Consul 
suffectus, A.D. 30; governor of Syria, 49 
to St; distinguished for his justice and 
severity. He was the greatest lawyer 
of his day, and maintained conservative 
ideas in the senate, Appointed in 58 to 
quell an insurrection at Puteoli, he failed 
by over-severity. Nero banished him in 
65 for preserving an image of his ancestor, 
the tyrannicide. "Though old and blind, 
he lived long enough to be recalled by 
Vespasian. 

L. Cassius Longinus. VI. 15, 4$. 
Brother of the last ; consul ordinarius of 
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the same year (A.D. 30). Married Dru- 
silla, sister of Caligula, in 33. Caligula, 
on coming to the throne, took her from 
him, and sent him to be proconsul of 
Asia.  Fearing an oracle, which bade 
him ** beware of Cassius," he ordered his 
brother-in-law to be sent home in chains, 
but was killed by Cassius Chaerea before 
he arrived. 

Cassius Severus. I. 72; IV. 21. A 
distinguished orator under Augustus, who 
made himself odious by bitter libels and 
reckless accusations. He was banished 
to Crete in A.D. 8, but in 24 had made 
new enemies there, and was confined on 
the rock of Seriphus, where he died nine 
years later. 

Catonius Justus. I. 29. Centurio 
primipilus in Pannonia, A.D. 14.  Prae- 
fectus. praetorio under Claudius, he was 
executed by Messalina, A.D. 43. 

Catualda. II. 62. Chief of the Go- 
tones, revolted against Maroboduus, A. D. 
22. 

Catulinus. See Blitius. 

Caudium. XV. 13. A Samnian town 
between Beneventum and Capua. 

Cecropa. Xl. 14. First king and civil- 
izer of Athens, B.C. 1556 (?). 
et Celendris. II. 80. (Ki/indria.) Sea- 
port town of Cilicia Trachea. 

Celer. See Carinas, Domitius, Egna- 
tius, Propertius. 

Celer. XV. 42. Architect of Nero's 
* Golden House."  Undertook to en- 

ineer a canal from Avernus to Ostia, 
ut did not succeed. 

P.Celer. XIII. 1, 33. Equestrian pro- 
curator of Claudius and Nero in Asia 
Minor, employed by Agrippina in A.D. 
54 xd gon M. Junius Silanus. Bei 
accused of peculation in 57, Nero coul 
not decently acquit him, but reserved 
judgment, üntil he died of old age. 

Celsus. VI. 9. See Julius Celsus. 

Celsus. VI. 14. An egues, executed 
as accomplice of Sejanus, A.D. 32. 

Cenchreus. rit 61. A river near 
Ephesus. See note. 

Cercin&. I. 53; IV. 13. A rocky 
island off the lesser Syrtis. The group 
is still called Kerkini. 

Ceres. Il. 49; XV. 44, 53, 74- 
Creatress and earth.goddess. Her first 
temple at Rome, built B.C. 498, was 
burned in B.C. 31, and re-erected by Ti- 
berius, A.D. 17. It stood near the Circus 
Maximus, where Ludi Cereales were 
celebrated, April 12th to 19th, inclusive. 

Cerialis. See Anicius, Petilius. 

Certus. See Quintius. 
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Cervarius Proculus. XV. 50, 66, 71. 
An egues engaged in Piso’s conspiracy, 
who turned state's evidence. 

O. Cestius Gallus. III. 36; VI. 7, 
31. A prudent senator, compelled to 
undertake a couple of accusations in A. D. 
32. Consul in 35. 

C. Cestius Gallus. XV. 25. Son of 
the last ; consul, A. D. 42; appointed to the 
civil government of Syria in 63. In 66, 
when the rebellion of the Jews broke out 
against their procurator, Gessius Florus, 
Gallus marched to Jerusalem, encom- 
passed it with his army, and had it com- 
pletely in his power, when, for some 
unexplained reason, he drew off his forces, 
giving to the city an opportunity to pre- 
pare for the siege, and to the Christians 
time to fly to the mountains. He died 
soon after, before he could be superseded 
by Vespasian. 

Oestius Proculus. XIII. 3o. Prae- 
torian proconsul of Crete and Cyrene. 
Acquitted of extortion, A.D. 56. 

Cethegus. See Cornelius. 

Chalcedon. XII. 63. Founded by the 
Megarians on the Asiatic coast of the 
Thracian Bosporus. Subsequently over- 
shadowed by Byzantium, it continued to 
exist until destroyed by the Turks. 

Chaldaei. II. 27; III. 22; VI. 20; 
XII. 22, 52, 68; XIV. 9; XVI. 14. The 
Babylonians, famous for their astronomi- 
cal observations, dating from B.C. 2100. 
Under the Romans, the name was applied 
to astrologers and magicians. 

Chamavi XIII. 55. A Westphalian 
tribe of Germans, near Hamm, which 
bears their name. They had driven the 
Bructeri from the vicinity before Tacitus 
wrote his Germania (8 33). They came 
from Friesland. 

Charicles. VI. 50. Court physician of 
Tiberius, whose death he predicted. 
Quoted by Galen as a medical authority. 

Chariovalda. II. r1. Commander of 
the Batavians, under Germanicus. 

Chatti. I. 55; II. 7, 25, 41, 88; XII. 
27; XIII. 57. A tribe in Nassau and 
Hesse, to which they gave their name, 
Defeated by the elder Drusus and Ger- 
manicus, they were strong enough to 
afford another victory to Pompetus in 
A.D. 50. In 58 they contended with the 
re saat for the salt springs of the 
Chaucil. I. 38, 60; II. 17, 24; XI. 
18,19; XIII. 55. A tribe on the North 
Sea, between the Ems and Elbe, divided 
by the Weser into the Eastern or greater, 
and Western or lesser, Chauci. Tiberius 
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conquered them, and they were faithful 
allies of Germanicus. Revolted in 47, 
and were never again subdued. They 
infested the Gallic coast with pirate craft, 
and, as the ZZo£ings, joined in the Frank 
confederacy. 

Cherusci. (Die Herrscher = the 
rulers?). I. 56, 59, 64; II. 4, 17, 26; 
XI. 16; XII. 28; XIII. 56. The most 
celebrated of German tribes, situated be- 
tween the Weser and Elbe, north of the 
Hartz mountains. They defeated Varus 
in A.D. 9; were defeated, but not sub- 
dued, by Germanicus, 14-16. In 47 they 
appealed to Claudius to appoint them a 
king. By pride and indolence they sub- 
sequently lost their power, and were 
defeated by the Chatti. In later times 
they appear as Saxons, and invaded Eng- 
land under Hengist. When Charlemagne 
attacked Saxony in the eighth century, 
he destroyed the Irminsül (Hermann's 
pillar), which commemorated . their na- 
tional hero. 

Cibyra. IV. 13. A commercial city of 
Southern Phrygia ; injured by an earth- 
quake, A.D. 23, and granted a remission 
of taxes for three years. Its remains are 
found near the village of Horzoom. 

Cilicia, II. 42, 58, 68, 80; III. 48; 
VI. 31; XII. 55; XIII. 8; XVI. 21. 
The southern coast of Asia Minor between 
parallel 32 and Mt. Amanus. The western 

t was called Cilicia Trachea (Aspera), 

om its mountains ; the eastern part was | 
a beautiful plain watered by the Cydnus 
and Pyramus. Cilicia was an imperial 
province, governed by a propraetor ; but 
Cilicia Trachea remained under Archelaus 
of Cappadocia until A.D. 17, and then 
had local chieftains. The population 
was Aramaic ; the cities, Greek. 

Cilo. See Junius. 

Cilnius. See Maecenas. 

Cingonius Varro. XIV. 45. A sena- 
tor, mentioned in A.D. 61. Executed by 
Galba in 69 for composing a seditious 
oration for Nymphidius Sabinus. 

Cinithii, 1I. 52. A Gaetulian tribe 
near the lesser Syrtis. 

Cinna. See Cornelius. 

Cirta. III. 74. (Constastine.) Chief 
city of Numidia. 

Clanis. I. 79. (Chiana.) A confluent 
of the Tiber. It was proposed to turn 
it into the Arno to prevent inundations. 
This has been done in modern times, as 
the watershed is very slight on either 
side. 

Clarus. II. 54; XII. 22. Àn Ionian 
town near Colophon, famous for its oracle. 
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Its priests were taken from certain second- 
sighted Milesian families, and inspired 
by draughts from a mysterious fountain. 
Strabo says they were short lived, and 
Tertullian calls it sca£urzgo daemonica. 

Classicianus. See Julius. 

Claudia Pulchra. IV. 52, 66. Daugh- 
ter of the elder Marcella ; grand-daughter 
of Octavia ; second cousin and intimate 
friend of Agrippina. On this account 
Sejanus procured her accusation and 
ruin in 26 A.D., in spite of Agrippina's 
entreaties. 

Claudia Quinta. IV. 64. When the 
' statue of Cybele was brought from Pes- 
sinus to Rome in B.C. 204, the vessel 
which bore it was stranded in the Tiber, 
and could not be towed up-stream. 
Claudia, who had been accused of un- 
chastity, accepted this ordeal to prove 
her innocence. She grasped the towing- 
rope, and without aid drew the ship to 
the city. She was honoured by a statue 
in the temple of Cybele. 

Claudia Silana. VI. 20, 45. Married 
to Caligula in A.D. 33 (Dio Cassius says 
35), and died in childbed before 37. 

TL Claudius Balbilus. XIII. 22. 
Appointed prefect by Nero at Agrip- 
pina's request, A.D. 55, he reached Alex- 
andria by a six days' voyage from Mes- 
sina, the best time on ancient record. 

Claudius Demianus. XVI. 1o. Joined 
in the accusation of L. Vetus, who had 
imprisoned him for his crimes in Asia 
Minor two years before (A.D. 63). 

Claudius Drusus Caesar. Son of 
Drusus Sr. and Antonia Jr., born B.C. 
Io. He was weakly in childhood, and 
grew up with a want of common sense 
and an inaptitude for business, which 
caused him to be despised and disregarded, 
even in his own family. He was not 
without literary ability. Augustus was 
surprised that a youth who could not 
talk sensibly could declaim with elegance ; 
he spoke Greek, studied under T. Livius, 
and wrote histories of Etruria and Car- 
thage. He spent his life with low flat- 
terers and freedmen. He divorced his 
first two wives (Plautia Urgulanilla and 
Aelia Paetina), and was married to the 
beautiful and profligate Valeria Messa- 
lina. When his nephew Caligula was 
murdered, A.D. 41, Claudius hid in a 
corner of the palace, but was seized by 
the praetorian guards, dragged off to their 
camp, and declared emperor against his 
wil. His reign was marked by good 
intention and utter weakness. His freed- 
men, Pallas and Narcissus, abused their 
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influence with him, but he was chiefly 
disgraced by his wife Messalina. After 
her execution in 41, Pallas forced him to 
marry his niece, Agrippina Jr. She soon 
established her power completely, oblig- 
ing him to adopt her son Nero, to the 

rejudice of his own child Britannicus, 

e afterwards repented the step, but she 
poisoned him before he could take action, 
A. D. 

M. Claudius Marcellus. I. 5; II. 41; 
III. 64; VI. 51. Son of Octavia; born 
B.C. 43. A favourite with his uncle 
Augustus, at whose side he rode in the 
triumph of 29. In 24 he married his 
cousin Julia, and was admitted to the 
senate; in 24 was curule aedile. In 23 
Augustus, during an illness, handed his 
signet to Agrippa, the only man of suffi- 
cient power and position to inherit the 
half-formed empire. Marcellus, who 
considered himself heir-apparent, was 
angry and jealous. Upon de emperor's 
recovery, Agrippa, with remarkable 
loyalty and self-control, retired from 
Rome, but was recalled within the year 
by the death of his young rival. Augus- 
tus pronounced his nephew's eulogy, and 
built the Theatrum Marcelli in his mem- 
ory. Vergil’s famous verses (Aen. VI. 
861-887) were composed in 22. 

M. Claudius Marcellus Aeserninus. 
III. 11; XI. 6. Son of the consul of 
B.C. 22, by a daughter of Asinius Pollio, 
whose eloquence he inherited. He was 
a leading advocate during the later days 
of Augustus, and was consul suffectus 
under Tiberius. 

Ti. Claudius Nero. I. 10; V.1; VI. 
$1. Quaestor and admiral under Julius 
Caesar, he sided with the conspirators 
after his death. Defended Perusia with 
L. Antony, and at its fall in 40 B.c. fled 
to Sex. Pompey and M. Antony On 
the reconciliation of the latter, Nero 
returned to Rome, and soon after (38) 
surrendered his wife Livia to Augustus, 
who had fallen in love with her. Nero 
seemed to acquiesce, and was present 
at the wedding feast. Died in 33. 

Tl Claudius Nero Drusus Ger- 

manicus. See Nero. 
. Claudius Senecio. XIII. 12; XV. 
50, 56, 70. A freedman's son, Nero's 
boon companion. In A.D. 65 an unac- 
knowledged coolness arose between them. 
Senecio joined Piso's conspiracy. He 
turned state's evidence, but at the last 
died with composure. 

Clausus. See Attus. 

Clemens Julius. See Julius. 
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Clemens. II. 39, sg. A slave of 
Agrippa Postumus. He made a plot to 
rescue his master from Planasia, but, 
finding him dead, assumed his character 
and excited a rebellion, He was caught 
and executed, A.D. 16. 

Cleonicus. XV. 45. Seneca’s freed- 
man. 

Cleopatra. XI. 30. A concubine of 
the Emperor Claudius. 

Clitae. Vl. 41; XII. 55. A hill tribe 
of Cilicia Trachea. They revolted in A.D. 

6 and 52, when their governors tried to 
introduce the machinery of a Roman 
province. 

P. Clodius Pulcher. XI. 7. Cicero's 
enemy, killed by Milo, B.C. 52. He was 
an able orator, and sold his services, or 
collusion, freely. 

Olodius Quirinalis, XIII. 30. Com- 
mander of the imperial oarsmen at 
Ravenna; condemned in A.D. 56 for 
cruelty and extortion. 

Cluvidienus Quietus. XV.71. Sup- 
posed accomplice of Piso. 

M. Cluvius Rufus. XIII. 20; XIV. 
2. Served under Galba ; was consul A.D. 
45 ; governor of Spain under Galba and 

itellius. He composed a history of 
his own time, twice quoted by Tacitus. 

M. Cocoeius Nerva. IV. 58; VI. 
26. Consul, A.D. 22; curator aquarum 
publicarum, 24-33. A jurist of the school 
of Antistius Labeo, and a legal author ; 
mentioned in the Digest. The intimate 
of Tiberius, he was the only senator 
admitted to the privacy of Capreae. In 
33 he starved himself to death, weary of 
the service of such a master. 

M. Coccelus Nerva. XV. 72. Grand- 
son of the last ; granted triumphal honours 
by Nero, A.D. 65. Emperor of Rome, 
96-98 A.D. 

Coeletae. III. 38. A Thracian tribe 
in modern Roumelia. 

Coeranus. XIV. $59. Etruscan philo- 
sopher, quoted as an authority on meteor- 
ology by Pliny Sr. 

Coeus. XII. 61. <A Titan. Begat 
Leto or Latona by his sister Phoebe. 

Colchi. VI. 34. A barbarous tribe 
on the east coast of the Euxine, connected 
by tradition with the voyage of the 
Argonauts. 

Colophon. II. 54. A flourishing sea- 
port of Ionia. 

O. Cominius. IV. 31. A Roman 
eques, pardoned for lampooning Tiberius, 
at the request of his brother, a senator, 
A.D. 24. 

Commagent II. 42, 56; XV. 12. A 
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tribe (mentioned in the inscriptions of 
Tiglath Pileser L, B.C. 1130) between 
the GE Minto and Cappadocian moun- 
tains. Their capital, Samosata (Sumeisat), 
was an important city. They were 
governed by a line of Antiochi, descended 

om the kings of Syria; put under a 
prune from A.D. 17 to 38 ; governed 

y the fourth and last Antiochus until 72, 
when Vespasian established them as a 
Roman province. 

Concordia. II. 32. When the patri- 
cians and plebeians settled their contro- 
versies by the Licinian laws in 367 B.c., 
Camillus dedicated a temple to Concord 
at the foot of the Capitol. Tiberius 
restored it. The substructions still exist. 

Consus. XII. 24. God of secret 
counsel and horses. His subterranean 
altar in the Circus Maximus at the 
south corner of the Palatine was uncovered 
each year on August Ist. Sacrifices were 
offered, and horses had a holiday. 

Considius Aequus. III. 37. Anegwes, 
punished for malicious prosecution, A.D. 
21. 

Considius Proculus. VI. 18. Exe- 
cuted for treason, A.D. 33. 

Corbulo. See Domitius. 

Corcyra. III. 1. (Cozfw.) An island 
on the Epirote coast, 100 miles from 
Brundusium. 

Cordus. See Caesius, Cremutius, Julius. 

Corinthus. V. 10. (Gortho.) Capital 
of Achaia. Colonised by Julius Caesar in 
B.C. 46, 100 years after its overthrow by 
Mummius. 

Corma. XII. 14. An unknown river 
of Assyria. 

Cornelia. IV. 16. 
A.D. 23. 

Cornelia Coesa. XV. 22. 
vestal, A.D. 62. 

Cornelius. VI. 29, sg. A delator who 
ruined Mam. Aemilius Scaurus in A.D. 
34. He and his accomplice Servilius 
were afterwards deported for blackmailing 
Varius Ligur. 

L. Cornelius Balbus Sr. and Jr. 
III. 72; XI. 24; XII. 60. The elder 
was a native of Gades; naturalised at 
Rome by special Act, B.C. 72; the follower 
of Pompey, Caesar, aud Augustus, choos- 
ing the winning side with great saracily. 
The first foreigner who obtained a consul- 
ship (B.c. 40). Balbus Jr., his nephew, 
served under Julius and Augustus. Like 
his uncle, was a correspondent of Cicero, 
Conquered the Garamanies, and was the 
first foreigner to enjoy à triumph, Bc. 19 
Built a theatre with four onyx pil»

Serv. Cornelius Cethegus. IV. 17. 
Consul, A.D. 24. 

Cornelius Cethegus Labeo. IV. 73. 
Legatus of the fifth legion in Friesland, 
A.D. 28. 

L. Cornelius Cinna. I. 1. Successor 
of Marius in control of the popular party. 
He governed Rome by successive illegal 
consulships from 87 to 84 B.C., when he 
fell in a mutiny. 

P. Cornelius Dolabella. III. 47, 69; 
IV. 23, 26, 66; XI. 22. Grandson of 
Cicero’s son-in-law. Consul, A.D. 10; 
governor of Dalmatia, 14; proconsul of 
Africa, 24. He defeated and killed Tac- 
farinas, but was refused triumphal honours 
by Tiberius for personal reasons. Carried 
a decree of the senate in 47, requiring 
guaestors to exhibit games at their own 
expense. 

Cornelius Flaccus. XIII. 39. Ze- 
gatus legionis of Corbulo in Armenia, A.D. 


: Cn. Cornelius Lentulus Gaetulicus, 
IV. 42, 46; VI. 30. A younger son of 
Lentulus Cossus, from whose exploits in 
Gaetulia the son derived his name. Consul 
A.D. 26, and for ten years commander of 
the legions on the upper Rhine. Married 
the daughter of Apronius Caesianus, and 
betrothed his own daughter to the son of 
Sejanus. When Sejanus fell in 34, Ti- 
berius did not venture to attack the 
German commander, but Caligula had 
him executed in 39. 

Cossus Cornelius Lentulus. IV. 34. 
Elder brother of thelast. Consul, A.D. 25. 

Coesus Cornelius Lentulus. XIV. 
20. Son ofthe last. Consul, A.D. 60. 

Cn. Cornelius Lentulus. I. 27 ; II. 
32; III. 68; IV. 29, 44. Obtained 
triumphal honours, B.C. 25, for defeating 
the Dacian king, Cotiso. Consul, B.c. 18. 
Sent as counsellor of Drusus Jr. to the 
Pannonian legions, A.D. I4. In A.D. 24 
Vibius Serenus accused him of treason ; 
but the old man only laughed, and Ti- 
berius said that if Lentulus hated him 
he considered himself worthy of death. 
Died A.D. 25. He made a large fortune, 
and used it well. 

Cn. Cornelius Lentulus. III. 59. 
Consul, B.C. 14. Augustus found him 
poor, proud, and stupid ; drew him from 
retirement and made him one of the 
richest men in Rome (worth £ 3,300,000). 
Lentulus complained that the emperor 
had interrupted his literary pursuits. 
Tiberius, when in want of money, scared 
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the old augur into committing suicide, 
leaving a will in the emperor's favour. 

Cornelius Lupus. XIII. 43. Gover- 
nor of Crete under Tiberius; consul 
suffectus, A.D. 32; accused and ruined by 
P. Suillius. 

L. Cornelius Marcellus. XVI.8. A 
senator accused as accomplice of Junius 
Silanus, A.D. 65. He escaped by deferring 
histrial. Afterwards proconsul of Sicily, 
and executed by Galba in Spain. 

Cornelius Martialis. XV.71. Tribune 
of a praetorian cohort, A.D. 65. 

L. Cornelius Merula. III. 58. F/a- 
men dialis, B.C. 58. See note. 

Servius Cornelius Orfitus. XII. 41; 
XVI. 12. Consul with Claudius, A.D. 51. 
Proposed in 66 to change the names of 
the months. Accused and convicted of 
treason by the efforts of Aquilius Regulus, 
in Nero's last years. 

P. Cornelius Scipio Africanus 
Major. II. 59; XII. 38. Hero of the 
second Punic War, serving in Spain B.c. 
210-206 ; Sicily, 205-204; Africa, 203- 
202. He was a broad-minded and noble 
man ; treated Hannibal with generosity, 
and appreciated Greek civilisation. 

L. Cornelius Scipio Asiaticus. III. 
62. Brother of the last. Won his agno- 
men by conquering Antiochus Third at 
Magnesia, B.C. 190. 

P. Cornelius Scipio Africanus 
Minor. III. 66. Destroyed Carthage, 
B.C. 146. <A good soldier and respect- 
able statesman, of incorruptible honour 
and patriotism in an evil age. 

P. Cornelius Lentulus Scipio. III. 
74. Legutus legionis in Africa. A.D. 22. 
Afterwards praetor aerarii and consul. 

P. Cornelius Scipio. XI. 2, 4; XII. 
53; XIII. 25. Sonofthelast. Obliged 
to vote for the condemnation of his wife 
Poppaea, A.D. 47. Disgraced himself 
by flattering Pallas. Consul, A.D. 56. 
(Nipperdey thinks that the father was 
Poppaea’s husband.) 

Cornelius Sulla. II. 48. A spend- 
thrift, expelled from the senate by Ti- 
berius, A.D. 17. 

L. Cornelius Sulla, dictator. I. 1; 
II. 55 ; III. 27, 62; IV. 56; VI. 46; 
XI. 22; XII. 23, 60, 62. Born B.c. 138 
of a noble but impoverished family ; spent 
his youth in profligacy. Marius, his 
commander in the Jugurthan and Cimbric 
wars, conceived a jealousy of his success 
in the Social War (90-89). Marius was 
appointed over Sulla's head to the com- 
mand of the Mithridatic war by the 
popular party (88). Sulla, favourite of 
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the legions, took control of Rome, expelled 
his enemies, and proceeded to the East. 
Marius recovered Rome, but Sulla wisely 
continued in the East until he had con- 
quered Mithridates, and returned with a 
victorious army to crush his rivals. He 
was elected perpetual dictator, B.c. 82. 
By active and intelligent legislation, for 
which he employed the terror-stricken 
comitia as his tool, he re-established 
aristocratic government, deprived the 
tribunes of their power, and bestowed all 
judicial functions on the senate. He re- 
signed his dictatorship in 79, and retired 
to an estate at Puteoli, where he devoted 
himself to literature and debauchery. 
Died in 78, being eaten by worms. 

L. Cornelius Sulla Felix. III. 31; 
VI. 15. Descendant of the last ; consul, 
A.D. 33. His father, L. Sulla, consul in 
B.C. 5, was half-brother of Mamercus 
Scaurus, who afterwards married his 
sister-in-law, and was thus both uncle 
and stepfather of Felix. 

Faustus Cornelius Sulla Felix. 
XII. 52; XIII. 23, 47; XIV. 57. 
Nephew of the last. Consul suffectus, 
A.D. 31; ordinarius, $2. Married An- 
tonia, the daughter of Claudius. In 55 
an absurd charge of treason was brought 
against him, which was easily refuted, 
but left a suspicion in Nero's mind that 
Sulla's careless life was a mask for 
ambitious designs. He exiled him to 
Marseilles in A.D. 58, and had him 
murdered in 62. 

Cornelius Tacitus. IV. 32; XI. 11. 
Roman statesman and historian of the 
first and second centuries A. D, 

Cornutus. See Caecilius. 

Corvinus. See Valerius. 

Coruncanii. XI. 24. Ti. Coruncanius, 
born of a Camerian family settled at 
Tusculum, was a great jurist of the third 
century B.C. Though not Roman born, 
he became consul, censor, dictator, and 
pontifex maximus. 

Ooe. II. 75; IV. 14; XII. 61. (Stanchio 
= és rj» Kà.)) One of the Sporades, 
celebrated for a temple of Aesculapius, 
with rights of asylum. Made free by 
Claudius, A.D. 53. 

Cosa. II. 39. (4rmsedomia.) Seaport 
of Etruria, opposite Planasia. 

Cossus. See Cornelius. 

Coesutianus Capito. XI. 6; XIII. 
33; XIV. 48; XVI. 17, 21, 28, 33. 
Opposed the restriction of lawyers' fees 
in A.D. 47. Expelled from the senate in 
57, by the influence of Thrasea, for 
extortion while governor of Cilicia. Re- 


stored by the influence of his father-in- 
law, Tigellinus, in 61, he became a noto- 
rious dela£or. 

Cotta. See Aurelius. 

Cotys First. II. 64-67; III. 38; IV. 
5$. King of the Thracian coast, A.D. 
7-19. Protector of the poet Ovid at 
Tomi. After the death of Augustus, his 
uncle, Rhescuporis, king of the interior 
highlands, tried to provoke his nephew 
to war, seized him by treachery, and 
murdered him in spite of representations 
from Rome. 

Cotys Second. XI. 9. Son and heir 
of the last. In A.D. 39 Caligula gave 
the whole of Thrace to Rhoemetalces, 
and transferred Cotys to Armenia Minor. 
In 47 he made an attempt upon Armenia 
Proper, but was warned by Claudius to 
desist. 

Cotys. XII. 15,18. King of Bosporus, 
46-83 A.D. 

Crassus. See Licinius. 

Cremutius Cordus. IV. 34, sg. 
Historian of the civil wars and reign of 
Augustus, under whom, and with whose 
A prova he published his work. He 

ended Sejanus by bold remarks (III. 
72, N.), and was accused of treason in 
25, for having called C. Cassius “last 
of the Romans." Finding his case pre- 
judged, he appealed to posterity, re- 
tired to his house, and starved himself. 
The senate ordered his books to be 
burned, but his daughter Marcia saved 
copies of most of them. 

Crepereius Gallus. XIV. 5. Attend- 
ant of Agrippina Jr. 

Crescens. See Tarquitius. 

Creta. III. 26, 38, 63; IV. 21; XIII. 
30; XV. 20. (Candia.) Celebrated for 
early civilisation and the laws of Minos. 
Under the empire formed one senatorial 
province with Cyrene. 

Creticus. See Caecilius. 

Crispinus Caepio. I. 74. Quaestor 
of Bithynia; accused his superior of trea- 
son, A.D. I$. 

Crispinus. See Rufrius, Varius. 

Cruptorix. IV. 73. A Friesian in the 
Roman service. 

Ctesiphon. VI. 42. A Parthian city 
on the Tigris, opposite Seleucia, the 
principal city of the East after the fall of 
the latter in the second century. The 
magnificent Sassanian ruins of the palace 
of Chosroes I. adorn the Arab village Al 
Madain (the two cities), which marks the 
site. 

Cumae. XV. 46; XVI. 19. An 
ancient Greek colony of Campania, on 
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the north side of the promontory of 
Misenum. 

Cumanus. See Ventidius. 

Curio. See Scribonius. 

Curtilius Mancia. XIII. 56. Consul 
pr ia probably in A.D. $5. Legatus 
of Upper Germany, 56-58. 

T. Curtisius. A praetorian veteran. 
Incited a servile insurrection at Brun- 
disium, A.D. 24. 

Curtius Atticus. IV. 58; VI. 1o. 
An eques illustris. A friend of Ovid and 
literary critic. Followed Tiberius to 
Capreae in 26. Executed at the desire 
of Sejanus. 

Curtius Montanus. XVI. 28, 29, 33. 
A young nobleman who wrote verses. 
Nero banished him, A.D. 66, from literary 
jealousy, or because he was offended by 
some witticism. He was recalled after 
Nero's death. ; 

Curtius Rufus. XI. 20. Aquaestor's 
clerk in Africa, roused to ambition by the 
prophecy of a spectre. He became 
consul; governor of Upper Germany, 
A.D. 47; died proconsul of Africa in 
fulfilment of the prophecy. 

Curtius Severus. XII. $5. Com- 
mander of Syrian cavalry. 

Cutlus Lupus. IV. 27.  Qwaestor 
of woods and forests, A.D. 24. Crushed 
an attempted conspiracy, with the aid of 
the coastguard. 

Cusus. II. 63. Perhaps the Waag, 
a confluent of the Danube, from North: 
western Hungary. 

Cyclades. II. 55; V. 10. The islands 
of the Aegean which cz7c/e about Delos, 
opposed to the Sporades, scattered over 
de sea near Crete and Rhodes. 

Cyclopes. III. 6r. 
the servants of Vulcan. 

Cyme. II. 47. An Aeolian seaport, 
injured by an earthquake, A.D. 17. . ° 

Cyprus. III. 62. Its Semitic popula- 
tion was devoted to the worship of a 
nature-goddess, identified by the Greeks 
with Aphrodite. 

Cyrene. III. 70; XIV. 18. A Greek 
colony west of Egypt. Became subject 
to the Ptolemies, passed to Apion, natural 
son of Ptolemy Physcon, and was be- 
queathed by him in 96 to the senate. 
Under the empire it became a senatorial 
province in connection with Crete. 

Cyrrhus. II. 57. (Corus.) Eighty 
miles N.E. of Antioch, capital of its 
district. 

Cyrus. III. 62; VI. 31. (Khoros, 
iheSun.) Founder of the Persian empire. 
He defeated his grandfather, Astyages, 


Fabulous giants, 
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and consolidated the Medes with the 
Persians, B.C. 559. Conquered Lydia 
and Babylon, and fell in an expedition 
against the tribes of Central Asia, B.C.

: Cythnus. III. 69. One of the Cy- . 
clades, now called Zhermia, from its 
warm springs. 

Cyzicus. IV. 36. (BSalkiz = radala 
Kofwos.) A Greek colony, south of the 
Propontis. Besieged by Mithridates in 
B.C. 74, it held out until relieved by 
Lucullus, who made it free in consequence. 
It lost and regained its freedom under 
Augustus, and was again deprived of it 
by Tiberius, A.D. 25. 


Dahae. II. 3; XI. 8, 10. The 
Tartars between the Caspian and Herat, 
connected with the Arsacid kings by 
blood and policy. 

Dandaridae, XII. 15, 16. A Sclav- 
onian race on the river Hypanis (A'óarr) 
in Circassia. They were partly civilised 
by Pontic influence. 

Danuvius. II. 63; IV. 5; XII. 3o. 
(Donau.) The north-eastern boun 
of the Roman empire, from the Alps to 
the Black Sea. Two fleets (Classis Pass- 
nonica and Moestca) were maintained on 
it by the Government. 

Dareus Codomannus. III. 63; XII. 
I3. (Déryavush.) Last king of Persia, 
B.C. 336-330, defeated by Alexander at 
Arbela, 331. 

Davara. VI. 41. A prominence in 
the Taurus range. 

Decangi. XII. 32. A British tribe. 
Perhaps near the Ordovices in North 
Wales. 

Decianus Catus. XIV. 32. A fro- 
curator rationalis in Britain, A.D. 61. 

Decrius. III. 20. An officer who died 
bravely in the African campaign, A.D.

.  Decrius Calpurnianus. XI. 35. Pre- 


fect of the vzgzes. 

Delmatia. II. 53; III. 9; IV. 5; VI. 
37. (Dalmatia and Hereegovina.) A 
portion of Illyricum which joined the Pan- 
nonian revolt, and was conquered by Ti- 
berius, who enjoyed a Dalmatian triumph 
in A.D. 9. Two legions were stationed 
among the people. 

Delphi. II. 54. A town in Phocis, 
seat of the oracle of Apollo. 

Delos. III. 61. (Jis) Centre of 
the Cyclades. The birthplace of Apollo. 

Demaratus. XI. 14. Of the Bacchiad 
family, driven from Corinth by the revolu- 
tion of Cypselus, B.C. 658. He settled 
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in Etruria, and his son, Tarquinius Priscus, 
became king of Rome. 

Demetrius. XVI. 34. A cynic philo- 
sopher, highly praised by Seneca, and 
the companion of Thrasea's last hours. 
The theatrical taste of the age led him to 
ee which forced Vespasian to banish 

m. 

Demianus. See Claudius. 

Demonax. XI. 9. An Armenian 
noble, easily overcome by Mithridates, 
A.D. 47. 

Densus. See Julius. 

Denter. See Romulius. 

Dentheliates ager. IV. 43. A part 
of the western slope of Mt. Taygetus. 
The Spartan king Teclus was slain there 
in 743 B.C., while sacrificing at the altar 
of Artemis Limnatis, and the district 
became the source of endless controversy 
between Messenia and Lacedaemon. An 
inscription recording the alternate success 
of the claimants to 140 B.C. was found 
at Ol sy during the German excava- 
tions (Edinóurgh Review, CCCV.) In A.D. 
25 Tiberius finally awarded it to Mes- 


senia. 

Diana. XII. 8; Ephesia. III. 61; 
IV. 55; Leucophryene, III. 62; Lim- 
natis, IV. 43; Persica. III. 62. Diana 
or Jana, the sister of Janus, worshipped 
by the early Latins as queen of the night 
at Aricia and elsewhere, was identified, 
for no good reason, with Artemis.  Ar- 
temis, in turn, was confused with Anaitis 
and other oriental nature-goddesses, wor- 
shipped at Ephesus, Magnesia, Hiero- 
caesarea, etc. 

A. Didius Gallus. XII. 15,40; XIV 
29. Consul suffectus ; governor of Moesia 
(expelling Mithridates from Bosporus, 
A.D. 46); curator aguarum from his 
return to Rome until 59; governor of 
Britain, 52 or 53 to 59. e worked 
energetically to secure the office, but 
affected to accept it with reluctance. 

Dido. XVI. 1. Phoenician princess, 
founder of Carthage. 

Didymus. VI. 24. A Greek freedman, 
a spy on Drusus. 

Dii III 38. A tribe of Balkan 
mountaineers. 

Dinis, IV. 5o. A Thracian chief. Sur- 
rendered to the Romans, A. D. 26. 

Dolabella See Cornelius. 

Domitia Lepida. XI. 37; XII. 64. 
Daughter of Antonia Major, and grand- 
niece of Augustus. Her brother was 
Nero's father. Her daughter Messalina, 
the wife of Claudius, procured the death 
of her mother's second husband, Appius 
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Silanus, but Lepida pardoned her daugh- 
ter and comforted her last hours. In 54 
Lepida became the rival of Agrippina in 
the control of her nephew, Nero. Agrip- 
pina had long hated her sister-in-law 
(she had been accused of incest with her 
brother), and procured her condemnation 
for treason. 

Domitia. XIII. 19-21. Sister of the 
last. Her husband, Passienus Crispus, 
deserted her to marry her sister-in-law, 
Agrippina Jr., whom she consequently 
tried to ruin in 55 A.D. Domitia was 
finally murdered by her nephew, Nero. 

Domitius Afer. IV. 52, 66 ; XIV. 19. 
A native of Nimes, distinguished for 
eloquence. Praetor in A.D. 25. In 26 
he accused Claudia Pulchra, Agrippina's 
cousin, to please Tiberius. Meeting 
Agrippina soon after, he slunk aside; 
but she cried out that he need not fear— 
it was not he, but Agamemnon, that had 
wronged her. In 27 he accused Claudia's 
son, Quintilius. When Caligula suc- 
ceeded, he intended to avenge his mother 
upon Afer, and delivered a violent speech 
against him in the senate, He escaped 
by making no defence, but affecting un- 
bounded admiration for the emperor's 
eloquence. He was consul suffectus in 

9, and curator aquarum from 49 until 

€ died in 59, at the table, by overfeeding. 

L. Domitius Ahenobarbus. IV. 44. 
Consul, B.C. 54. A determined adversary 
of Julius Caesar. Fell at Pharsalia. 

Cn. Domitius Ahenoberbus. IV. 44. 
Son of the last. Was pardoned by 
Caesar after Pharsalia, but was privy to 
his murder, and commanded a fleet for 
Brutus and Cassius. Two years after 
Philippi, he surrendered to Antony on 
favourable terms, and became his intimate 
adviser. "Went over to Augustus shortly 
before Actium, and died soon after. 
Consul, B.c. 32. 

L. Domitius Ahenobarbus. I. 63; 
IV. 44. Son of the last. At the peace 
of Tarentum, B.C. 37, he was betrothed 
to Antonia Major, a child two years old. 
Was consul, B.C. 16, and commanded in 
Germany, penetrating farther than any 
other Roman. An arrogant, cruel map, 
generally disliked. 

Cn. Domitius Ahenobarbus. IV.75; 
VI. 1, 45, 47 ; XIII. 10. Son of the last, 
Consul, A.D. 32. Narrowly escaped pun- 
ishment as a paramour of Albucilla. He 
was an evil man, and found his match in 
Agrippina. When their son Nero was 
born, and his friends congratulated him, 
he told them that a child born of himself 
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and Agrippina must be a curse to the 
human race. 

Domitius Balbus, XIV. 40. A rich 
ex-praetor. 

Domitius Caecilianus. XVI. 34. A 
friend of Thrasea Paetus. 

Domitius Celer. II. 77, 78, 79. A 
friend who accompanied Cn. Piso to the 
East. 

Cn. Domitius Corbulo. III. 31. An 
ex-praetor in A.D. 21. Afterwards com- 
missioner of high roads, and employed by 
Caligula to extract money from contract- 
ors. Consul suffectus in 39. 

Cn. Domitius Corbulo. XI. 18, 20; 
XIII. 8, 34-41; XIV. 24; XV. 3, 
9, 12, 17, 25, 30. Probably son of the 
last. Served against the Chauci in A.D. 
47. The timid Claudius recalled him, 
but allowed him triumphal honours. 
* Happy," said Corbulo, ‘‘ were the 
generals of olden times.” In 54 he 
checked the attempts of the Parthians 
on Armenia, and after severe campaigns, 
from 58 to 63, forced Tiridates to ac- 
knowledge himself the vassal of Rome. 
Corbulo was a noble man, and a great 

eneral. He was steadily faithful to 

ero. The latter recalled him in 67. 
Corbulo landed at Cenchreae, to present 
himself to the emperor at Corinth, and 
was met by his death warrant. He ex- 
claimed, ‘‘ Well deserved!” and plunged 
his sword in his heart. He was a man 
of gigantic size, and shared every hard- 
ship with the cammon soldiers. 

Domitius Silus. XV. 59. First hus. 
band of Arria Galla. 

Domitius Statius. XV. 71. Tribune 
of a praetorian cohort ; cashiered for sus- 
pected complicity with Piso, A.D. 65. 

Donusa. IV. 30. (Herakiia). One of 
the Cyclades, six miles S. W. of Naxos. 

Doryphorus. XIV. 65. Nero's freed- 
man. Nero made him a present of 
483,000, and Agrippina had it counted 
out in her son's presence to show him 
how much it was. Nero pretended to 
consider it less than he expected, and 
doubled it. In A.D. 62, when in want 
of money, he poisoned Doryphorus and 
took his property. 

Drusilla. VI. 15. Daughter of Ger- 
manicus, probably born A.D. 17.  Edu- 
cated by her grandmother Antonia, and 
married in 33 to L. Cassius Longinus. 
Caligula, when emperor, took her from 
her husband, and lived in incest with her. 
He was mad with grief when she died in 
38, and honoured her as a goddess, with 
the name Panthea. 
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Drusus Nero Claudius. I. 5, 33, 41; 
II. 7, 8, 41, 82; III. 5; IV. 72; XIII. 
$3. Second son of Ti. Claudius Nero and 
Livia, born after his mother's marriage 
to Augustus, who was reported to be his 
real father. In B.C. 15 he was sent with 
his brother Tiberius against the Rhaeti 
and Vindelici ; in 13 pacified Gaul; in 
12 conquered Friesland, and sailed the 
North Sea to the mouth of the Ems. In 
subsequent campaigns he advanced to 
the Elbe, erected fortifications, and 
changed the course of the Lower Rhine 
by pie and a canal. In 9 B.c. he 
was fatally injured by the fall of a horse. 
His brother Tiberius hastened to him 
from Italy, arrived at the moment of his 
death, and accompanied the funeral cor- 
tége to Rome on foot. Drusus was a 
handsome, intelligent, princely Roman 
of the best type. It was reported that 
he intended to restore the republic, and 
that Tiberius brought him into disfavour 
with Augustus by disclosing his plans. 
He married Antonia Jr. 

Drusus Caesar. I. 24, 29, 30, 55; 
76; II. 43, 44, 62, 64; III. 7, 8, 11, 
I9, 31, 56; IV. 3, 8; XII. 29. Called 
Drusus Jr. Son of Tiberius by Vipsania, 
born B.C. 13; married Livilla, the sister 
of Germanicus. On the death of Augus- 
tus, A.D. I4, he quelled the mutiny of 
the Pannonian legions with energy and 
dignity. He was consul in 15, and 
gained bad repute in the city by drunken- 
ness, and inordinate interest in gladia- 
torial fights. He was nicknamed Castor 
for knocking down an egues. He was 
honourable however, and showed himself 
a generous friend to Germanicus, his 
natural rival. In 16 he returned to Illy- 
ricum, and ruined Maroboduus by diplo- 
macy with German tribes. After the 
death of Germanicus, whom he sincerely 
mourned, he returned to Rome, enjoyed 
an ovation and another consulship, and 
was granted the tribunician power in 22. 
Sejanus, whom he had offended by an 
angry blow, and who was scheming for 
the empire, seduced his wife Livilla, who 
poisoned her husband in 23. 

Drusus. IV. 4, 8, 17, 36, 60; V. 10; 
VI. 23. Second son of Germanicus. 
Received a pontificate with the £oga viri- 
[is in A.D. 23; was afterwards appointed 
augur, and in 25 Praefectus urbi. Drusus 
was violent and licentious. His mother's 
preference for his elder brother Nero 
roused his jealousy, and made him the 
tool of Sejanus for his brother's destruc- 
tion. His own passionate words, re- 
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ted by his worthless wife, Aemilia 

pida, occasioned his arrest for treason 
in 30. Tiberius kept him in the Palatine 
dungeons for three years as a counterpoise 
to the influence of Sctanas in case of ne- 
cessity, but, after the fall of the latter, 
starved the young prince to death. 

Drusus. See Livius, Scribonius. 

Dubius Avitus. XIII. 54, 56. Gover- 
nor of Lower Germany in A.D. 58. He 
had been governor of Aquitania before 
his consulship. 

Ducennius Geminus. XV. 18. Con- 
sular commissioner of taxes, A.D. 62; 
praefectus urbi, 69. 

O. Duilius. IT. 49. Defeated the Car- 
thaginians at sea, B.C. 260. On his 
return erected the Columna Duilia and a 
temple of Janus. 


Ecbatana. XV. 31. (Cuneiform, Hag- 
matana; modern, Hamadan.) Capital of 
ancient Media, at the foot of Mt. Grontes 
(Elwand) It was a summer resort of 
the Parthian kings. 

Edessa. XII. 12. (Urfak.) A Meso- 
potamian town, forty miles N.E. of 
Zeugma, governed by a native dynasty of 
Acbari. 

tia Maximilla. XV. 71. In 
A.D. 65 followed her husband, Glitius 
Gallus, into exile at Andros, where inscrip- 
tions attest their liberality to the little 
island. 

P. Egnatius Celer. XVI. 32. A 
Stoic philosopher from Berytus in Syria, 
who accused hi E pupil Bareas Soranus of 
treason in A.D. 66. He was executed for 
false witness in the reign of Vespasian. 

M. Egnatius Rufus. I. Ilo. A young 
demagogue. Disappointed of the con- 
sulship, he plotted unsuccessfully against 
Augustus, and was put to death in prison, 
B.C. I9. 

Elephantine. II. 61. An island just 
below the first rapids of the Nile, more 
than a hundred miles south of Thebes. 
Boundary of Egypt and Nubia. 

ElymaeL VI.44. Turanian hill-tribes 
in the mountains east of Babylonia. They 
had their own kings, but served in the 
Parthian army. 

Ennia Thrasylla. VI. 45. Wife of 
Macro. By her husband's advice she 

rostituted herself to Caligula, who gave 

er a written promise to make her his 
empress. On reaching the throne, how- 
ever, he put them to death on charge of 
corrupting his innocent boyhood. 

L. Ennius. III.70. gues. Pardoned 
for melting the emperor's image, A. D. 22. 
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M', Ennius. I. 38. Pracfectus castro- 
rum. Had served in Pannonia in A.D. 8. 

Epaphroditus. XV. 55. <A Greek 
freedman, Nero’s master of petitions. He 
aided Nero in committing suicide, and 
was subsequently executed for this by 
Domitian, who was unwilling that any 
form of tyrannicide should go unpunished. 

Ephesus. III. 61; IV. 55; XVI. 23. 
(Ayasaluk.) Originally a barbarous town 
at the mouth of the Cayster, was after- 
wards resettled by Ionians. It was a 
reat trading city, and its temple of Diana 

ultimammaea the most magnificent in 
the world. Its harbour was partly choked 
in Nero’s time, and Bareas Soranus 
cleared it. 

Epicharis, XV. 51, $7. A Greek 
courtesan imprisoned on suspicion in the 
reign of Nero. When Piso’s conspiracy, 
with which she had been connected, was 
discovered in A.D. 65, she was tortured to 
make her confess the names of her accom- 
plices. She refused heroically, and con- 
trived to strangle herself, lest she should 
yield to temptation. 

Epidaphne. II. 83. A suburb of 
Antioch, celebrated for the temple and 
grove of Apollo. The ancient historians 
never wearled in describing its delights. 
Milton speaks of it as **that sweet grove 
of Daphne by Orontes" (Paradise Lost, 
IV. 273), and it is the occasion of one of 
Gibbon’s most eloquent descriptions (De- 
cline and Fall, XXIII.) 

T. Clodius Eprius Marcellus. XII. 
4; XIII. 33; XVI. 22, 28, 33. Appointed 
to a vacancy of one day in the praetorship, 
A.D. 48. Accused of malversation as 
legatus propractore of Lycia in 57, he 
aes by private influence, and after- 
wards was consul suffectus. In 66 he 
accused Thrasea Paetus by Nero’s direc- 
tion, and was rewarded with £42,500. 
He was proconsul of Asia, and consul a 
second time under Vespasian, but fell in 
a conspiracy against him in 79. 

Erato. II. 4. Sister and wife of 
Tigranes ITI. of Armenia. She abdicated 
the throne at his death in A.D. 1, but 
after the reigns ,of Artavasdes III. and 
Tigranes IV., was appointed queen of 
the country, about A.D. 14. 

Erindes. XI. 10. Called Charindas 
by Ptolemy. Flows from the Elburz 
Mountains to the Caspian, between Media 
and Hyrcania. 

Erycus. IV. 43. (S. Giuliano.) A 
town and mountain near Panormus in 
Sicily. The mountain was famous for a 
temple of Venus. 
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Erythrae. VI. 12. (Ritri.) A town 
on a promontory of Asia Minor, opposite 
Chios. 

Etruria. IV. 5,55; XI. 14,15. The 
Etruscans or Rasena seem to have been 
a small Turanian aristocracy (like the 
Ottomans in Europe), controlling a primi- 
tive Umbrian population, which readily 
melted back into the Italian stock when 
conquered by Rome. The district fur- 
nished men for the praetorian guards. 
The Emperor Claudius wrote a history of 
Etruria, and tried to preserve its traditions 
of-augury when they began to die out. 

Evander. XI. 14; XV. 41. («0 dvip, 
the Goodman.) A mythical Arcadian 
king of Rome. 

Euboea. II. 54; V. 10. (JVegropont.) 
An island ninety miles long, off the coast 
of Attica and Boeotia. 

Eucaerus. XIV. 60. (Edxatpos.) An 
Egyptian piper. 

ihademis. IV. 3, 11. The physician 
of Livia, the confidant of her amour with 
Sejanus. He poisoned Drusus Jr. On 
the discovery of the crime in A.D. 31 he 
was tortured and executed. His medical 
works are quoted by ancient authors. 

Eunones. XII. 15, 18, 19. King of 
the Aorsi. 

Euodus, XI.37. (Edo8os.) A freed- 
man, employed by Narcissus to superintend 
the death of Messalina. 

Euphrates. II. 58; IV. 5; VI. 37; 
XII. 11 ; XIII. 7; XIV. 25; XV. 3, 7. 
Flows 1780 miles S. E. from the Armenian 
highlands to the Persian Gulf. Boundary 
of Roman empire. 


Paulus Fabius Maximus. I. 5. Con- 
sul, B.C. 11, and proconsul of Asia. In 
A. D, 14, just before the death of Augustus 
(it occurred Aug. 19, and Fabius is men- 
tioned in the Arval tables on May 14), 
he accompanied the emperor on a visit to 
Agrippa Postumus, and soon after died 
under suspicious circumstances, which 
pointed to the ill will of Livia. Ovid 
addressed him in his epistles from Pontus, 
and Merivale ascribes Ovid's misfortunes 
also to Livia's persecution. 

Paulus Fabius Persicus. VI. 28. 
Son of the last; consul, A.D. 34. His 
abominable wickedness did not prevent 
his election as priest in several colleges. 

Fabius Romanus, XVI. 17. Accuser 
of Annaeus Mela, A.D. 66. 

Fabius Rusticus. XIII. 20; XIV. 
2; XV. 61. Historian of Nero's reign, 
and possibly of Claudius’s. Quoted three 
times by Tacitus, who says he was biassed 
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by friendship to Seneca, He calls him 
(in the Dialogus de Oratoribus) the most 
eloquent of recent writers, and compares 
him to Livy. He was alive in Trajan's 
time. (Clason, Zacttus und Sueton, pp. 
17 and 39.) j 

Fabricius Veiento. XIV. go. Ban- 
ished from Italy in A.D. 62 for libel, and 
for selling his influence with the emperor. 
Domitian recalled him, used bim as 
delater, and made him consul His 
talents secured him the protection of 
Nerva. 

Faenius Rufus. XIII. 22; XIV. 51, 
57 ; XV. 50, 53, 61, 66, 68; XVI. 12. 
Praefectus annonae, A.D. 55. To please 
the people Nero made him fraefectus 
praetorio in 62, but gave the real power 
to Tigellinus. Rufus joined Piso's con- 
spiracy in 65, but showed little coolness 
or good sense. He was convicted and 
executed. 

Falanius. I. 73. An eques, convicted 
of treason, A.D. I$. 

Faustus. See Sulla. 

M. Favonius. XVI. 22. One of the 
most obstinate of Pompey's adherents. 
He copied Cato's stoicism with exaggera- 
tion. Taken prisoner at Philippi, he 
openly insulted Octavian, and was put to 
death for it. 

Fecunditas, XV. 23. Represented 
on coins as a woman surrounded by youn 
children, leaning on a vase, from whic 
springs a fruitful vine. 

Felix. See Antonius. 

Ferentinum. XV. 53. (Ferento.) A 
"mtunicifium in Etruria, near the Vulsinian 
lake. It was celebrated for an ancient 
shrine of Salus or Fortuna (probably 
Latin equivalents for Nortia, the Nemesis 
of Etruria. From hence Scaevinus, 
whose family belonged to the place, took 
an ancient dagger, which he consecrated 
to the assassination of Nero. When the 
plot failed, the senate honoured Nortia, 
who had thus turned the destruction back

Festus. See Marcius. 

Fidena. IV. 62. (Castel Gimubileo.) 
An ancient Latin town on the left bank 
of the Tiber, five miles north of Rome. 

Firmius Catus. II. 27, 30; IV. 31. 
Delator of Scribonius Libo, A.D. 16. 
Expelled from the senate in 24, for falsely 
accusing his sister. The influence of Ti- 
berius saved him from banishment. 

Flaccilla. See Artoria. 

Flavius Nepos, XV. 71. 
a praetorian cohort, A.D. 65. 
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Flavius Scaevinus. XV. 49, 54, 55, 
70. <A dissolute nobleman who joined 
Piso’s conspiracy in A.D. 65. The plot 
was discovered by his braggadocio. On 
being accused, he defended himself with 
the skill and composure of a man of the 
world, but, when he despaired of ce 
he lacked the constancy to shield his 
companions. He died, however, bravely. 

Flavus. II. 9; XI. 16. Brother of 
Arminius, named from his yellow hair. 
He served in the legions from boyhood. 

Flevum. IV. 72. Before the irruption 
of the North Sea, which formed the 
Zuyder Zee (South Sea), in the 13th 
century, the river Yssel, which was con- 
nected with the Rhine by the Fossae 
Drusianae, spread into a large lake or 
chain of lakes in Friesland, called Flevo. 
The name is preserved by Vlieland and 
Vliestroom at the mouth of the Zuyder 
Zee, where the castle Flevum once stood. 

Flora. II. 49. Her temple was built 
near that of Ceres, at the west end of the 
Circus Maximus. Her festival was April 
28th to May rst. 

Florentia. I. 79. (Firenze.) An 
Etrurian city on the Arnus. 

Fonteius Agrippa. II. 30, 86. Ac- 
cused Libo, A.D. 16; offered his daughter 
as vestal, 19. 

C. Fonteius Capito. IV. 36. Son of 
Antony’s friend (Hor. Sat. I. 5, 32). 
Consul with Germanicus, A.D. 12, and 
afterwards proconsul of Asia. Falsely 
accused of maladministration in 25. 

Fonteius Capito. XIV. 1. Sonof the 
last ; consul, A.D. 59. 

Formiae. XV. 46; XVI. 10. (Mola 
di Gaeta.) Seaport and watering-place 
of Southern Latium. 

Forum Julii. II. 63; IV. s. (F*jus.) 
Seaport of Southern Gaul, 75 miles E. of 
Marseilles. Augustus stationed a war- 
fleet there. The river Argens has filled 
the harbour, and left the town inland. 

(Fors) Fortuna. II. 41; III. 71; XV. 
23, 53. Represented with a horn of 
plenty, and the rudder which guides the 
world. 

Fortunatus. XVI. 10. A dishonest 
freedman, who accused L. Antistius Vetus 
(his patron) of treason, A.D. 65. 

us. See Pontius. 

Frisii. I. 60; IV. 72; XI. 19; XIII. 

. <A ses-const tribe between Lake 

levo (Zuyder Zee) and the Amisia. 
Conquered by Drusus Sr. in B.C. 12, 
they revolted against the exactions of the 
commandant Olennius in A.D. 28. Cor- 
bulo was recalled in 47 before he could 
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reduce them, and in 58 they invaded 
Roman territory. Their descendants 
resisted the Spanish in the 16th century 
with the same indomitable spirit. 

Frontinus. See Julius. 

Fronto. See Octavius, Vibius. 

Fucinus Lacus. XII. 56. A lake in 
the Marsian mountains. It has no visible 
outlet, and in rainy seasons overflows the 
adjoining district. Julius Caesar had 
formed a design for draining it by a tunnel 
through a mountain to the Liris, and the 
work was carried out by Claudius, who 
employed 30,000 men from 4I to 52 A.D. 
at an estimated cost of 14,600,000. 
The tunnel was 18,536 feet long, and 
communicated with the surface by forty 
perpendicular shafts (one of which was 
400 feet deep), and numerous oblique 
cuttings. Some defects in the original 
construction were corrected by Trajan 
and Hadrian, under whose reigns the 
lake diminished from 37,050 to 17,000 
acres. The works were kept in order 
until the 4th century, ,but fell into 
decay during the middle ages. The 
tunnel was cleared and repaired by Prince 
Torlonia, between 1854 and 1876 A.D., 
with complete success. His ineers, 
Messrs. Brisse and Rotrou, praise the 
original design, and the skilful levelling 
of the sections, but observe the slovenly 
and dishonest execution of the contract, 
which was given to the freedman Nar- 
cissus. 

C. Fuflus Geminus. V. 1, 2; VI. 10. 
Advanced by Livia to the consulship in 
A.D. 29, he gained the ill will of Tiberius 
by sarcastic remarks, and was accused of 
debauchery and treason in 31. He com- 
mitted suicide together with his wife, 
Mutilia Prisca. "Like him she had be- 
longed to Livia's coterie, which Tiberius 
regarded as an opposition court, and per- 
secated after her death. ie 

L. Fulcinius Trio. II. 28, 30; III. 
Io, 19; V. 11; VI. 4, 38 A delator. 
Accused Scribonius Libo in A.D. 16, and 
tried to join the attack on Piso in 20. 
When Sejanus fell he was endangered, 
having been advanced by him to a suffect 
consulship, and endeavoured to escape 
by accusing his colleague, Regulus. Being 
threatened with counter-accusation he 
tried to let the matter drop, but was 
never allowed to rest in peace, and com- 
mitted suicide in 35. 

Fundani montes. IV. 59. A range 
of hills near the Volscian town of Fundi 
(Fori), five miles from the sea, between 
Terracina and Formiae. 
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L. Funisulanus Vettonianus. XV. 
J. A soldier whose carcer, preserved 
by inscriptions, gives the steps of a 
Roman public life at this period. He 
was friumvir monetalis, tribunus legionis 
sextae (in Syria), qwaestor provinciae 
Siciliae, tribunus plebis, praetor, legatus 
legionis quaríae (in Syria), Praefectus 
aerarii, consul, curator viae Aemiliae, 
septemvir epulonum, sodalis Augustalis, 
legatus propraetore provinciae Delmatiae, 
stem Pannoniae, item Moesiae superioris, 
proconsule provinciae Africae. 

M. Furius Bibaculus. IV. 34. A 
poet whose bitter iambics were directed 
against Julius and Augustus. His life 
was spared by Augustus, but he was no 
favourite with the courtly Horace, who 
describes him as the *'turgid Alpinus ” 
** murdering Memnon." As Horace also 
decried Catullus for the same reasons, we 
must take such criticism cautiously. 

M. Furius Camillus. II. 52. Drove 
the Gauls from the city, B.C. 390. 

M. Furius Camillus. II. 52; III. 
20. Descendant of the last. Consul, 
A.D. 8. Won triumphal honours from 
Tacfarinas when proconsul of Africa in 
17. 
M. Furius Camillus Arruntius Scri- 
bonianus. VI. r; XII. 52. Son of the 
last, adopted by L. Arruntius (or of 
Arruntius and adopted by the last). 
Gained his agnomen by a second adoption. 
Consul, 32 A.D. Governor of Dalmatia 
in 42, he perished in an unsuccessful 
revolt against Claudius, 

M. Furius Camillus Scribonianus. 
XII. 52. Son of the last. Banished for 
sorcery, A.D. 52 ; died soon after. 

- Furnius. IV. 52. Condemned as 
paramour of Claudia Pulchra, A.D. 26. 
Fuscus. See Cornelius. 


Gabii, XV. 43. Thirteen miles E. of 
Rome on the Praenestine Road. 

Gabolus. See Licinius. 

Geetulicus. See Cornelius. 

Gaius. See C. Caesar. 

Galatia, XIII. 35; XV. 6. Western 
Central Asia Minor, colonised by Celts in 
3d aia d B.C. The province was 
governed an imperial 4ga£ws pro- 
praetore, and included rdg Cappadocia, 
Phrygia, and Pamphylia. 

Galba. See Sulpicius. 

Galerianus. See Calpurnius. 

Galilael. XII. 54. The Jews dwelling 
near the Lake of Gennesareth, north of 
Samaria. Governed by Herodes Magnus 
(B.C. 40-4); Herodes Ántipas, who killed 
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John Baptist (B.c. 4-A.D. 38); Herodes 
Agrippa (38-44) ; Procuratores of Judaea 
(44-70). 

Galla. See Arria, Sosia. 

Gallis. Divided by the Romans into 
Transalpina and Cisalpina; the latter 
into Transpadana and Cispadana. The 
Cispadane Gauls received the Roman 
franchise at the time of the Social war (B.c. 
89); the Transpadane from Julius Caesar 
(B.C. 49). Transalpine Gaul was divided 
into the Roman province (Narbonnese 
Gaul), and Gallia Comata, including the 
Belgians, Celts, and Aquitanians. The 
provinces of Augustus (Narbonnensis, 
Aquitanica, Lugdunensis, and Belgica) 
corresponded to these divisions, and had 
imperial /egat: propractore. The Gauls, 
after his time, were peaceful and wealthy 

rovincials, with a taste for literature. 
he chief Aeduans were admitted to the 
Roman senate, A.D. 48. 

Gallio. See Junius. 

Gallus. See Aelius, Asinius, Caninius, 
Cestius, Crepereius, Didius, Glitius, Pub- 
lius, Togonius, Vipstanus. 

P. Gallus. XVI. 12, Eques. 
ished A.D. 66. 

Gannascus, XI. 18. A Canninefatian. 
Deserter and pirate. Assassinated by 
Corbulo's orders, A.D. 47. Tacitus defends 
the action. 

Garamantes. III. 74; IV. 23, 26. 
Desert tribe of Fezzan, south of the Syrtes. 
Defeated by Cornelius Balbus, B.C. 19. 
The Sahara protected their liberty. 

L. Gavius Silvanus. XV. 50, 60, 71. 
A native of Turin, who served in Pan- 
nonia, and became tribune of a praetorian 
cohort. Accused of complicity in Piso's 
plot, he was acquitted, but afterwards 
committed suicide, A.D. 65. 

Gellius Publicola. III. 67. Grand- 
nephew of Messalla Corvinus, A quaestor 
of Junius Silanus, he joined in the attack 
upon him, A.D. 22; consul suffectus in 40. 

Geminius. VI. 14. Adissolute eges. 
Put to death in A.D. 32 for intimacy with 
Sejanus, though innocent of his plots. 

Geminus. See Atidius, Ducenius, 
Fufius, Rubellius. 

Gemonias. III. 14; V. 9; VI. a5. 
See III. 14, N. 

Gerellanus. XV. 69. Tribune of a 
praetorian cohort. 

Germania. The country between the 
Rhine and Vistula, inhabited in its eastern 
parts by Sclavonian as well as Teutonic 
tribes. The Romans controlled the sea- 
coast and Rhine districts, including Hol- 
land, Westphalia, Hesse, and Bavaria. 


Ban- 
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Theimperial provinces of U pper (southern) 
and Lower Germany, on the left bank of 
the Rhine, were governed by fegats pro- 
praetore of consular rank, and garrisoned 
with eight legions. 

Germanicus Caesar. (Praenomen un- 
known. Freinsheim, ad Tac. Ann. XIV. 
64, calls it Caius.) Son of Drusus Sr. 
and Antonia Minor, married Agrippina 
Jr., and was adopted by Tiberius. hen 
Augustus died in A.D. 14, Germanicus 
had been consul, had served with dis- 
tinction in Pannonia, and commanded 
eight devoted legions on the Rhine. 

ith generouy and loyalty he repressed 
their desire to place htm on the throne 
instead of Tiberius, and led them against 
Arminius and his Germans, pressing as 
far as the Elbe in A.D. 16. Tiberius, 
jealous of his young rival, and convinced 
of the fruitlessness of campaigns in the 
German forests, recalled him in 16, 
granted him a triumph, and in 18 de- 
spatched him with extraordinary procon- 
sular powers to the East. At the same 
time Cn. Calpurnius Piso was made 
governor of Syria, with secret instructions, 
it was thought, to thwart the young prince. 
Germanicus, after a tour in Greece and 
Asia Minor, regulated the affairs of 
Armenia, Commagene, and Cappadocia, 
and visited t in r9. On returnin 
to Syria he found that Piso had systemati- 
cally disobeyed orders, and directed him 
to leave the province. Soon after he was 
seized by a mysterious illness, ascribed by 
some to the poisons, by others to the 
sorceries of Piso, and died at Epidaphne, 
near Antioch, Oct. 9th, A.D. 19, at the age 
of 33. Germanicus was a generous and 
chivalrous prince, whose popular tend- 
encies were brought into greater relief 
by the moroseness of Tiberius. Helacked 
decision in action, and astuteness in 
encountering his enemies. 

Geta. See Lusius. 

Getae. IV. 44. Dacian tribe near the 
mouths of the Danube. They attacked 
Thrace in B.C. 10, and Cornelius Lentulus 
was sent to chastise them. 

Glitius Gallus. XV. 56, 71. Anoble- 
man of Turin, implicated in Piso's con- 
spiracy, and banished, A.D. 65. His son, 
a Mene aed of Tacitus, attained to 
the consulship. 

Gorneee. En. 45. An Armenian for- 
tress N. of Artaxata. Perhaps K/Aorfen. 

Gotarzes. XI. 8, 10; XII. IO, 14. 
Son of Artabanus III. of Parthia, whom 
he succeeded in A.D. 42. Disgraced by 
cruelty, he fled from his brother Vardanes

to the eastern shore of the Caspian. He 
made an attempt for the crown in 46, 
which was defeated, but was brought to 
the throne soon after by the assassination 
of Vardanes. In 49 he defeated an inva- 
sion planned by his nobles, supported by 
the Romans, and headed by Mithridates. 
The victory is commemorated by a bas- 
relief at Behistun. Died in 51. 

Gotones. II. 62. A tribe on the 
Baltic between Dantzic and Kónigsberg, 
where they belonged to the Suevian con- 
federacy of Maroboduus. By a migration 
in the 3d century they carried their low- 
German language to the banks of the 
Danube. 

Gracchus. See Sempronius. 

Gracilis, See Aelius. 

Graecinus. See Julius. 

Q Granius. IV. 21. A name which 
was formed by a conjecture of Lipsius, 
reading Pisonem Q. Granius for Pisonem- 
que gravius. He was a delater. 

Granius Marcellus. I. 74. Accused 
of treason as proconsul of Bithynia, A.D. 
IS. Tiberius allowed him to escape on 
this charge, but condemned him for 
extortion by a committee of investigation. 

Granius Marcianus. VI.38. Accused 
of treason, A.D. 35. Killed himself. 

Graptus. XIII. 47. (l'oaxrós.) Freed- 
man of Claudius and Nero. 

Gratianus. See Tarius. 

Gratus. See Munatius. 

Gyarus. III. 68; IV. 3o. (Or Gyara, 
plural, now Gioura.) An island between 
Andros and Ceos. A placeof exile, Now 
uninhabited. 


Hadria Mare. II. 53; XV. 34. 
Poetical form for M. Hadriaticum. 
Haemus. III. 38; IV. 51. The 
Balkan range between Thraceand Moesia, 
5000 feet high, inhabited by wild tribes. 
Snow lies on the tops until July. 
Halicarnassus. IV. 55. (oodroom.) 
A Doric port in Caria. Its site on a 
great sloping rock protected it from 
earthquakes, and it desired to be the 
seat of a temple to Tiberius in A.D. 26. 
Halotus. (AXerós) XII. 66. A 
eunuch; cup-bearer of Claudius, whom 
he poisoned by Agrippina's command in 
A.D. $4. Galba saved him from the 
popular resentment when Nero died in 


Halus. VI. 41. (Ga/ow/a.) A Parthian 
town in Assyria. 

Q Haterlus, I. 13; II. 33; III. 57; 
IV.61. Asenator who offended Tiberius 
at the beginning of his reign by indiscreet 
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flattery, which sounded like satire, and 
an awkward attempt to apologise for it. 
He was an energetic orator, but lacked 
good sense and application. Augustus 
said, ‘‘Our friend Haterius needs the 
brake.” Died A.D. 27, aged 89. 

D. Haterius Agrippa. I. 77 ; II. 51; 
III. 49, 52; VI. 4. Sonofthelast. 77:- 
bunus plebeius, A.D. I5 5 praetor extra- 
ordinary through the influence of his kins- 
man, Germanicus (II. 51, N.), in 17; 
consulin 22. In 32 he was an exhausted 
youd, only energetic in persecuting his 
betters. 

Q. Haterius Antoninus. XII. 58; 
XIII. 34. Son of the last, deriving his 
name from his great-grand-aunt, Antonia 
Minor. Consul, 53 A.D. An allowance 
was made him in 58 to repair his dissi- 
pated fortune. 

Heliopolis. VI. 28. A city of Egypt 
in the south of the Delta, towards Arabia. 
Its sun-worship connected it with the 
phoenix myth. The temple where Poti- 
phera was priest still exists. 

Helius, ('HAos.) XIII. 1. A Greek 
freedman ; fiscal procurator in Asia Minor. 
Poisoned Julius Silanus in A.D. 54. 
Served as governor of Italy with intoler- 
able insolence and cruelty when Nero 
visited Greece in 66 and 67. Put to death 
by Galba in 68. 

Helvidius Priscus. XII. 49; XIII. 
28; XVI. 28, 35. Served in the Fast 
under Claudius; quaestor of Achaia under 
Nero; £ribunus flebeius in 56. When 
his father-in-law, Thrasea, was executed 
in 66, Priscus was banished, but returned 
under Galba, and became praetor. An 
affected bluntness and visionary repub- 
licanism made him so troublesome that 
Vespasian had him put to death, though 
he regretted it afterwards. 

Helvius Rufus. III. 21. A private 
soldier who won a civic crown in a battle 
with Tacfarinas in A.D. 20. According 
to an inscription, he became a tribune of 
the first rank, and rich enough to build a 
bath for the people of Varia, the town 
near Horace's farm. (De Chaupy, Dé- 
couverte de la Maison d' Horace, III. 254.) 

Heniochi, IL 68. A Colchian tribe 
in modern Mingrelia. 

Herculeius. XIV. 8. Captain of a 
trireme ; employed to assassinate Agrip- 
pina Jr., A.D. 59. 

* Hercules. II. 12, 60; III. 6r; 
IV. 38; XII 13, 24; XV. 41. The 
Greek hero, Heracles, who conquered 
Asia Minor, aud whose descendants over- 
ran the Peloponnesus with the Dorians, 


was confused with the sun-god who stole 
the cloud-cows of Geryon in the west, 
and whose great altar King Evander 
built on the spot which afterwards be- 
came the Forum Boarium. As sun-god 
and representative of deified humanity, 
he was identified with the Egyptian Son, 
the Assyrian Sandan, and the Persian 
Verethragna. The German Hercules 
was perhaps Thor, the personification of 
force, and the great wanderer. 

Hercynia Sylva. II. 45. A term 
given to German forests, from Harz = a 
wooded height. Tacitus applies it to 
the Bohmerwald and Erzgebirge, on the 
frontiers of Bohemia. 

Hermunduri II. 63; XII. 29-30 
XIII. 57. A Suevian tribe in Thuringia 
and Franconia, friendly to the Romans. 
Their king, Vibilius, reigned A.D. 17-50 ; 
» proof of comparative peace and discip- 
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Hiberia IV. 5; VI. 33-35 ; XII. 44. 
XIV. 23. (Georgia.) Between Colchis 
and Iberia, N. of Armenia. Its warlike 
mountaineers were the same race as the 
modern Georgians (Turanian). They 
dwelt in towns, and were divided into 
castes. They frequently attacked the 
Armenians and Parthians. 

Hiero. VI. 42. A Parthian satrap, 
A.D. 35. 

Hierocaesarea. II. 47; III. 62. A 
Lydian city, injured by an earthquake, 
A.D. 17; claimed asylum rights, A.D. 22. 

A. Hirtius. I. 10. Consul in B.C. 43. 
Killed in battle against Antony before 
Mutina, It was believed that his own 
soldiers killed him at Octavian's instiga- 
tion. 

Hispania. I. 71, 78; IV. 5, 13, 45; 
VI. 19; XI. 24. Usually mentioned in 
the plural by Tacitus, in reference to the 
three provinces, Tarraconensis, Baetica, 
and Lusitania. The first was Hispania 
Citerior; the two last constituted His- 
pania Ulterior. Baetica was a senatorial 
province, the richest of the empire; the 
others were imperial. 

Hispo Romanus. I. 74. The frst 
delator at Rome, A.D. 15. 

Hister. See Palpelius. 

Homonadensee. III. 48. Mountain- 
eers of interior Cilicia, conquered by 
Sulpicius Quirinius when governor of 
Syria the first time, B.C. 4 or 3. 

Q, Hortensius. II. 37. 38. The 
generous rival of Cicero in oratory, B.c. 
114-50. 

M. Hortensius Hortalus. II. 37. 
Grandson of the last. 
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Hostilius. See Tullus. 


Hypaepa. IV. $55. (Plu. neut. Now 
Beréki.) A Lydian town 35 miles N.E. 


of Ephesus. 

Hyrcania. II. 47; VI. 36,43; XI. 8, 
9; XIII. 37; XIV. 25; XV. I. A 
nation between the north slope of the 
Elburz Mountains and the Caspian Sea. 
The melting snows produce a belt of 
beautiful country, the summer resort of 
the Parthian kings. ‘The name of the 
Hyrcanians is preserved by the modern 
town, Gurkan. They protected Artabanus 
III. and Gotarzes, who fled to them in 
35 and 47 A.D. In 58 and 60 they re- 
belled against Vologaeses I., and sent an 
embassy to pray for Roman aid. 


Iazyges Sarmatae. XII. 29. A Sclav- 
onian people. In 80 B.c., they were 
near the sea of Azov; in 8 B.c., at the 
mouths of the Danube; in 58 A.D., be- 
tween the Theiss and Danube in Western 
Hungary. 

Iceni. XII. 31; XIV. 31. A British 
tribe in Norfolk and Suffolk. Rebelled 
against Rome under their queen, Boadicea, 
A.D. 61. Their name is preserved by 
places in the east of England. 

Idisiaviso. II. 16. See note. 

Iiium. II. 54; IV. 55; VI. 12; XII. 
58. (Zissarli&.) A city which arose on 
the site of ancient Troy, probably in the 
7th century B.C. The Romans regarded 
it as their metropolis, and treated it with 
especial favour. 

Illyricum. I. 5, 46; II. 44, 53; XVI. 
I3. A province on the east coast of the 
Adriatic transferred from the senate to the 
emperor in B.C. II, on account of dis- 
turbances among the tribes. The word 
was used to cover Pannonia and Moesia, 
though they had governors of their own. 
The pepe (the Albanians) were hardy 
and made good soldiers. In the coast 
towns there was"more wealth and civil- 
isation. 

Indus. See Julius. 

Inguiomerus. (/#gomar.) I. 60, 68; 
II. 17, 21,45. Uncle of Arminius, whom 
he aided against the Romans in A.D. 15- 
16. Deserted to Maroboduus in 17. 

Instelus Capito. XIII. 9, 39. A cen- 
turion, ambassador to Vologeses in A.D. 
99. Praefectus castrorum in 58. 

Insubres. XI. 23. Transpadane Gauls 
near Milan, They received Roman fran- 
chise in 49 B.C., but all courts of Cisal- 
pine Gaul were conducted by Roman 
officials. 

Interamna. I. 79. (7er»i.) A town 


on the river Nera, in Umbria. The em- 
perors Tacitus and Florianus (A.D. 275- 
276), who were of the same family as 
the historian Tacitus, had their ancestral 
burying-place there. A statue of the his- 
torian was erected by the people of Terni, 
A.D. 1514. 

Ionium mare, II. 53. The waters on 
the west of Greece. 

Italia. I. 79; III. §4; XI. 22; XII. 
43; XVI. 5. Included the whole of 
Gallia Cisalpina, which, under the em- 
pire, was the most prosperous part of the 
peninsula. The population of the central 
and southern districts had been much 
exhausted by the civil wars, nor do the 
regulations of Augustus appear to have 
replenished them. Large parks, grazing 
farms, and slave labour, were the ruin of 
the nation whose teeming population had 
conquered the world ; and whose admi- 
nistrative genius retained the suprema 
for three centuries after the real strengt 
was gone. 

Italicus. XI. 16, 17. Son of Flavus, 
educated at Rome. Sent by Claudius in 
A.D. 47, at the request of the Cherusci, 
to be their king. e quieted a first re- 
bellion against his authority, but was 
subsequently expelled, and only restored 
to his throne by the aid of the Lango- 
bardi. 

Ituraea. XII. 23. The country be- 
tween Galilee and Damascus, inhabited 
by wandering Arabs, descendants of Jetur, 
the son of Ishmael.

Janus. (Dianus.) II. 49. God of 
day and time. His ancient temple on the 
Forum Holitorium (near the Theatre of 
Marcellus) was rebuilt by C. Duillius, 
B.C. 260, and Tiberius, A.D. 17. 

Jaso. VI. 34. Captain of the Argo- 
nauts. According to Justin (XLII. 2, 3), 
he returned to Colchis with Medea and a 
Thessalian colony. 

Juba Second. IV. 5, 23. King of 
Numidia. Appeared in Julius Caesar's 
triumph over his father after the battle of 
Thapsus. Augustus educated him, mar- 
ried him in B.c. 30 to Cleopatra Selene 
Antony's daughter, and restored him 
his father's kingdom. This wasexchange 
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five years later, for Mauretania, where he 
reigned until A.D. 18 or 19. A volu- 

Judaea. II. 42; XIL 23. Palestine, 
south of Samaria. It was included in 
tbe kingdom of Herod tbe Great, in- 
herited by his son Archelaus (B.C. 4 to 
A.D. 7), and, after his deposition for bad 
government, left in the bands of procura- 


tors. In A.D. 17 it itioned for a 
remission of taxes, from 41 to 44 
belonged to the kingdom of Herod 


Agrippa I. After 49 it formed a part of 

the Syrian province, but had a procurator 

of its own, who included Samaria in his

Julia. I. 53; III. 24; IV. 44; VI. 
$1. Daughter of Augustus by his first 
wife, Scribonia, from whom he was 
divorced a few days after the child's 
birth, B.C. 39. She was carefully edu- 
cated, and married—tst, to Marcellus, 
who died in 23, leaving no children ; 2d, 
to Agrippa, who died in 12, leaving six 
children ; 3d, to Tiberius. The last 
match was made by Livia. Augustus 
had hesitated to marry his ie drj at all 
after Agrippa's death, or thought of giving 
her to a plain Roman knight, who might 
fill a husband's place without meddling 
in affairs of state. She bore no children 
to Tiberius, whom she disliked and 
despised, and her amours were known to 
all at court except her father. Not daring 
to complain, nor able to bear the shame, 
Tiberius retired to Rhodes in B.c. 6. 
Three years after Augustus learned his 
daughter's disgrace. She was banished 
to Pandataria, and afterwards to Rhegium, 
where she died in A.D. 14, shortly after 
her husband’s accession. 

Julia, III. 24; IV. 71. Daughter of 
the last, and wife of M. Aemilius Lepi- 
dus. Banished to Trimerus, A.D. 9, and 
supported gs contemptuous bounty of 
Livia, as ad plotted her ruin. Died 
A.D. 26. 
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Julia. IL $4; VL 15; XIV. 63. 
of Germanicus, born A.D. 18. 
Married M. Vinicius in 33. Her brother, 
Caligula, treated her as a concubine, bat 
banished her in 37. Recalled by Clandins, 


she was again exiled, and finally executed 
through jealousy of Messalina, who 
accused her of adultery with Seneca, A.D. 
4I. 

Julia. III. 29; IV. 60; VI.27; XIII. 
32,43. Daughter of Drusus and Livilla, 
married in A.D. 20 to her cousin, Nero, 
son of Germanicus, whom she watched, by 
her mother's orders, in Sejanus's interests. 
After Nero's death she was betrothed in 
31 to Sejanus, whose fall anticipated 
their union. Married in 34 to Rubellius 
Blandus. Put to death by Messalina in 
44. 

Julianus. See Claudius, Tettius. 

Julius Africanus. VI. 7. A Gaul 
condemned in A.D. 32 as accomplice of 

janus, His son was the orator, Julius 

er. 

Julius Agrippa. XV. 71. Deported 
as accomplice of Piso, A.D. 65. 

Julius Altinus. XV. 71. Deported 
as accomplice of Piso, A.D. 65. 

C. Julius Aquila. XII. 15, 21. An 
eques, who, with a garrison of a few 
cohorts and the aid of the Aorsi, defended 
Bosporus inst Mithridates, A.D. 49. 
He received praetorian ornaments, was 
procurator of Bithynia in 58, and held 
municipal offices at Naples. 

Julius Augurinus. XV. 50. Impli- 
cated in Piso’s conspiracy, A.D. 65. 

CO. Julius Caesar. I. 8, 42; II. 41; 
III. 6; IV. 34, 43; VI. 16; XI. 23, 
25; XIV. 9. B.C. 100-44. In B.C. 60 
he formed the first triumvirate with 
Pompey and Crassus, giving Pompey his 
daughter in marriage. Her death and 
that of Crassus, in $4, broke up the 
arrangement. Caesar remained in Gaul, 
58-49, disciplining an army. Meantime 
the aristocratic faction, headed by Pompey, 
ordered him to lay down his command, 
and assailed the tribunes of the people, 
who acted on his side. This gave him 
an excuse for interference. soba the 
Rubicon, he marched the length of Italy, 
driving all before him. He then returned 
to clear Spain of his enemies, and pursued 
Pompey to Illyricum and Thessaly, finally 
defeating him at Pharsalia, B.C. 48. The 
remainder of the aristocratic ty was 
defeated at Thapsus in Africa, 1n 46, and 
Munda in Spain, in 45. On his return 
to Rome the dictatorial power which had 
already been granted him from time to 
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time was settled upon him for life, and 
he began the work of legislation and 
reformation in which he was interrupted 
by the daggers of his assassins, March 
15th, B.C. 44. 

Julius Celsus. VI. 9, 14. Tribune 
of an urban cohort, and a delator. He 
sometimes spared themenhe had attacked, 
for personal reasons. Imprisoned in A.D. 
32, he strangled himself with the slack of 
his chain. : 

Julius Classicianus. XIV. 38. Z*o- 
curator rationalis of Britain, A.D. 61. 
He made trouble for the governor, Sue- 
tonius, at Rome. 

Julius Clemens. I. 23, 26, 28. Cen- 
turion in Pannonia, A.D. 14. 

Julius Densus. XIII. Ilo. An egwes 
accused of favouring Britannicus, A. D. 54. 

Julius Florus. ITI. 40, 42. A Gallic 
nobleman who headed a rebellion, A.D. 
21. He was defeated, and committed 
suicide. 

Julius Indus. III. 42. One of the 
Treviri. raefectws of an ala of Gallic 
cavalry, A.D. 2I. 

Julius Marinus. VI. 10. Companion 
of Tiberius at Capreae, executed as a 
friend of Sejanus (whom he had helped 
to destroy Curtius Atticus), A.D. 32. 

Julius Montanus. XIII. 25. A sena- 
tor who thrashed Nero when he broke 
into his house ss#cognifo, and tried to 
violate his wife. A few days after he 
learned who it was, and begged forgive- 
ness. This sealed his fate. *''Does he 
presume to live," said Nero, “after beati 
the emperor?" Montanus committ 
suicide. This is the account of Xiphilinus. 

Julius Pelignus. XII. 49. A rascal 
whom Claudius appointed procurator of 
Cappadocia. In 51 he accepted a bribe 
from the usurper Radamistus, to support 
him as prince of Cappadocia. 

Julius Pollio. XIII. 15. Tribune of 
a praetorian cohort, privy to the murder of 
Britannicus. A man of the same name 
was pracfectus practorio under Otho. 

Bex. Julius Postumus, IV. 12. A 

aramour of Mutilia Prisca, and tool of 
janus. 

Julius Sacrovir. III. 40, 44, 46; IV. 
18. An Aeduan nobleman who joined a 
Gallic revolt in A.D. 21. Defeated ty 
Silius near Augustodunum, he retired wit 
a few friends to a country house, where 
they died by their own swords. 

C. Julius Vindex. XV. 74. A Gallic 
nobleman and Roman senator. When 
proprattor of Gallia Lugdunensis in A.D. 
68, he rebelled against Nero, and offered 
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the empire to Galba. Though defeated 
and compelled to suicide by Verginius 
Rufus, Vindex began the motion which 
destroyed Nero. 

Iulus. See Antonius. 

Juncus Vergilianus. XI. 35. An 
ex-praetor, put to death in A.D. 48 as an 
accomplice of Messalina. 

' Junia Calvina. XII. 4, 8; XIV. 12. 
Sister of L. Junius Silanus; falsel 
accused of incest with him, at Agrippina's 
instigation. She was banished, but prob- 
ably survived until the reign of Vespasian, 
when a Calvina of the blood of Augustus 
was still alive. 

Junia Lepida, XVI. 8. Sister of the 
last, aunt of L. Silanus Torquatus, and 
wife of Cassius Longinus. Accused’ of 
incest with her nephew (connection with 
a niece was allowed since Claudius’s 
example), and of sorcery, she was con- 
demned, but her punishment left to the 
emperor's discretion. 

Junia Silana. XI. 12; XIII. 19, 22; 
XIV. 12. Wife of C. Silius, whom he 


‘was obliged to divorce to marry Messa- 


lina. Agrippina, who was intimate with 
her, and ted to be her heir, dissuaded 
a young noble from marrying her. Junia 
learned it, and retaliated by an accusation 
of treason in A.D. 55. Agrippina, how- 
ever, succeeded in refuting it, and in 
banishing Junia, who died at Tarentum 
in 59. 

Junia Tertia. III. 76. Half-sister of 
M. Brutus, and wife of Cassius. She 
survived until 22 A.D. 

Junia Torquate. III. 69. A vestal. 

Junius. II. 28. A sorcerer who 
betrayed Scribonius Libo, A.D. 16. 

L. Junius Arulenus Rusticus. XVI. 
26. Tribunus plebeius in A.D. 66, he 

roposed to veto the condemnation of 
M hrasea, who would not allow the sacri- 
fice. Executed by Domitian for eulogis- 
ing Thrasea. 


E Junius Blaesus. I. 16; III. 35, 58, 
72,74; IV. 23; V. 7; VI. 40. Influential 
with Tiberius as uncle of Sejanus. Suc- 
cessively proconsul of Sicily, Jega£ws of 
Pannonia (during the mutiny of A.D. 14), 
and proconsul of África. e conquered 
Tacfarinas in 22, receiving triumphal 
ornaments and the title /»perator. Con- 
sul suffectus in 28. When Sejanus fell in 
31 he became suspected.  In,36 Tiberius 
conferred upon others priesthoods which 
had been promised him. He considered 
this a death-warrant, and committed 
suicide. 

Junius Blaesus. I. 19, 29; III. 74; 
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VI. 40. Son of the last. Shared his 
campaigns in Pannonia and Africa, and 
his death in 36. 

L. Junius Brutus. I. 1 ; XI. 22, 25. 
Led the movement to expel the Tarquins 
in B.C. $09. Organised the new republic. 

M. Junius Brutus. I. 2; III. 76; 
IV. 34. B.C. 85-42. His mother was 
a mistress of Julius Caesar. He admired 
Cato Uticensis, and followed Pompey (his 

ersonal enemy) in the civil war. After 

harsalia he asked and accepted pardon 
from Caesar, who showed him the greatest 
regard and confidence. Persuaded by 
Cassius to join in Caesar's murder, he 
became a chief among the republicans, 
and fell upon his sword after the defeat 


Decimus Junius Brutus. I. Io. 

One of the assassins of Julius Caesar. In 
the confused wars which followed he was 
cornered with an army in Cisalpine Gaul, 
between Antony and Octavian, tried to 
fly, but was caught and put to death by 
Antony, B.C. 43. 
* Junius Cilo. XII. 21. Governor of 
Bithynia, A.D. 49, and received consular 
ornaments for forwarding Mithridates to 
Rome. He was afterwards accused before 
the emperor for extortion in office. 
Claudius could not hear very well on 
account of the noise in court, and asked 
Narcissus what it was all about. He 
was a friend of Cilo, and said the 
Bithynians were eulogising his good 
government.  '*Very well,” said the 
emperor, **send him back for two years 
more.” 

L. Junius Gallio. VI. 3. A literary 
man, patron of Ovid and the elder Seneca. 
Confined in the houses of the magistrates 
for some time in A.D. 32, for meddling 
with the discipline of the praetorians. 

L. Annaeus Junius Gallo. XV. 
73. Brother of the philosopher Seneca, 
adopted by the last. He was proconsul 
of Achaia, and the apostle Paul was 
brought before him (Acts of the Apostles, 
XVIII. 12). He lost influence after his 
brother's death, and was forced to commit 
suicide. 


Junius Lupus. XII. 42. A senator 
who ventured in A.D. 51 to accuse L. 
Vitellius, then protégé of Agrippina. 


Lupus was banished for it. 
Q Junius Marullus, XIV. 48. Con- 
sul suffectus, Oct. 27th, A.D. 61. 
Junius Otho. III. 66. A rhetorician, 
mentioned by Seneca Sr. When praetor 
in A.D. 22, through Sejanus’s influence, he 
impeached C. Silanus, proconsul of Asia. 
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Junius Otho. VI. 47. 
plebeius. A.D. 37. 

Junius Rusticus. V. 4. Secretary 
of the senate, A.D. 29. 

Appius Junius Silanus. IV. 68; VI. 
9; XI. 29. Consul, A.D. 28. Acquitted 
of treason in 32. Recalled from a Spanish 

overnorship by Claudius, who married 

im to Lepida, Messalina’s mother. 
Messalina fell in love with her stepfather, 
and when he refused her, plotted his 
destruction with Nhrcissus. By agree- 
ment they told the emperor one morning 
that they had dreamed of Silanus murder- 
ing him. As they finished the story an 
attendant rushed in to announce that 
Silanus, who had called by appointment, . 
was breaking into the palace. Claudius 
was convinced of the truth of the dream, 
and had him executed, A.D. 42. 

C. Junius Silanus. III. 66, 68, 69;

D. Junius Silanus. III. 24. Banished 
by Augustus in A.D. 9 for adultery with 
Julia Jr. Restored to Rome, but not to 
civil honours, by Tiberius in A.D. 20. 

M. Junius Silanus, Cali fitus. III. 
24, 57; V. 10; VI. 20. Brother of the 
last; consul suffectus, A.D. 1$5 obtained 
his brother's recall, A.D. 20. In 
his daughter was married to Caligula, 
who, upon his accession, conceived an ill 
will against his father-in-law for not 
following him on a dangerous sea-voyage, 
and forced him to commit suicide. 

M. Junius Silanus, Marci filius. II. 
59. Married Aemilia Lepida, great- 
grand-daughter of Augustus. Consul, 
A.D. I9. Caligula directed the senate to 
make him proconsul of Africa, but became 
jealous, and deprived him of the command 
of the African legion. 

M. Junius Silanus, XIII. 1. Son 
of the last, and great-great-grandson of 
Augustus, just before whose death he 
was born in A.D. I4. He was rich and 
gentle. Caligula called him a golden 

uin Exempted from: the Jex annalis 
by his peculiar nobility, he was consul in 
46, and proconsul of Asia in 54. Agrip- 
pina poisoned him lest he should be a 
rival to her son. 

L. Junius Silanus Torquatus. XV. 
92; XVI. 7. Son of the last, educated 
by Cassius Longinus. Murdered by Nero 
through jealousy, A.D. 65. The last of 
his race. 

L. Junius Sanus Torquatus. XII. 
3, 4, 8. Uncle of the last, born A.D. 
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24. Betrothed in 41 to Octavia, infant 
daughter of Claudius, whom he accom- 
anied to Britain in 44. In 48 Messa- 
na died, and Agrippina assumed control 
of Claudius, destining Octavia for her 
son, Nero. Silanus was accused of incest 
with his sister, and deprived of his 
praetorship. He committed suicide on 
the wedding day of Claudius and Agrip- 
pina. 

D. Junius Silanus Torquatus. XII. 
58; XV. 35; XVI. 8. Brother of the 
last; consul, A.D. $3; executed for 
boasting of his descent from Augustus 
in 
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Juno. IV. 14; XV. 44. Shared Jove's 
temple in the Capitol. Her temple at 
Samos ranked next in magnificence to 
those of Diana at Ephesus, and Jupiter 
at Agrigentum. 

Jupiter. III. 62; XIII. 24; XV. 23, 
41, 64, 74; XVI. 35. The supreme 
god of Latium, worshipped under various 
titles. Nero addressed him as Jupiter 
Vindex, after the analogy of Mars Ultor. 
The temple of Jupiter Stator recorded 
the staying of the Roman flight before 
the Sabines, on the north slope of the 
Palatine Hill. Jupiter Liberator had a 
temple at Rome, repaired by Augustus 
(Mon. Ancyr. Col. VII. ad fn.) (VI. 25, 
N.). The Greeks adored Zeus Soter with 
libations at the close of their meals. 

Justus. See Catonius. 


Labeo. See Antistius, Asconius, Cethe- 
gus, Pompeius, Titidius. 

Lacedaemon. IV. 43; XI. 24. Under 
the Romans a subdivision of the province 
of Achaia, occupying the valley of the 
Eurotas. 

L&co. See Cornelius. 

Laco. VI. 18. A Greek nobleman, 
executed by Tiberius. 

C. Laecanius Bassus. XV. 33. Con- 
sul ordinarius, A.D. 64. Died of a car- 
buncle in Vespasian’s reign. 

XV. 22. A vestal; died A.D. 
62 


Laelius Balbus. VI. 47, 48. Accused 

Acutia of treason, but lost his blood- 

money by the veto of Junius Otho. He 

was banished the same year (A.D. 37) as 
ramour of Albucilla. The senators 
ated him as a aé/lator. 

Laenas. See Vi ius, 

Lamia. See Aelius. 

Lengobardi II. 45; XI. 17. A 
Suevian tribe, in Brandenburg, east of 
the Elbe. They gave Arminius no help 
against the Romans, but subsequently 
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aided him vmm Maroboduus. They 
supported Italicus in A.D. 47 (?). 

Lenuvium. III. 48. A Latin town, 
twenty miles S. W. of Rome. 

Laodicea. IV. $5. (Laodicea ad 
Lycum ; Eski Hissar.) In Phrygia, 
Ioo miles E. of Ephesus. Near Colosse, 
with which it is connected in Paul's 
epistles. Many superb ruins mark its site. 

Leodicea. II. 79; XIV. 27. (Lao- 
dicea ad Mare; Ladakiyeh.) On the 
Syrian coast. Now famous for Latakia 
tobacco. 

CO. Largus Caecina. XI. 33. Claudius's 
colleague in the consulship, A. D. 42; con- 
tinued in office the whole year. Promirient 
as an Arval priest. 

Lerunda. XII. 24. Mother of the 
lares of Rome. It is assumed that the 
temple of Larunda was the same as that 
of the Lares, which stood on the Velia 
at the top of the Sacred Way. 

Latinius Letiaris. IV. 68; VI. 4. 
Sought the consulship in 28 A.D., and 
tried to gain the favour of Sejanus by 
betraying his friend, Titius Sabinus. 
After Sejanus fell Tiberius allowed the 
senate to condemn Latiaris for treason. 

Latinius Pandusa. II. 66. Legatus 


propractore of Moesia, A.D. 15. Died in 


his province before the year 19. 

Letium. IV. 5; XI. 23; XV. 32. 
See IV. 36, XV. 32, NN. 

Letona. III. 61 ; XII. 6r. 
of Coeus ; mother of Phoebus an 
temis. 

Legerda. XIV. 25. An Armenian 
fortress, probably W. of Tigranocerta. 

Lentinus. See Terentius. 

Lentulus. See Cornelius. 

Lepida. See Aemilia, Domitia, Junia. 

Lepidus. See Aemilius. 

Leptis. III. 74. (ZLen/a.) A seaport 
in Africa, a few miles S. of Hadrumetum. 

Lesbos. II. 54; VI. 3. (Mitylene.) 
An Aeolian island. Its chief city, M 
lene, was made free by Pompey. The 
visit of Germanicus and Agrippina in 
A. D. 18 is commemorated by coins. 

Liber. II. 49; III. 61; IV. 38. The 
Latin god Liber and his sister Libera, 
children of Ceres, were originally Latin 
deities quite distinct from Bacchus or 
Dionysus, with whom they were after- 
wards confused. Dionysus, on account 
of his wanderings, and semi-divine nature, 
was connected with Herakles, as a type 
of deified humanity.

Libya. II. 60; The Semitic name for 
the north coast of Africa.

Member of the first triumvirate. Fell in 
a Parthian expedition, B.C. 55. 
M. Licinius Crassus. IV. 62. Prae- 


lor urbanus, A.D. 245; consul, 27. His 
son Piso Licinianus was adopted by the 
emperor Galba, and shared his fall. 

M. Licinius Crassus Frugi. XV. 33; 
Son of the last. Consul ordinarius, A.D. 
64. Put to death by Nero. 

L. Licinius Gabolus. XIV. 12. An 
ex-praetor banished by Claudius to please 
Agrippina. Nero restored him in $9. 

L. Licinius Lucullus. IV. 36; VI. 
$0; XL r; XII. 62; XIII. 34; XV. 
14, 27. Succeeded Sulla as head of the 
aristocratic party. Directed the second 
Mithridatic war, B.C. 74-66, and overran 
Pontus and Armenia. He was checked 
by mutinies in his army, and was obliged 
to resign the command to his popular 
rival, Pompey. Returning to Rome, he 
occupied himself with his luxurious villas 
and gardens. The first triumvirate op- 
posed him, and kept him in constant 
dread. He was dead in 56. 

Limnatis. See Diana. 

Linus. XI. 14. Son of Apollo and 
Calliope; regarded as an ancient poet, 
and especially worshipped at Thebes. 

Liris. XII. 96. (CGarighano.) <A 
stream of Latium, connected with Lake 
Fucinus by Claudius’s tunnel. 

Livia Drusilla Augusta. Born of a 
Claudius who had been adopted into the 
Livian gens, B.C. 56. In 38 Augustus 
married her, taking her from her first 
husband, Ti. Claudius Nero, to whom 
she had borne two sons, Tiberius and 
Drusus Jr. To Augustus she bore no 
sons, but maintained her ascendency over 
him with great tact and ceaseless vigil- 
ance. Herself pure, she connived at her 
husband’s amours, and spent her life in 
schemes for the advancement of her sons. 
She is reported to have procured the 
death of the emperor's sb oem C. and 
L. Caesars, and even to have poisoned 
Augustus himself, on whose death she 
made the arrangements which secured the 
throne for Tiberius, through whom she 
hoped to reign His jealous temper 
thwarted her ambition ; he excluded her 
from public life, avoided her presence, 
and embittered her old age with unkind- 
ness. He refused to visit her in her last 
illnes, and showed no sorrow at her 
death, which occurred in A.D. 29. 

Livia. II. 43, 84; IV. 3, 39, 40; 
VI. 2. Called Livilla; daughter of 
Drusus Sr. by Antonia Jr., and sister of 
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Germanicus. Born B.C. rz. Widowed 
in A.D. 4 by the death of C. Caesar, she 
married her cousin Drusus Jr., and bore 
him two sons and a daughter. Seduced 
by Sejanus, she poisoned her husband in 
23. Eight years after the crime was 
discovered, and Livilla was starved to 
death by her mother Antonia. In 32 
the senate passed a vote of infamy against 


her memory.

Livineius Regulus. XIV. 17.

His son, of the same name, be- 
came a popular despot of Rome by pro- 
posing agrarian and corn laws, and was 
assassinated B.C. QI. 

T. Livius Patavinus. IV. 34. B.C. 
59-A.D. 17. Historian of the Roman 
republic. Augustus laughingly called 
him a ‘‘ Pompeian,” in allusion to his 
republican theories. Cremutius Cordus 
praised his command of language and 
Impartial judgment. 

Locusta. XII. 66; XIII. 15. A 
woman saved by Agrippina when under 
death sentence. She supplied her and 
Nero with poisons for Claudius, Britan- 
nicus, and others, and was granted large 
estates for her services. Galba put her 
to death in A.n. 68. 

Lollia Paulina. XII. 1, 22; XIV. 
12. Wife of Memmius Regulus. Cali- 

la took her from him, married and 

ivorced her. In 48 A.D. she was a can- 
didate for the hand of Claudius. Her 
successful rival, Agrippina, banished her 
the next year, and forced her to suicide. 
The head was brought her, but was 
unrecognisable. Agrippina opened the 
mouth and examined the teeth to make 
sure of her enemy’s death. Pliny Sr. 
once saw Lollia at a betrothal wearing 
gems worth £333,000, a part of the ill- 
rotten gains of her grandfather, M. Lol- 
ius. 

M. Lollius. I. ro. Governor of Ger- 
many in B.C. 16, he was defeated on the 
Rhine by the Germans, a disaster which 
called Augustus in person to Gaul. Lol- 
lius was pardoned, and sent to the east 
as counsellor of young C. Caesar, whom 
he instigated against his stepfather Ti. 
berius, then at Rhodes. He was accused 
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of taking bribes from the King of Parthia, 
and certainly accumulated an immense 
fortune. He fell into disgrace and died, 
probably by suicide, A.D. 3 or 4. His 
memory may have been blackened by the 
enmity of Tiberius. 

M. Lollius Paulinus. III. 48; XII. 
I. Son of the last, and father of Lollia 
Paulina. Consul in an uncertain year. 
Inheriting his father's fortune, it was to 
him that Horace addressed Epistles I. 1 
and 18, with the observation that *'*col- 
lected money is either a man's master or 
servant." 

Londinium. XIV. 33. (Zondon.) A 
flourishing commercial town on the 
Thames, sacked by Boadicea. 

Longinus. See Cassius. 

Longus. See Lucilius. 

Lucania. XI. 24. A province on the 
instep of Italy, inhabited by a primitive 
race of mountaineers. Its cities were 
Greek seaport colonies, admitted to the 
neni franchise after the Social war, 
B.c. 88. 

CO. Luccius Telesinus. XVI. 14. 
Consul ordinarius, A.D. 66. A man of 
merit, and a philosopher. Banished by 
Domitian. 

Lucidus. I. 23. <A centurion mur- 
dered in the Pannonian mutiny, A.D. 14. 

Lucilius Capito. IV. 15. A - 
curator rationalis in Asia. Banished by 
the senate with consent of the emperor 
for usurping authority and using soldiers, 
A.D. 23. 

Lucilius Longus. IV. 15. Consul 
suffectus, A.D. 7. Received a public 
funeral in 23. The only senator that 
accompanied Tiberius to Rhodes. 

Sp. Lucretius Tricipitinus. VI. 11. 
Appointed pracfectus rbi by Tarquinius 
Superbus, against whom he rebelled in 
B.C. 509, to avenge the violation of his 
daughter Lucretia by Sex. Tarquinius. 

Lucrinus lacus. XIV. $. A salt- 
water lake between Avernus and the gulf 
of Baiae. ippa connected it with 
both to make his Julian harbour. 

Lucullus. See Licinius. 

Lugdunum. III.41; XVI. 13. (Lyon.) 
A Roman colony founded at the con- 
fluence of the Rhone and Saóne by Mu- 
natius Plancus in B.C. 43. In r.c. 10 
an altar of Augustus was erected there, 
and its annual games were attended by 
delegates from every state of Gaul, of 
which Lugdunum thus became the reli- 
gious head. . Gallia L 
included the Seine and 
the country between. 


dunensis proper 
ire valley &, and 
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Lugii XII. 29, 30, 31. Lekhs or 
Poles ; eastern neighbours of the Suevians. 

Luppia. I. 60; II. 7. A stream of 
Westphalia, emptying into the Rhine at 
Wesel after a course of 110 miles. 

Lupus. See Cornelius, Curtius, Junius. 

Lurius Varus. XIII. 32. Expelled 
from the senate, probably under Caligula, 
for extortion while proconsul Nero 
restored him. 

Lusitania, XIII. 46. The south- 
western part of the Spanish peninsula, 
governed by an imperial /egatus of prae- 
torian rank. "When Nero appointed the 
quaestorian Otho to the position, he acted 
unconstitutionally. 

Lusius Geta. XI. 31, 33; XII. 42. 
Associate praefect of the praetorians in 
A.D. 48, when Messalina's excesses be- 
came known. He was a weak man, and 
the freedman, Narcissus, practically took 
the reins nya n: emergency. He was 
superseded by Burrus in 51. 

Lusius Saturninus. XIII. 43. An 
ex-consul, P. Suillius accused and con- 
demned him, at Messalina's direction. 

©. Lutorius Priscus. III. 49. A 
clever nobleman, who, when Drusus Jr. 
was ill, composed an obituary poem upon 
him. Drusus recovered, but Priscus was 
vain enough to read the verses to some 
ladies of his acquaintance. For this he 
was condemned and put to death. 

Lycia. II. 60, 79; XIII. 33. South- 
western Asia Minor, inhabited by a brave 
and civilised Semitic race, which wor- 
shipped Apollo at Patara and Xanthus. 
They were ruined by the extortions of 
M. Brutus when preparing for Philippi. 
Claudius united them in one imperial 
province with Pamphylia. The Mare 
Lycium was the Carpathian Sea between 
Lycia and Crete. 

Lycurgus. III. 26. Lawgiver of the 
Lacedaemonian Dorians. Placed by Aris- 
totle in the 9th century B.C. 

Lydia. III. 61; IV. . Western 
central sea-board of Asia Minor, inhabited 
in Homer’s time by Pelasgian Maeonians, 
reported to have sent colonies to Greece 
and Italy. Afterwards conquered by the 
Lydians (a Semitic race from the east), 
whose kingdom in the 7th century B.c. 
embraced most of Asa Minor The 
Lydians preserved their primitivelammmagne 
and religion under Persian 
Roman rule, 

Lydus. IV. $5. My 
eponymus of Lydia. 

Lygdus. IV. 8, ro. (^ 
Jr.'s eunuch. Poisoned 
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A D. by Sejanus’s orders. In 31 the 
plot was discovered. Lygdus was tortured 
and executed. 


Macedones Hyrcani. II. 47. A 
settlement of Hyrcanians in Lydia, estab- 
lished by the Persians, and afterwards 
mingled with Macedonians. 

Macedonia. I. 76, 80; II. 55; III. 
38, 61; IV. 55; V. 10; VI. 28, 333 
XII. 62. A powerful kingdom, north- 
east of Greece. Philip V. was defeated 
by the Roman consul, Flamininus, in B.C. 
197, and Perseus by Paulus Aemilius in 
168. After this Macedon became a Roman 
province. Augustus assigned it to the 
senate, but the people, at their own 
request, were transferred to the emperor's 
government from A.D. 15 to the time of 
Claudius. 

Macer. See Pompeius. 

Macrina. See Pompeia. 

Naevius Sertorius Macro. VI. 15, 
23, 29, 38, 45, 48, 50. A low-born but 
audaciousattendant of Tiberiusat Capreae. 
When Tiberius learned Sejanus's designs 
in Oct. A.D. 31, Macro proceeded to Rome, 
drew Sejanus to the senate-house under 
pretext of conferring the tribunician power 
upon him, and had him arrested there 
while he was himself securing the allegi- 
ance of the praetorians without. He 
became their prefect after the fall of 
Sejanus, and abused his influence with 
the emperor to ruin Scaurus, Arruntius, 
and other nobles. He prostituted his 
wife Ennia to Caligula, and plotted to 
raise him to the throne. He is said to 
have hastened the end of Tiberius. 
Caligula favoured his accomplices for 
some time after his accession, and made 
Macro is of Egypt, but, growing 
weary of them, put them to death. 

C. Cilnius Maecenas. I. 54; III. 
30; VI. 11; XIV. 53,55; XV. 39. An 
egues of Etruscan family, the prime 
minister of Augustus, who left him in 
command of the city and all Italy (an 
office far exceeding that of a constitutional 
pracfectus urbt) while he campaigned at 
Sicily and Actium. Wealthy and dis- 
tinguished, Maecenas, whether from policy 
or choice, never accepted a higher position 
than that of egues. He seems to have 
been a consistent Epicurean, and to have 
despised the ordinary ambitions of men, 
while he enjoyed his practical luxury and 
power. He made a display of indolence 
and foppery, caressing actorsand scribbling 
amorous verses, while he displayed in 
private consummate business ability. 
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When Agrippa married Julia in s.c. 
21, Maecenas fell into the shade. He 
had arranged the match himself, but 
appears to have miscalculated his power 
to renounce station, and felt bitterly that 
he was now but third in the state. An 
amour between his wife, Terentia, and 
Augustus widened the breach between 
emperor and minister, leaving but a 
shadow of their former friendship. Mae- 
cenas died B.C. 8, and was buried in his 
superb Esquiline Gardens. 

Magius Caecilianus. III. 37. Falsely 
and unsuccessfully accused of treason 
during his praetorship, A.D. 21. 

Magnesia ad Maeandrum. III. 62. 
(nck Bazar.) Six miles north of the 
river Maeander, and not far from Ephesus. 
The ruins of the temple of Artemis 
Leucophryene, considered the best pro- 
portioned in the world, have been dis- 
covered and examined. 

Magnesia a Sipylo. II. 47. (Maxissa.) 
At the foot of Mt. Sipylus, fifteen miles 
N.E. of Smyrna, where Antiochus was 
defeated by Scipio Asiaticus, B.C. 20. 

Mallovendus. II. 25. A Marsian 


chieftain. Submitted to the Romans, 
A.D. 16. 
Malorix. XIII. 54. (Malarich.) 


Friesian ambassador to Rome, A.D. 58. 
Maluginensis. See Servius. 
Mamercus. See Aemilius. 

Mancia. See Curtilius. 

Manlius. II. 50. Banished as paramour 
of Appuleia Varilla, A.D. 17. 

T. Manlius Valens. XII. 40. Legatus 
legionis in Britain, A.D. 50. Died consul 
at the age of 90, A.D. 96. 

Marcellus. See Asinius, Claudius, 
Cornelius, Eprius, Granius. 

L. Marcius Philippus. III. 72. Step- 
brother of Augustus, at whose request he 
built a temple to Hercules and the Muses, 
and a portico bearing his own name. 

Marcia. I. 5. Daughter of the last 
by Augustus’s aunt, Atia Minor. Her 
father-in-law married her sister as a 
second wife. Marcia married Paulus 
Fabius Maximus, and, by disclosing to 
Livia his visit to Planasia, occasioned his 
death. 

Marcianus. See Granius. 

Marcius Festus. XV. 50. An egwes 
connected with Piso's conspiracy. 

P. Marcius. II. 32. Executed as 
sorcerer, A.D. I6. 

Marcomannti. II. 46,62. (The Marck 
or Border men.) A Suevian tribe in 
Bohemia ; the clan of Maroboduus, who 
resided among them. 
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Mardi XIV. 23. Warlike hill tribes 
in Persia and Armenia. Oneclan attacked 
Corbulo in A.D. 60, apparently in the 
vicinity of Lake Van. 

Marinus. See Julius. 

P. Marius Celsus. XIV. 48. Consul 
ordinarius, A.D. 62; curator aquarum, 
64-66. 

Marius Celsus. XV.25. Son of the 
last. Legatus /egionis under Corbulo in 
63. He supported Galba and Otho, and 
was consul suffectus in 69. 

Marius Nepos. II. 48. An ex-prae- 
tor of dissolute habits. Tiberius relieved 
his poverty, but expelled him from the 
senate. 

C. Marius. I. 9; XII. 6. B.C. 157- 
86. Leader of the popular party. Con- 
queror of Jugurtha and the Cimbri; 
general in the Social war. Opposing 
Sulla's appointment to the command of 
the Mithridatic war in 88, he was expelled 
from Rome, but returned with an army 
to hold eighteen days of a seventh con- 
sulship which had been promised him by 
a Syrian prophetess. Died of exhaustion 
from his efforts and trials. 

Sex. Marius. IV. 36; VI. 19. <A 
native of Spain, where he owned large 

old mines. Accused by Calpurnius 
Salvianus in A.D. 25, he was protected 
by Tiberius, but afterwards gained the 
old emperor’s ill will by removing his 
beautiful daughter from his advances. 
Tiberius accused him of incest, had him 
executed, and seized his property. 

Maroboduus. (Marbod. ) II. 26, 44, 
46, 62, 63; III. 11. A Suevian chief, 
who learned Roman ideas while a hos- 
tage, and formed a German confederation, 
over which he ruled, from the Danube to 
the Baltic, east of the Elbe. His jealousy 
of the Cheruscans prevented him from 
aiding them inst Germanicus.  Ar- 
minius attacked and broke up his king- 
dom in A.D. 17, and in 19 Maroboduus 
fled to Tiberius for protection, and was 
allowed to reside at Ravenna until his 
death in 35. 

Mars. IJ. 64; III. 18; XIII. 8, 57. 
Augustus erected a temple to Mars Ultor 
in the Forum Augusti, in commemoration 
of his vengeance upon the assassins of 
Julius Caesar. Here the statues of vic- 
torious generals were placed. The Ger- 
man war-god Tiu was considered the 


Marsi I. 50, 56; II. 25. <A con- 
federation of tribes between the Ruhr and 
Lippe, in Rhenish Prussia. 

Martialis. See Cornelius. 


Martina. II. 74; III. 7. A Syrian 
witch, supposed to have poisoned Ger- 
manicus at Piso’s command. Brought 
to Italy as a witness, she contrived to kill 
herself. 

Marullus. See Junius. 

Marus. II. 63. (Morava or March.) 
Confluent of the Danube between Vienna 
and Pressburg, giving its name to Mo- 
ravia. 

Massilia. IV. 43, 44; XIII. 47; XIV. 
97. (Marseille. ) A Greek colony in 
Southern Gaul, retaining its original lan- 
guage under the empire, and considered 
an advantageous place for residence or 
education. 

Mater Deum. IV. 64. A title of 
Cybele, whose worship was introduced in 
Rome B.C. 204. Her temple was on the 
Palatine. 

C. Matius Calvena. XII. 60. A 
rich egues, friend of Julius Caesar and 
Augustus. An amiable and learned man, 
with a taste for gardening. 

Mattiacl XI. 20. (Matte ach = 
meadow-spring.) A German tribe near 
the hot-springs of Wiesbaden. 

Mattium. I. 56. Capital of the 
Chatti in Hesse Cassel. 

Mauri. II. 52; IV. 5, 23; XIV. 28 
The primitive Berber tribes of the Atlas 
region and coast, distinguishable from 
the Numidians, who lived farther east. 
There were two imperial provinces, Mau- 
retania Tingitana, and M. Caesariensis. 

Maximilla. See Egnatia. 

Maximus. See Caesennius, Fabius, 
Sanquinius, Trebellius. 

Masippa. II. 52. Chief of the Mauri, 
and ally of Tacfarinas. 

Medea. VI. 34. Wife of Jason, and 
traditional ancestress of the Aedes. 

60; VI. 34. <A warlike 

Indo- European race, south of the Cas- 

pes A part of the Persian empire, they 

came notorious for effeminacy, and 

submitted without a struggle to Alex- 
ander and the Parthians. 

Media Atropatene. IL 4, 56; XIII. 
41; XIV. 26; XV. 2, 31. A region of 
Media near Armenia, where the inhabit- 
ants retained their hardihood. The 
satrap Atropates established himself as 
king at the time of Alexander. About 
the time of Augustus the kingdom be- 
came an appanage of the Parthian crown, 
and was held by the heir-apparent, Ar- 
menia being reserved for the king's second 
son, or brother. 

Meherdates (or Mithridates) XI. 
10; XII. 10, 11, 14. A grandson of 
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Phraates, despatched by Claudius in A.D. 
49 as a rival claimant of the Parthian 
throne. He was captured by Gotarzes, 
who cut off his ears. 

Mela. See Annaeus. 

Melitene. XV. 26. (Malatla.) A 
city near the Euphrates, in eastern Cap- 
padocia. 

L. Memmius Pollio. XII.9. A tool 
of Agrippina. Consul suffectus, A.D. 49. 

P. Memmius Regulus. V. i1; VI. 
4; XII. 22; XIV. 47. As consul suf- 
fectus in A.D. 31 he-aided in the over- 
throw of Sejanus ; was governor of Moe- 
sia and Achaia in 35. Caligula fell in 
love with his wife, Lollia Paulina, by hear- 
say, and took her from him, but he re- 
mained unharmed under the reigns of 
Claudius and Nero, dying in 61. 

C. Memmius Regulus. XV. 23. Son 
of the last. Consul ordinarius, A.D. 
6 


Memnon. II. 61. A traditional hero 
of the east, called the son of the morning 
(Aurora), who fought and fell, as an ally 
of Troy, in the days of King Priam. 
When the Greeks in Egypt observed the 
statues of Amenophis III., they ascribed 
them, on account of the resemblance of 
name, to the Homeric hero, and claimed 
that a sound like a breaking harp-string, 
which proceeded from the statue at sun- 
rise, was his salutation to his mother. 

Menelaus. II. 60. King of Sparta, 
and husband of Helen. After the fall of 
Troy in 1184 B.c., he wandered for eight 
years in the east, and was long wind- 
bound on the tian coast. 

Mercurius. II. 57. The name 
applied by the Romans, as is supposed, 
to the German Woden. See Latham's 
Germasia, 8 9. 

Merula. See Apidius, Cornelius. 

Mesopotamia. VI. 36.44; XII. 12. 
The district between the Pu and 
Tigris, north of the Median Wall (or its 
ruins), which separated it from Babylonia. 
As Trajan conquered it and made it one 
rovince with Babylonia, Tacitus, who 
ved in his reign, probably used the word 
in its wider sense. 

Meesala, Messalina. See Valerius, 
Valeria. 

Meesenia. IV. 43. Thesouth-western 
district of the Peloponnesus. The people's 
independence of Sparta was established 
by Epaminondas, B.C. 369. The Mes- 
senians offered no resistance to Philip of 
Macedon after the battle of Chaeronea, 
in 338, and supported Antigonus Doson 
at Sellasia in 221. On both occasions 
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they were rewarded by an extension of 
their boundaries. 

Metellus. See Caecilius. 

Miletus. II. 54; III. 63; IV. 43, 55. 
A Carian city, devoted to the worship of 
Apollo. It lost its original importance 
when taken by Alexander the Great in 
B.C. 334. 

Milichus. XV. 54, 55,71. (MeDuxos.) 
A treacherous freedman, who divulged 
the secret of Piso’s conspiracy. 

Minerva. XIII. 24; XIV. 12. The 
Italian goddess of thought and design. 
She occupied one of the ce/lae of the 
Capitol. Her image or palladium, en- 
suring the luck of Rome, was kept in 
Vesta’s temple. Her festival, the Ouin- 

uatruus, began March 19th, and lasted 
ve days. She had a temple near the 
Pantheon on thc Campus Martius. 

Minos. III. 26. Lawgiver of Crete; 
grandson of the elder Minos (Europa's 
child). 

Minucius Thermus. VI. 7. An 
eques, executed as a friend of Sejanus, 
A.D. 32. 

Minucius Thermus. XVI. 20. Per- 
haps son of the last. Executed in A.D. 
66 as an enemy of Tigellnus He was 
an ex-praetor. 

Misenum. IV. 5; VI. 50; n 
XV. 46, 51. (Capo di Miseno.) e 
headland north of the Bay of Naples ; a 
precipitous mountain, connected with the 
mainland by a strip of soil. Post of the 
Tyrrhene squadron, and site of Lucullus's 
villa, where Tiberius died. 

Mithridates Sixth. II. 55; III. 62, 
73; IV. 14, 36. King of Pontus, who 
waged two wars against Rome. At the 
beginning of the first (B.C. 88-84) he 
ordered a massacre of the 150,000 Romans 
in Asia Minor. It was ended by Sulla. 
The second was a desperate struggle, 
maintained while Rome was fighting 
Sertorius in Spain, and S s in 
Italy (B.C. 74-63). Defeated by Lucullus 
ay Pompey, Mithridates committed sui- 
cide. 

Mithridates. XII. 15, 21. A de- 
scendant of the Pontic kings, and through 
them of the Achaemenian line of Persia. 
Appointed king of Bosporus by Claudius 
in A.D. 41, he was accused, and replaced 
by his brother Cotys. Heleda barbarian 
army against his former kingdom in 49, 
but was defeated and sent to Rome, 
where he was executed in 69 for con- 
spiring against Galba. 

Mithridates. VI. 33; XI. 8,9; XII. 
45, 47. Brother of Pharasmanes of Hi- 
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beria. In 35 A.D. he became king of 
Armenia, by murdering Arsaces I. at the 
instigation of Tiberius. Summoned to 
Rome by Caligula, he was restored to 
his throne in 42-43 by Claudius, with the 
aid of Pharasmanes, who afterwards re- 
pented of his generosity, and, the 
agency and treachery of his (Pharas- 
manes’s) son Radamistus, dethroned and 
murdered Mithridates in 51. 

Mnester. XIV. 9. Freedman of 
Agrippina Jr. 

Mnester. XI. 4, 36. A Greek actor. 
Messalina forced him to act as her para- 
mour, taking him from his former mis- 
tress, Poppaea. When Messalina fell in 
A.D. 48, Mnester was executed, though 
he had only served her by compulsion. 

Moesia. I. 80; II. 66; IV. $5, 47 5 
VI. 29. (Servia and Bulgaria.) The 
country between the Danube and the 
Balkans, organized in the reign of Au- 
gustus as an imperial province, with an 
army of two legions. The barbarous in- 
habitants were akin to the Thracians. 

Mona. XIV. 29. (Anglesey.) An 
island 17 x 20 miles in size, separated 
from the coast of North Wales by the 
Menai Straits. It was frequented by the 
Druids, and their groves gave the island 
(now unusually bare) its Celtic name, Yn:5 
Dowyll, **the isle of shade."  Druidical 
remains are found there. 

Monaeses. XV. 2, 4. Satrap of 
Vologaeses. 

Monobazus. XV. 1,14. Brother and 
successor of Izates of Adiabene. He 
shared the Parthian campaigns against 
Corbulo, and his sons accompanied Tiri- 
dates to Rome. 

Montanus. See Curtius, Julius, Trau- 
lus, Votienus. 

Mosa. II. 6, 47; XI. 20. (Maas or 
Meuse.) Flows 500 miles N. W. through 
Belgium to the sea at Rotterdam. It is 
connected with the Rhine by the Vahalis, 
but Corbulo made a shorter cut by digging 
a canal along the coast between the two 
rivers. 

Moechi. XIII. 37. A tribe on the 
S. E. of the Euxine. 

Mosella. XIII. 53. (Afoselle.) Flows 
300 miles from the Vosges Mountains, 
past Metz and Tréves, to the Rhine at 
Coblentz (Confluentes). 

Mosteni. II. 47. The people of a 
Lydiantown between Thyatira and Sardis. 

L. Mummius Achaicus. IV. 43; 
XIV. 21. Took Corinth in B.c. 146, 
and fixed the boundaries of the Pelo. 
ponnesian states in 145. He was the 
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first to exhibit plays in connection with 
bis triumph. 

Munatius Gratus. XV. 50. Aneqwes. 
Conspired with Piso, A.D. 65. 

Munatia Plancina. II. 43, 55, 75; 
III. 9, 15, 17; VI. 26. Daughter of 
Horace's friend Plancus, the wife of Cn. 
Piso, and the confidant of Livia. She 
accompanied her husband to the east, and 
shared in his attacks upon Germanicus 
and Agrippina When Piso fell in A.D. 
20, she was spared to please Livia and 
annoy Agrippina, but was forced to 
suicide in A.D. 33, after the deaths of her 
friend and her enemy. 

L. Munatius Plancus. I. 39. Brother 
of the last ; consul in A.D. 13; sent ona 
complimentary delegation to Germanicus 
on the Rhine in I4. 

Musa. See Aemilia. 

C. Musonius Rufus. XIV. 59; XV. 
71. An eqgwes from Volsinii, and a Stoic 
philosopher ; the counsellor of Rubellius 
Plautus, and the teacher of Epictetus. 
Banished by Nero in A.D. 65 as an accom- 
plice of Piso, he returned in 69, and tried 
to preach philosophy to the troops of 
Antonius Natalis. 

MusulamiL II. 52; IV. 24. A tribe 
of Moors on the north slope of Mt. 
Aurasius ; conquered by Lentulus Gaetuli- 
cus, A.D. 6. evolted with Tacfarinas, 
A.D. 17-24, and again under Claudius. 

Mutilia Prisca. IV. 12. A conf. 
dential friend of Livia Augusta. 

Mutilus. See Papius. 

Myrina. II. 47. A iret seaport. 

Mytilene. VI. 18; XIV. 53. (Now 
Mitylene.) The capital of Lesbos, cele- 
brated for its good harbour, delicate wine, 
and delightful climate. 


Nabataei. II. 57. Bedouins, the 
descendants of Nebaioth, son of Ishmael. 
They maintained an Indian trade between 
the Gulf of Akaba and Palestine, accumu- 
lating great treasures in the rock city of 
Petra, their capital. 

Nar. I. 79; III. 9. (Merva.) An 
Umbrian confluent of the Tiber. 

TL Claudius Narcissus. XI. 29, 30, 
33. 34; 37, 38 ; XII. 1, 57,65; XIII. 1. 
The freedman and chancellor of Claudius ; 
accumulated 43,300,000. At first the 
tool of Messalina, he overthrew her 
when she married Silius. He tried to 

rsuade the emperor to marry Aelia 
Paetina, and he increased the ill will of 
Agrippina, which he had thus incurred, 
by protecting Junia Silana. She failed 
to convict him of his peculation in drain-

ing Lake Fucinus, and put him to death” 
in A.D. 54, as soon as Claudius was 
dead. 

Narnia. III. 9. (Naraz.) On the 
Nar, in Southern Umbria. 

Nasica. See Caesius. 

Naso. See Valerius. 

Natta. See Pinarius. 

Nauportus. I. 20. (Ober Laybach.) 
A town of Pannonia, on a river of the 
same name, by which the Argonauts are 
said to have reached the Adriatic, after 
carrying their ship from the Danube. 

Naxus. XVI. 9. (JVaxia.) Largest 
of the Cyclades. A fertile and pleasing 
island. 

Neapolis. XIV. 10; XV. 33; XVI. 
10. (JVapíes.) A Campanian seaport, 
colonised from Chalcis in Euboea at an 
early period. It retained its Greek 
character, language, theatres, and games, 
under the emperors. Nero there appeared 
on the stage. Claudius made it a colony, 
but it was far less important than the 
modern Naples, which is the largest city 
in Italy. 

Nemetes. XII. 27. Suevian allies of 
Ariovistus, subsequently settled under 
Roman protection on the west of the 
Rhine. Their capital, Noviomagus, is 
now Spires, in the Palatinate of the 
Rhine. 

Nepos. See Flavius, Marius. 

Neptunus. III. 63. Poseidon; especi- 
ally worshipped at Tenos. 

Nero Claudius Caesar Drusus Ger- 
manicus. Son of Cn. Domitius Aheno- 
barbus by Agrippina Jr. Bornat Antium, 
Dec. 15th, A.D. 37. His mother married 
as a third husband her uncle Claudius in 
A.D. 49, forced him to adopt her son in 
$0, and poisoned him in 54. The prae- 
torians bad been prepared. Nero at 
once ascended the throne, having the 
year before married Octavia, the daughter 
of Claudius. He was willing to let his 
mother manage his state affairs, but when 
she tried to interfere with his amours he 
showed a spirit of weak and selfish 
obstinacy. Agrippina tried to frighten 
him by petting Britannicus, the lawful 
heir of the throne, but Nero had the 
boy poisoned. From this time there was 
no peace between the domineering mother 
and cowardly son. In $59 he murdered 
her, and in 62 married his mistress, 
Poppaea, putting Octavia to death. In 
64 he was accused of spreading the con- 
flagration at Rome, and persecuted the 
Christians. In 65 an unsuccessful con- 
spiracy against his life fanned his timidity 
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into burning cruelty, and from this time 
his government was a reign of terror. In 
67 he made a tour of Greece to display 
his talents as a musician and horse-driver. 
On his return in 68, Rome submitted as 
usual to his insane conceit, but the 
western provinces rebelled. Galba ad- 
vanced from Spain; Nero was utterly 
helpless, and’ proposed to soften the 
hearts of the soldiers by playing his lyre 
for them. Every one deserted him ; the 
senate condemned him; he lacked the 
nerve to kill himself, and a freedman 
helped him to cut his throat. 

Nero. II. 43; III. 29; IV. 8, 17, 
59, 67; V. 3,4. Eldest son of Germani- 
cus and Agrippina, born about A.D. 6. 
Betrothed as a boy to the daughter of 
Silanus Creticus, but not married. In 
20, a year after his father's death, Tiberius 
commended him to the senate, granted 
him a priesthood, and married him to his 
grand-daughter, Julia, daughter of Drusus 
Jr., after whose death he became heir to 
the throne. Sejanus proceeded to ruin 
him ; instigated his vile and his brother 
Drusus against him; caught his rash 
words by spies, and in 29 induced Ti- 
berius to complain of him and ippina 
to the senate, which condemned them for 
treason on a second vote, Nero was 
banished to Pontia, and soon murdered. 

Nerulinus. See Suillius. 

Nerva. See Cocceius, Silius. 

Nicephorium. VI. 41. A city on the 
Euphrates, built by Alexander the Great 
to commemorate his victories. Now 
Rakka, in a pashalic of the same name. 

Nicephorius. XV. 4. (Btls Chat.) 
A confluent of the Tigris in Armenia. 

Nicopolis. II. 53 ; V. 10. A city of 
Epirus, built by Augustus to commemorate 
the victory of Actium. It occupied the 
site of his camp, was endowed with the 
privileges of a colony, and was the site of 
quinquennial games, called Actia. 

Niger. See Bruttedius, Veianus. 

Noricum. II. 63. Modern Styria, 
Carinthia, etc., in Southern Austria. Its 
kings were conquered after a hard fight 
in I3 B.C., and it became a second-class 
imperial province, under an equestrian 
procurator. 

Cn. Novius. XI. 22. Executed in 
A.D. 47 for attempting the life of Claudius. 

Novius Priscus. XV. 71. Banished 
as ene of Seneca in A.D. 6S5. Consul 
in 78. 

Nucerla. XIII. 31; XIV. 17. (Vocera.) 
A town of Campania, eight miles from 
Pompeii, with whose inhabitants its people 
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maintained a feud, referred to in street 
scrawlings found at Pompeii. 

Numa Pompilius. III. 26; XV. 41. 
Second king of Rome, B.C. 715-672. 

Numa Maroius. VI. 11. Son of the 
first pontifex maximus, son-in-law of 
Numa Pompilius, and father of Ancus 
Marcius. Appointed fraefectus wurói by 
Tullus Hostilius. 

Numantia. XV. 13. A Spanish town 
near the modern Soria. In B.C. 136 the 
inhabitants besieged C. Hostilius Man- 
cinus and his legions in an entrenched 
camp, and forced them to surrender. 

Numantina. IV. 22. Divorced from 
Plautius Silvanus and married to Sex. 
Appuleius. In 24 A.D. Silvanus murdered 
a second wife, and Numantina was 
accused of having maddened him by 

hiltres, but was acquitted. Her story is 

nown from an inscription by which she 
commemorated her son, Sex. Appuleius, 
*' the last of his race." 

Numidae. II. 52; III. a1. (Noudóes.) 
The Greek name for the Berber tribes of 
North Africa. They were partly civilised 
under the Romans, and produced much 

in, but returned to their wandering 

bits on the slightest occasion, like the 
Cossacks of Southern Russia. They 
have maintained their language and 
customs unaffected by successive conquests 
of Carthaginians, Romans, Vandals, and 
Saracens. 

Nymphidius Sabinus. XV. 72. A 
freedwoman’s bastard, made colleague 
of Tigellinus in the practorium, A.D. 65. 


Killed in an attempt for the throne in 68. 
Obaritus. XIV. 8. Acenturion of 
the marines. 


Obultronius Sabinus. XIII. 28 
Treasury guaestor, accused of extortion. 

Occia. II. 86. Vestalis maxima; 
died A.D. 19. 

Oceanus septemtrionalis. I. 70; 
II. 24. (orth Sea.) Remarkable for 
high tides. 

Octavia. IV. 44, 75. Sister of Au- 

astus. Her husband, M. Marcellus, 
eft her a widow in B.C. 40, with a son 
and two daughters. In 39 she married 
Mark Antony, and bore him twodaughters. 
In 36 he returned to Cleopatra, a woman 
as inferior to his wife in beauty as "s 
every virtue. Octavia was persistently 
faithful supplied him with money and 
troops for his Armenian expedition, and 
after his death in 30 educated his son by 
Fulvia and his children by Cleopatra. 
She died in B.C. 11 universally regretted. 
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See the table of her daughters’ descend- 
ants (II. 51, N.). 

Octavia. XI. 32; XII. 2, 3, 9, 58, 
68; XIII. 12; XIV. 60, 63, 64. Daughter 
of Claudius and Messalina, probably born 
in A.D. 39. In 48 her stepmotber, 
Agrippina, broke her childish betrothal 
to L. Junius Silanus, and married her in 
$3 to Nero, with whom Octavia, ascended 
the throne in 54. He never loved her ; 
divorced her in 62, and married Poppaea 
sixteen days after. He banished her at 
Poppaea's desire, was frightened into 
recalling her by a mob, but banished her 

in as soon as he dared, and murdered 
her. Her head was brought to Poppaea. 

Octavius Fronto. II. 33. Ex-praetor. 
Proposed a sumptuary law, A.D. 16. 

C. Octavius Rufus. I. 9. Governor 
of Macedonia, where he was proclaimed 
imperator for defeating the Bessi. Died 
at Nola in Campania, while expecting the 
consulship, B.C. $8. His wife, Atia, 
niece of Julius Caesar, and his children, 
DOMNUS (Augustus) and Octavia, survived

Octavius Sagitta. XIII. 44. De- 
ported in A.D. 58 for murdering his 
mistress, and sent back to his island by 
Vespasian, when he ventured to return 
to Rome in 70. 

Odrusae. III. 38 <A ferocious tribe 
of Thracian mountaineers. 

Olennius. IV. 72. Acenturio primipi- 
laris who received the tribute of the 
Frieslanders. His exactions caused a 
revolt, from which he fled in 28 A.D. 

T. Ollius. XIII. 45. A senator exe- 
cuted as accomplice of Sejanus in A.D. 
31. He was the husband of one Poppaea 
Sabina, and father of the other. 

C. Oppius. XII. 60. An egues, the 
friend and confidant of Julius Caesar, who 
showed him the greatest personal regard. 


Niebuhr considered him author of the 
work de Bello Alexandrino. 
M. Opsius Navius. IV. 68, 71. Ac- 


cuser of Titius Sabinus, A.D. 28.  After- 
wards executed by Tiberius. 

Ordovices. XII. 33. A tribe in 
North Wales. Their capital was Cono- 
vium (Conway). 

Orfitus. See Cornelius, Paccius. 

Ornospades. VI. 37. A Parthian 
exile, who became a Roman citizen, and 
served under Tiberius in Dalmatia, A.D. 
6-9. He was afterwards pardoned by 
his king, and became satrap of Meso- 
potamia. Supported Tiridates in A.D.

banus III. of Parthia. Defeated by the 
Hiberians and Sarmatians in A.D. 35. 

Ortygia. III. 61. A grove near 
Ephesus. See Note. 

Ostia. II. 40; XI. 26; XV. 39, 43; 
XVI.9. The port of Rome. The mouth 
of the Tiber became choked with sand, 
and Claudius built a new port two miles 
north, connecting it with the river bya 
canal, which is now the only navigable 
channel. Ostia and the Portus Ostiensis 
are now two miles inland, on account of 
alluvial deposits ; but their ruins, and the 
quaysof Claudiusand Trajan, are distinctly 
visible. 

Ostorius Sabinus. XVI. 23, 30, 33. 
An eques, rewarded with £10,000 and 
insignia guaestoria for accusing Bareas 
Soranus in A.D. 66. 

P. Ostorius Scapula. XII. 31, 35, 
38, 39. Consul suffectus under Claudius, 
and governor of Britain, A.D. 47-52. He 
drew a chain of forts from the Severn to 
the Wash, and won triumphal honours 
by capturing Caractacus. His death in 
52 was caused by the weariness and vexa- 
tion of barbarian warfare. 

M. Ostorius Scapula. XII. 31; XIV. 
48; XVI. 14, 15. Son of thelast. Won 
a civic crown in a battle with the Iceni. 
Executed in 64 on MEC of inquiring the 
length of Nero’s life by sorcery. His 
accuser was a man whose life he had saved 
two years before by refusing to give evi- 
dence against him. 

Otho. See Salvius. 


Paccius Orfitus. XIII. 36; XV. 12. 
A primipilaris on Corbulo's staff, who 
was defeated by rashly engaging the 
enemy in $8, and was reduced to his 
former position as primipfilus. He was 
in the army of Paetus in 62, and ran away. 

Paconianus. See Sextius. 

M. Paconius. III. 67. Zegufss of C. 
Junius Silanus in Asia, he joined in prose- 
cuting him for embezzlement, A.D. 22. 
Afterwards executed by Tiberius for 
treason. 

C. Paconius Agrippinus. XVI. 28, 
33. Son of the last, banished by Nero 
in A. D. 66 on suspicion of treason. When 
the senate was consulting, he was in the 

asium. A friend came to announce 

is condemnation. *'' To death or banish- 
ment?"  *'*Banishment" ‘‘ And my 
property ?" ‘‘Is left you.” ‘‘Very well," 
said Paconius: *! we will lunch at Aricia." 

Pacorus, XV. 2, 14, 31. Appointed 
king of Media Atropatene by his brother, 
Vologeses. 
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Pacuvius. II. 79. <A /egafus legtonis 
who aided Sentius to check Cn. Piso after 
the death of Germanicus, and subse- 
quently governed Syria as the /egafzs 
of Aelius Lamia, who was appointed 
governor in A.D. 20, but kept at Rome 
bythe jealous policy of Tiberius. Pacuvius 
battened on the province. Every night 
he celebrated his own funeral feast, and 
was carried to bed drunk in a mock pro- 
cession, while his pimps sang in chorus, 
BeBlwra, BeBSlwra ! 

Paetina. See Aelia. 

Paetus. XIII. 23. A treasury spy, 
banished in A. D. 55 for false accusation. 

Paetus. See Thrasea. 

Pagyda. III. 20. A Numidian river. 
Possibly the Adzad, which runs south of 
the Atlas range, and is lost in the sands 
of the Sahara. 

Palamedes. XI. 14. Prince of Argos, 
one of the wisest Greeks at the siege of 
Troy. He was said to have added four 
letters to the alphabet. 

Palatinus Mons. XII. 24; XV. 38. 
The square hill in the middle of Rome 
where Romulus founded his primitive 
city (XII. 24, N.). Augustus inhabited 
the house of the orator Hortensius, at the 
north corner, above the forum, and the 
senate added to it reception rooms for 
public purposes. Livia, Tiberius, and 
Caligula annexed palaces of their own. 
Finally when Nero rebuilt the region 
after the fire of A.D. 64, the whole hill-top 
became a magnificent mass of glittering 
colonnades and towering domes, while 
the grund mined ay seep 
passages and the secret dungeons of Ti- 
berius. Caligula erected: “‘basdees: or 
viaducts, from the Palatine to the Capitol 
and Esquiline, but these were probably 
removed by Claudius. Nero again con- 
nected the Palatine and Esquiline. 

Pallas. XI. 29, 38; XII. 2, 25, 53, 
65; XIII. 2, 14,23; XIV. 2,65. Freed- 
man of Antonia Minor, by whom he 
was intrusted with the letter to Tiberius 
which ruined Sejanus. He was the 
treasurer of Claudius. Too timid to 
join the attack on Messalina, he after- 
wards made his fortune by supporting 
oe pp and Nero. On the accession 
of the latter Pallas expected to control 
the state as before, but was compelled to 
retire into private life with a property of 
42,900,000. In 62 A.D. Nero poisoned 
him, and seized his money. 

Sex. Palpelius Hister. XII. 29. 
Began life on the staff of Tiberius in the 
reign of Augustus. Rose by degrees to 
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be consul suffectus in A.D. 43, and was 
governor of Pannonia in $0. 

Pammenes. XVI. 14. An astrologer, 
banished for sorcery. 

Pamphylia II. 79. A strip of the 
southern coast of Asia Minor, between 
Lycia and Cilicia. 

Panda. XII. 16. A river of the Dan- 
daridae. 

Pandateria. I. 53; XIV. 63. (Van- 
dotena.) A small island, forty miles 
south of Circeii. Julia Jr. and Octavia 
Jr. were banished to it. 

Pandusa. See Latinius. 

Pannonia. I. 16, 31, 47; III. 9; IV. 
5$; XII. 29; XV. Ilo. Western H ; 
with part of Austria. Densely populated 
by Celts and Sclavonians under Augustus. 
They were subjugated B.C. 35, but rose 
in two formidable insurrections, B.C. 12- 
IO, and A.D. 6-9, repressed with difficulty 
by Tiberius. Inthelatter the Pannonians 
raised an army of 208,000 men. Three 
legions were stationed to pacify the 
country, which was rapidly civilized, and 
organized as an imperial province. 

Pansa. See Vibius. 

Paphos. III. 62. (Zaffa.) A town 
at the west end of Cyprus, celebrated for 
the worship of Venus. The spawn of 
certain mollusca, forming a scum on the 
sea, is heaped on this coast by the wind 
in spring, and originated the story of the 
birth of Venus from sea-foam. 

Sex. Papinius Allienus. VI. 40. 
Consul, A.D. 36. His life is recorded by 
an extant inscription. 

Sex. Papinius Allienus. VI. 49. Son 
of the last. His mother, after several 
attempts, induced him to commit incest. 
He killed himself out of shame, A.D. 37. 

M. Papius Mutilus. IT. 32. Consul 
suffectus. A.D. 9, and gave his name to 
the Lex Papia Poppaea. 

Paris. XIII. 19, 22, 27. A slave of 
Domitia, Nero's aunt, from whom he 
purchased his freedom for 10,000 sesterces, 
and became a famous pantomime. He 
served his mistress in bringing an unsuc- 
cessful accusation against Agrippina in 
A.D. $5. His life was spared by Nero's 
favour. He afterwards brought a suit 
to establish his i»gemwifas, and forced 
Domitia to refund the money he had paid 
her. His admirer, Nero, began to take 
lessons in acting from him, and put him 
to deaththrough jealousy of his superiority. 

Parraces. XII. 14. A vassal who 
induced Meherdates to surrender to 
Gotarzes, A.D. §0. 

Parthi. A Tartar tribe on the frontiers 
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of Persia, where they mingled with the 
Iranians. Their royal Scythian line (the 
Arsacidae) held the throne from 256 B.c. 
to 226 A.D., when a national revolt 
restored Persian supremacy. The empire 
of the Parthians extended from the 
Euphrates to the Indus, and their mail- 
clad archers shared with the Germans 
the honour of stopping the march of the 
Roman legions. heir provinces were 
in some cases governed by vassal kings, 
as in Persia, Elymais, Adiabene, Orshoene, 
and Media Atropatene. The peoples were 
end held in control by Parthian pressure, 
and readily fell away from the Arsacidae 
when threatened with war from without. 

C. Passienus Crispus. VI. 20. 
Roman noble and consul, famous for his 
wit and eloquence. His first wife was 
Domitia, Nero’s aunt ; his second, Agrip- 

ina Jr., who married and poisoned him 
or his money. 

Patavium. XVI. 21. (Padua.) Capi- 
tal of the Veneti in Cisalpine Gaul, thirty 
miles from the mouth of the Medoacus 
(Brenta). In the first century A.D. it 
was the richest city in Italy after Rome. 

Patuleius. II. 48. A rich egwes, died 
A.D. 7. 

Paulina. See Lollia, Pompeia. 

Paulinus. See Lollius, Pompeius. 

Paulus Venetus. XV. 50. A cen- 
turion in Piso’s conspiracy. 

Paxaea. VI.29. Wife of Pomponius 
Labeo, governor of Moesia. She joined 
him in accepting bribes, and in committing 
suicide when detected. 

L. Pedanius Secundus. XIV. 42. 
Consul suffectus, A.D. 43; afterwards 
praefectus urbis ; murdered by his own 
slave in 6I. 

Pedius Blaesus, XIV. 18. Praetorian 

roconsul of Crete and Cyrene, expelled 
from the senate in §9 for sacrilege and 
corruption ; reinstated by Otho in 69. 

C. Pedo Albinovanus. I. 60. Cav- 
alry officer in Germany. A friend of 
Ovid. Author of a poetical fragment pre- 
served by the elder Seneca, relating the 
voyage of Germanicus down the Ems 
and through the North Sea, A.D. 16. 

Pelago. XIV. 59. A eunuch sent 
by Nero to superintend the murder of 
Rubellius Plautus, A.D. 62. 

Pelignus. See Julius. 

Peloponnesus. IV. 43, 55. Tacitus 

ives a tradition of its settlement by t^^ 
ydian race, which afterwards, as Tyrr" 
ians, settled in Italy. The Pelo 
was successively occupied by Ach 
and Dorians. 
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Pelops. IV. 55. Son of Tantalus and 
king of Elis, to which he led a colony 
from Phrygia or Lydia, giving his name 
to the Peloponnesus. 

Percennius. I. 16, 17, 28, 29. <A 
mutineer in Pannonia, executed by Drusus 


Jr., A.D. 14. 
Pergamum. III. 63; IV. 37, 55; 
XVL 23.  (Bergama.) Capital of 


Eumenes and the Attali, in Mysia. The 
chief city of that region under the em- 
perors, adorned with a temple of Augustus, 
and one of Aesculapius. Ruins of the 
latter still exist. The Pergameni resisted 
Nero's attempt to remove their pictures 
and statues. 

Perinthus. II. 54. (Es&i Eregli.) A 
Thracian city, N. of the Sea of Marmora. 

M. Perperna. III. 62. Consul in 
130 B.C., when he defeated Aristonicus. 

Persae. II. 60; III. 61; VI. 31. An 
Indo-European people, originally living 
in the mountains of southern Persia. 
Under the leadership of Cyrus they con- 
quered Media, Lydia, and Babylonia, 
between 5 i and 538 B.c. The empire 
thus consolidated was governed by kings 
of the Achaemenian race, until the defeat 
of Darius Codomannus at Arbela, B.c. 
331. 

Perses or Perseus. IV. 55; XII. 38, 
62. Last king of Macedon, B.c. 179-168. 
Defeated at Pydna by L. Aemilius Paulus, 
who led him in triumph. 

Perusia. V.1. ( Perugia.) An Etruscan 
city, between Lake Thrasymene and the 
Tiber, where L. Antonius was besieged 
by Augustus, B.C. 41 and 40. 

Petilius Rufus. IV. 68. An accuser 
of Titius Sabinus, A.p. 28. Executed by 
Tiberius or Caligula. 

Q Petilius Cerealis Caesius Rufus. 
XIV. 32. Defeated by Boadicea in A.D. 
61, when “egatus Jegiomis in Britain. 
Deserted from Vitellius to Vespasian in 
69, and enjoyed suffect Serna i in 7o 
and 74. Between them he crushed the 
rebellion of Cerealis in Holland, and was 
governor of Britain. 

Petrae. XI. 4.  Eqwifes ilustres, 
ruined by Messalina because their house 
had been the rendezvous of Paris with 
her rival, Poppaea Sabina. She alleged 
the reason that they had had unlucky 
dreams about Claudius. 

Petronius Priscus. XV.71. Deported 
as accomplice of Piso. 

C. Petronius Arbiter. XVI. 18, 19. 
A Roman senator who had won distinc- 
tion as governor of a province, but after- 
wards devoted his powerful mind to the 
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invention and refinement of such sensual 
pleasures as gained him the title of 
Arbiter, or Master of Good Taste, at 
Nero's court. Tigellinus, who envied his 
influence, ruined him, and Petronius 
committed suicide calmly and peacefully. 
HisSatyricon, an extant romance, describes 
the worst abominations of Roman life with 
well-bred simplicity. 

P. Petronius Turpilianus. III. 49; 
VI. 45 ; consul suffectus, A.D. 193 pro- 
consul of Asia, 26-30; Jegafts propractore 
of Syria, 39-42. At this time he was 
directed to set up the emperor Caligula's 
image in the temple of Jehovah at Jeru- 
salem. The Jews thereupon ceased sowing 
their fields, declaring that they would 
rather perish than suffer their law to be 
broken. Petronius prayed the emperor 
to reverse the order. Caligula threatened 
him with death, but was himself slain 
about that time, and Petronius survived 
to be the friend and fellow-student of 
Claudius. 

P. Petronius Turpilianus. XIV. 29, 
39; XV. 72. Consul in A.D. 61 from 
Jan. Ist to March ist, after which he 
was sent to Britain, where he quelled a 
sedition by weak concessions, and was. 
rewarded by triumphal ornaments in 65. 
Executed by Galba in 68 as an abettor 
of Nero's misgovernment. 

P es. VI. 32; XI. 8; XII. 
44, 47, 48; XIII. 37. King of Hiberia. 
Put his brother, Mithridates, on the Ar- 
menian throne, A.D. 35, in opposition to 
Orodes of Parthia, and enabled him to 
recover it in 47. Finding his own son, 
Radamistus, restless and dangerous, he 
encouraged him to make war upon 


and kill Mithridates in 51. He put 
Radamistus to death in 58. 
Philadelphia. II. 47. A Lydian 


city built by Attalus Philadelphus. 

Philippi. III. 76; IV. 35. (Fedsbadyik.) 
On the confines of Macedon and Thrace, 
opposite the island of Thasos. The two 
battles between the republicans under 
Brutus and Cassius, and the forces of 
Antony and Augustus, took place two 
miles from the town in the autumn of 
42. Augustus made it a colony. 

Philippopolis. III. 38. A town of 
Thrace. Philip the Great established a 
convict colony there, and gave it his own 
name, which it still preserves. It is on 
the Hebrus (Jari/sa), 120 miles from 
its mouth. 

Philippus Second. II. 63; III. 38; 
IV. 43. B.c. 382-336. King of Macedon 
and father of Alexander. He consolidated 
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his ancestral kingdom, conquered the 
Thracian tribes which surrounded it, and 
destroyed the liberties of Greece in the 
battle of Chaeronea, B.C. 338. 

Philippus. See Marcius. 

Philopator Second. II. 42. Prince 
of Amanus in Eastern Cilicia. Died about 
A.D. 17. 

Phoebus. XVI. 5. A freedman, Nero’s 
doorkeeper. When Vespasian was ban- 
ished from Nero’s court for falling asleep 
at a concert, Phoebus shut the door in 
his face, and told him to go to ** Morbonia” 
(* Bath"). He came to beg Vespasian’s 

ardon on his accession, and was answered 
In the same words. 

Phoenices. XI. 14. TheSemitic people 
of Tyre. Their merchantmen spread 
their alphabet through Cyprus, Greece, 
Libya, and Italy, between 1000 and 700 
years B.C. . 

Phraates Fourth, Arsaces Fifteenth. 
II. 1, 2; VI. 31. King of Parthia, B.c. 
38-2. Defeated Antony in 36, and ex- 
pelled the kings of Armenia and Atro- 
patene who favoured Rome. In 20, 
Augustus, by firmness and policy, induced 
him to restore the standards lost b 
Crassus, and to make an alliance wit 
Rome. Between 11 and 7 B.C. he sent 
his four eldest sons to be educated at 
Rome. 

Phraates. VI. 31, 32; XI. 10. Son 
of the last ; educated at Rome, and de- 
spatched by Tiberius in A.D. 35 to provoke 
a rebellion against the reigning king of 
Parthia. He was unused to the climate 
and habits of the East; sickened, and 
died. 

Phraates. VI. 42. A Parthian satrap, 
A.D. 35. 

Phrixus. VI. 34. <A mythological 
character who rode the golden-fleeced 
ram to Colchis. Here the golden fleece 
was confiscated by king Aeétes. Phrixus 
was deified, and had an oracle in Colchis. 

Picenum. III. 9. A region of Central 
Italy, between Umbria and the Adriatic. 

Pilatus. See Pontius. 

Pinarius Natta. IV. 34. A tool of 
Sejanus to accuse Cremutius Cordus, A.D. 
25. 

Piraeus. V. 10. (e:paceds.) Harbour 
of Athens on a promontory five miles 
from the city. Ruined by Sulla, B.c. 86. 

L. Pituanius. II. 32. Executed asa 
sorcerer, A.D. 16. 

Aurelius Pius. I. 75. A senator who 
brought suit against the state for damage 
done to his house, A.D. I5. 

Planasia. I. 3, 5 ; II. 39. (Fanosa.) 
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A small Etruscan island, ten miles S. of 
Elba. Agrippa Postumus was confined 
there. 

Plancina. See Munatia. 

Plancus. See Munatius. 

A. Plautius. XIII. 32. Consul suf- 
fectus, A.D. 29. Governor of Britain, 
43-47. Received an ovation for conquer- 
ing the south of the island. 

Q, Plautius. VI. 40. Brother of 
Plautius Silvanus. Consul, A.D. 36. 

Plautius Lateranus. XI. 30, 36; 
XIII. 11; XV. 49, 60. A paramour of 
Messalina. When she fell in 48 his life 
was spared for the sake of his uncle, A. 
Plautius, but he was expelled from the 
senate. Nero restored him in 55, and in 
66 appointed him consul for the next year. 
Plautius, notwithstanding, joined Piso’s 
conspiracy. When it was detected he 
died bravely. 

Plautius Silvanus. IV. 22. Praetor, 
A.D. 24. Compelled to commit suicide 
for murdering his wife. 

Plautus. See Rubellius. 

C. Plinius Secundus. I. 69; XIII. 
20; XV. $3. A.D. 23-79. Served in 
Germany, and wrote histories of the 
German wars and of his own times. These 
works have been lost, though his Natural 
History is extant. 

Poeni. II. 49, 59. The Roman name 
for the Phoenicians of Carthage. 

Poenius Poetumius. XIV. 37. P*rae- 
fectus. castrorum of the second legion. 
He displayed cowardice in the war with 
Boadicea, and killed himself through 
shame. 

Polemo First. II. 56. Son of the 
rhetorician Zeno, appointed by Antony 
and afterwards by Augustus to various 
oriental governments, dying about B.C. 2 
as king of Armenia Minor and Bosporus. 

Polemo Second. XIV. 26. Son of 
the last. Appointed to different govern- 
ments by Caligula and Claudius In 62 
he resigned his territory of Pontus, which 

e a Roman province. 

Pollio. See Annius, Asinius, Caelius, 
Julius, Memmius, Vedius. 

Pollitta. See Antistia. 

Polyclitus. XIV. 39. A rich and 
rascally freedman of Nero, sent to Britain 
in A.D. 61. 

Pompela Macrina. VI.18. Daughter 
of Pompeius Macer Third. Banished, 
A.D. 33. 

Pompeia Paulina, XV. 60, 63, 64. 
Daughter of Pompeius Paulinus, and wife 
of the philosopher Seneca, who mentio 
her with much affection in his epistles. 
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Pompeii. XIV. 17; XV. 22. A sea- 
port near the southern slope of Vesuvius, 
of about 20,000 inhabitants. Sulla made 
itacolony. The people were half Greek, 
half Oscan, and of an inferior type. At 
a gladiatorial show in A.D. 59 many 
Nucerians were killed in a Pompeian riot. 
The city was injured by an earthquake in 
63, and totally destroyed by the great 
eruption of Vesuvius in 79. 

Pompelopolis. II. 58. Pompey settled 
a colony of pirates at Soli, a Greek town 
on the Cilician coast, and called it by his 
own name. 

Pompeius. VI. 14. An egues, exe- 
cuted in A.D. 32 for complicity with 
Sejanus. 

Pompeius. XV. 71. <A praetorian 
tribune, cashiered in A.D. 65 on suspicion 
of complicity with Piso's plot. 

Pompelus Aelianus. XIV. 41. A 
Spanish senator, banished from Italy and 
Spain in A.D. 61 for abetting a forgery. 

Sex. Pompelus. I. 7; III. 11, 32. 
Kinsman of Augustus ; consul in A.D. 14; 
proconsul of Asia in 27 ; patron of Ovid 
and Valerius Maximus. 

O. Pompeius Gallus. XII. $. Per- 
haps grandson of the last ; consul suffectus, 
A.D. 49. 

Pompeius Macer First. Son of Theo- 
phanes of Mytilene, named for his father's 
patron; sr pant; procurator in Asia and 
superintendent of Roman libraries by 
Augustus. 

Pompeius Macer Second. VI. 18. 
Son of the last ; egues sllustris ; forced to 
suicide by Tiberius, A.D. 33. 

Pompetus Macer Third. I. 72. 
of the last ; shared his father's death. 

On. Pompeius Magnus. I. 1; III. 28; 
IV. 34; VI. 18; XII. 62; XIII. 6, 34; 
XIV.20; XV. 14,25. BornB.c. 106. At 
the age of eighteen he engaged in the civil 
wars, and was one of Sulla's best generals. 
As consul in B.c. 70 he gained favour by 
popular legislation, and in 67 was given 
command of the Mediterranean to subdue 
Cilician pirates. He succeeded Lucullus 
in the Mithridatic war, and in 63 had 
conquered Asia Minor, Armenia, and 
Judaea. The first triumvirate (a secret 
compact) was formed by Caesar, Pompey, 
and Crassus, in 60. Pompey married 
Caesar's daughter, who died in §4. When 
their interest brought them into collision, 
Pompey headed the senatorial party, was 
driven by Caesar from Italy, defeated at 
Pharsalia in 48, and soon after murdered 
in Egypt. He erected a stone theatre 
(the first of its kind) on the Campus Mar- 
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tius. Tacitus says of him (Histt. ii. 38) 
that he concealed his aints better than 
Sulla or Marius, but was not a better man. 

Sex. Pompeius Magnus. I. 2, 10; V. 
I. Sonofthelast. Maintained a partisan 
warfare in Spain after the overthrow of 
his father's party, and seized Sicily with 
his fleet during the dissensions of the 
second triumvirate, cutting off the grain 
supply of Rome. Augustus was forced to 
make peace with him, but renewed war 
on tbe first occasion. Agrippa defeated 
Pompey off Mylae on the Sicilian coast ; 
he fled to the east, and was put to death 
by Antony's officers, B.C. 35. 

Pompelus Paulinus. XIII. 53; XV. 
18. Repaired Drusus's Rhine dyke while 
governor of Lower ru A Appointed 
on a finance committee in 62 by Nero. 

Pompetus Silvanus. XIII. 52. Ac- 
cused in 58 A.D. of extortion in Africa. 
Though old he survived the men who 
acquitted him in hope of becoming his 
heirs, and enjoyed a second consulship 
under Vespasian. 

Pompelus Urbicus. XI. 35.  Exe- 
cuted as accomplice of Messalina, A.D. 48. 

Pomponia Graecina. XIII. 32. Wife 
of A. Plautius. In consequence of the 
murder of her friend, the Princess Julia, 
by Messalina in 44 A.D., she wore mourn- 
ing until her death in 84. In 57 she was 
accused as convert to a foreign superstition 
(possibly Christianity), but was acquitted 
by a family council convened for the pur- 

se. 

C odipodtüi: VI. 8. An obscure in- 
former involved in the ruin of Sejanus. 

T.Pomponius Atticus. II. 43. Friend 
and correspondent of Cicero; father-in- 
law of M. Vipsanius Agrippa. 

L. Pomponius Flaccus. II. 32, 41, 
66; VI. 27. Legatus legionis in Moesia 
under Augustus; consul, A.D. 17 ; after- 
wards governor of Moesia. He checked 
its disturbances, and imprisoned Rhes- 
cuporis. He gained the favour of Tiberius 
by sharing his debauch with Calpurnius 
Piso Caesoninus Governor of Syria in 
32 ; died in 33. 

Pomponius Labeo. IV. 47; VI. 29. 
As governor of Moesia in A.D. 26, he 
aided Poppaeus Sabinus to check the 
Thracian revolt. Being accused of cor- 
ruption in 34, Tiberius renounced his 
friendship. He committed suicide with 
his wife Pavers. 

P. Pomponius Secundus. V. 8; VI. 
18; XI. 13; XII. 27, 28. Accused in 
A.D. 31 as accomplice of Sejanus, and 
placed ix Jibera custodia with his brother 
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Sextus. Caligula released him. Consul 
in 44; conquered the Chatti in 50. His 
friend, Pliny the elder, wrote his life in two 
books. Quintilian praised his tragedies. 

Q Pomponius Secundus. VI. 18; 
XIII. 43. Brother of the last. Consul, 
A.D. 4I. Án outrageous flatterer of 
Caligula; he was so eager for liberty 
after Caligula's death that Claudius could 
hardly save him from the soldiers. He 
finally rebelled against Claudius (probably 
with Furius Scribonianus), and was put 
to death. 

Pomptinae Paludes. XV. 42. The 
marshes between Rome and the Volscian 
mountains. 

Pontes Longi. I. 63. Dykes of logs 
and earth in the province of Drenthe, 
Holland (I. 64, N.). 

Pontia Postumia. XIII. 44. Mur- 
dered by her paramour, A.D. 58. 

Ponticum Mare. II. 54; XII. 63; 
XIII. 39. The Euxine. 

Ponticus. See Valerius. 

Pontius Fregellanus. VI. 48. Ex- 
pelled from the senate in A.D. 37. 

Pontius Pilatus. XV.44. A Roman 
eques, probably from Southern Italy ; pro- 
curator of Judaea, A.D. 26-36. Was re- 
called for maladministration shortly before 
the death of Tiberius, and committed 
suicide soon after the accession of Caligula. 

C. Petronius Pontius Nigrinus. VI. 
45. Consul, A.D. 37. Executed by Nero 
fortreason. His daughter Pontia became 
notorious for poisoning her two sons. 
She confessed the deed, opened her veins, 
and died dancing. 

Pontus. XII. 21; XV. 10, 26. The 
south coast of the Euxine, from the river 
Halys to Armenia. Governed by the 
proconsul of Bithynia after tbe resigna- 
tion of Polemo II. in A.D. 62. 

Poppaee Sabina. XI. 2; XIII. 45. 
Daughter of Poppaeus Sabinus, and wife 
of P. Scipio. e most beautiful woman 
of her age. By an amour with the actor 
Mnester, she incurred the anger of Mes- 
salina, and was put to death, A.D. 47. 

Poppeea Sabina. XIII. 4546; XIV. 
1, 60, 61; XV. 23, 61, 71; XVI. 6, 21. 
Daughter of the last by T. Ollius. Mar- 
ried first to Rufrius Crispinus, secondly 
to Nero's favourite, Salvius Otho. Gain- 
ing access to court, she captivated Nero, 
who sent Otho to Lusitania (A.D. $8) and 
made her his mistress. Inducing him to. 
murder his mother in 59, and his wife in 
62, she ascended his throne. In 63 she 
bore a daughter who lived four months, 
and in 65 was Nero’s counsellor during 


Piso's plot. He killed her the same year 
by an ill-natured kick while she was with 
child. She was mummied and deified. 

Poppaeus Sabinus. I. 80; IV. 46; 
V. 10; VI. 39; XIII. 45. Consul, A.D. 9. 
Appointed governor of Moesia Superior 
by Augustus. Tiberius added Macedonia 
and Achaia to his territory, which he beld 
until his death in 35. He won triumphal 
honours in the Thracian revolt of 26. 

M. Porcius Cato Censorius. III. 66; 
IV. 56. A nativeof Tusculum. Rose to 
poe in the war with Hannibal by 

is good sense and resolution ; was con- 
sul in 195; censor in 184. Retained his 
vigour and hatred of Carthage to the last. 
Publicly prosecuted Sulpicius Galba in 
149, a few months before his death, at 
the age of eighty-five. 

M. Porcius Cato Uticensis. IV. 34. 
B.C. 95-46. A rigid Stoic, and supporter 
of the Roman republic. He committed 
suicide at Utica, rather than submit to 
Julius Caesar after the battle of Thapsus. 

M. Porcius Cato. IV. 68. Accused 
Titius Sabinus in A.D. 28. Was consul 
suffectus and curator aquarum, Executed 
by Caligula. 

Postumia. See Pontia. 

A. Postumius Albus Regillensis. 
II. 49. Dictator in B.C. 498, when he 
won the battle of Lake Regillus. 

A. Postumius Albinus. III. 71. 
Consul in B.C. 242. He could not lead 
an army into Africa on account of his 
duties at Rome as famen Martialis. 

Postumus. See Agrippa, Julius, 
Poenius. 

Potitus. See Valerius. 

Praeneste. XV. 46. (Falestrina.) 
23 miles E. of Rome, at the foot of the 
Apennines. 

Prasutagus. XIV. 31. King of the 
Iceni. Died about 6a A.D. 

Primus. See Antonius. 

Priscus, See Ancharius, Helvidius, 
Lutorius, Novius, Petronius, Tarquinius, 
Tarquitius. 

C. Proculeius. IV. 40. An cques 
Romanus, the confidential friend of 
Augustus, famous for his fraternal affec- 
tion (Hor. Carm. II. 2) and his contented 
mind. Augustus once thought of marry- 
ing him to his daughter Julia. 

Proculus. See Cervarius, Cestius, 
Considius, Titius, Volusius. 

Propertius Celer. I. 75. An ex- 
praetor. Tiberius made him a me 
present to keep his fortune at the s 
torial standard. 

Propontis. II. 54. The sea of 
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mora, connected with the /Egean by the 
Straits (angustiae) of the Bosporus; with 
the Euxine by the Hellespont. 

Proserpina. XV. 44. Daughter of 
Demeter. Considered the same deity as 
the Roman Libera, daughter of Ceres (II. 

, N.). 
ico NN IV. 23, 24, 26. Son of 
Juba IL, and King of Mauretania, A.D. 
19-40. The first years of his reign were 
disgraced by the management of his freed- 
men, but he gained influence and reputa- 
tion in 24, during Dolabella's campaigns 
with Tacfarinas. Caligula put him to 
death to secure his wealth. 

L. and M. Publicii Malleoli. II. 49. 
Curule aediles, B.C. 241. They were the 
first to celebrate the Floralia. 

Publius Gallus. XVI. 12. An egwes. 
The friend of L. Antistius Vetus. Ban- 
ished on this account in A. D. 65. 

Pulchr& See Claudia. 

Puteoli XIII. 48; XIV.27. (Zossu- 
oli.) Port of Cumae, remarkable for the 
best harbour of Western Italy. It became 
a colony in 194 B.C.; was disturbed by 
riots A.D. 58. In 60 Nero extended its 
privileges to o/d Puteoli, a suburb which 
was previously organised as a municipium. 

Pyramus. II. 68. (/yhoon.) A muddy, 
violent stream, a furlong broad, sixty miles 
east of Pompeiopolis. 

Pyrrhus. II. 63, 88. King of Epirus. 
Campaigned in Southern Italy and Sicily, 
B.C. 280-274. 

Pythagoras. XV. 37. Nero’s fav- 
ourite freedman. 


Quadi, II. 63. A German tribe in 
Moravia and North-western Hungary. 
Dr. Latham considers them Sclavonians. 

Quadratus. See Seius, Ummidius. 

Quietus. See Cluvidienus. 

Quintianus. See Afranius. 

Quintilianus. VI. 12. 
plebeius, A.D. 32. 

P. Quintilius Varus. I. 3, 43, 55, 65, 
, 71; II. 45. Consul, B.c. 12. After 
governing Syria he was sent to organise 
Germany, recently conquered by Drusus 
Sr. À German conspiracy was formed 
under the Cheruscan prince Arminius, then 
serving in the Roman army. Varus was 
drawn from his camp on the Weser late 
in the summer of A.D. 9. Arminius 
deserted him in the midst of the Hartz 
Mountains, put himself at the head of 
the Germans, and cut the three legions 
to pieces after a running fight of three 
days. "Varus fell on his sword, and his 
body was mutilated by the barbarians. 
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Quintilius Varus. IV. 66. Son of 
the last. Destroyed by Sejanus in A.D. 
27, because he had been betrothed at one 
time to the daughter of Germanicus. 


Radamistus. XII. 44, 47, 48, 50, 51 ; 
XIII. 6, 37. Son of Pharasmanes, king 
of Iberia, at whcse instigation he murdered 
his uncle Mithridates, and was established 
in his kingdom of Armenia by bribing the 
procurator of Cappadocia. The Parthians 
made him fight for it, and once he bad to 
fly for his life. Nero reinstated him in 
$4, but his father put him to death for 
treachery in 58. 

Raetia. I. 44; II. 17. Grisons and 
the Tyrol. The inhabitants were Turanian 
shepherds, perhaps akin to the Etruscans. 
The Romans conquered the country in 
IS B.C., establishing it asa province, with 
an imperial procurator. 

Ravenna. I. 58; iI. 63; IV. 5, 29; 
XIII. 30. Post of the Adriatic squadron ; 
built, like Venice, on piles in a lagoon. 
Augustus constructed the harbour and 
lighthouse. Prisoners of state were kept 
there. Now left inland by the extension 
of the coast. 

Reate. I. 79. A Sabine town near 
the Lacus Velinus. Much of its territory 
was flooded by the waters until M’. Curius 
Dentatus drained them into the Nar. 

Regium. I. 53. A Greek city on the 
Italian side of the Straits of Messina. 

Regulus. See Livineius, Memmius. 

Remmius, II. 68. A Cilician veteran. 
Murdered Vonones, A.D. 19. 

Remus. XIII. 58. See Note. 

Rhamses Second. II. 60. King of 
Egypt in the 14th century B.C. Subdued 
Ethiopia, Persia, Asia Minor, and Thrace. 
The inscriptions at Thebes recording his 
exploits were interpreted to Germanicus 
by Egyptian priests, and are still extant. 

Rhenus. II. 6; XIII. 53. (AMers.) 
The political boundary of Germany and 
Gaul, though German immigration had 
driven the Celts farther west before the 
times of Julius Caesar.  Eighty miles 
from its mouth the river breaks into two 
channels. The western and larger branch, 
the Vahalis ( Wai), falls into the Mosa 
(Maas), and thus into the sea. The 
** old Rhine” still runs into the sea near 
Leyden, but its waters are diminished by 
a new branch (the Zec£) formed during 
the middle ages. 

Rhescuporis. II. 64, 65, 66, 67; III. 
38. Brother of Rhoemetalces I., king of 
Thrace, at whose death (about 7 A. D.) he 
received the highlands of the interior, 
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while the coast cities were assigned to his 
nephew, Cotys. He tried to provoke a 
war with Cotys, but was forbidden by 
Tiberius. He thenseized him by treachery, 
and finally put him todeath. Pomponius 
Flaccus secured Rhescuporis and sent 
him to Rome, where he was condemned 
and exiled to Alexandria. Killed in an 
attempt to escape, AD. I9. 

Rhodanus. XIII. 53. (AAone.) Flow- 
ing from the Lake of Geneva, it unites 
with the Arar (.Saóne) at Lyons, and falls 
into the Mediterranean. 

Rhodus. I. 4, 53; II. 42, 553 IV. 
15; XII. 58. A large island in the Car- 
pathian Sea, colonised by Dorians before 
the Trojan war. It was the chief mari- 
time power of Greece during the Mace- 
donian and Roman periods. In 44 A.D. 
Claudius deprived it of freedom on account 
of an insurrection in which Roman citizens 
were crucified, but subsequently restored 
it in remembrance of the services of the 
Rhodians against Mithridates and Brutus. 
Tiberius resided on the island in a quasi- 
exile, B.C. 6—A.D. 2. 

Rhoemetalces First. II. 64. King 
of Thrace, B.C. I I-A.D. 7. 

Rhoemetalces Second. II. 67 ; III. 
38; IV. $, 47. Son of Rhescuporis, in 
whose treachery he took no part, and at 
whose death in A.D. 19 be shared Thrace 
with his cousins, the sons of Cotys. He 
aided the Romans in the Thracian revolt 
of 26, and was rewarded in 36 with the 
government of the whole country. 

Romanus. XIV. 65. Unsuccessfully 
accused Seneca, A.D. 62. 

Romanus. See Fabius. 

Romanus Hispo. I. 74. A rhetori- 
cian ; the first professional de/ator. 

Romulius Denter. VI. 11. Praefectus 
«rbi under Romulus. 

Romulus. III. 26; IV. 9; VI. 11; 
XI. 24; XII. 24; XIII. 58; XV. 41. 
Mythical founder and eponymus of Rome. 
His name was associated with certain 
early laws; the consecration of the 
Pomoerium ; the temple of Jupiter 
Stator, etc. 

Rubellius Blandus. VI. 27. The 
first $s to profess rhetoric at Rome. 
A native of Tibur. 

OC. Rubellius Blandus. Son of thie 
last ; friumvir monetalis under Aupustus, 

C. Rubellius Blandus. III. 23, 5! ; 
VI. 27, 45. Son of the last. Consul, 
proconsul, and pontifex. Married! Julia, 
the daughter of Drusus Jr., and was 
appointed by Tiberius, with his other 
progenert, to distribute relief to the 
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sufferers by the fire on the Aventine. 
Survived until Caligula’s reign. 

C. Rubellius Plautus. XIII. 19; 
XIV. 22, 57, 59; XVI. 10, 30. Son of 
the last, and great-grandson of Tiberius. 
Though he professed Stoic philosoph 
and lived a quiet life, his noble birt 
roused the jealousy of Nero, who obliged 
him in 60 A.D. to retire to his estates in 
Asia Minor, and had him murdered in 62.

Rubrius Fabatus. VI. 14.  Endea- 
voured to fly to Parthia in A.D, 32, but 
was stopped at the Straits of Messina, 
and contemptuously allowed to live at 
large in Rome. 

Rufilla. See Annia. 

Rufinus. See Vinicius. 

Rufrius Crispinus. XI. 1, 4 ; XII. 
42; XIII 45; XV. 71; XVI. 17. 
Praefect of the praetorians, rewarded by 
Claudius with money and decorations for 
arresting Valerius Asiaticus. Deposed 
by Agrippina in 52 A.D. for suspected 
devotion to the children of Messalina. 
Nero banished him to Sardinia in 65 as 
an accomplice of Piso, and put him to 
death in 66. He was married to Poppaea 
Sabina, who bore him a son. Nero 
murdered the boy because he played at 
being king. 

Rufus. See Aufidienus, Cadius, Curtius, 
Faenius, Helvius, Musonius, Petilius, 
Sulpicius, Trebellienus, Verginius. 

Euso. See Abudius. 

Rusticus. See Fabius, Junius. 

P. Rutilius Rufus, III. 66; IV. 43. 
An honourable but crossgrained man. 
He ran against Scaurus for consul in 107 
B.C., and each accused the other of bribery. 
He was banished in 92; declined an 
xii of ans E return va Rome ;

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historian. Accumulated great wealth by 
extortion while governor of Numidia.

C. Sallustius Crispus. I. 6; II. 40; 
III. 30. Grandnephew and heir of the 
last. After the fall of Maecenas he 
became the chief counsellor of Augustus, 
and afterwards of Tiberius. Like Mae- 
cenas he preferred real to apparent power, 
and, as an egwes, controlled his masters 
and their court. Like Maecenas, too, he 
lost his influence in his old age, when 
Tiberius was tired of him. Died A.D. 20. 

Saloninus. See Asinius. 

Salvianus. See Calpurnius. 

M. Salvius Otho. XIII. 12, 45, 46. 
Companion of Nero’s revels, A.D. 55-58. 
Nero fell in love with his wife Poppaea, 
and put him out of the way by sending 
him to be governor of Lusitania. He 
aided Galba to attain the throne, and, 
not being acknowledged as his successor, 
had him murdered, and reigned from Jan. 


rth to April 15th, 69. Defeated by the’ 


soldiers of Vitellius at Bedriacum, he 
committed suicide. 

L. Salvius Otho Titianus. XII. §2. 
Brother of the last. Consul, A.D. 52. 

Salus. XII. 23; XV. 53, 74. The 
res of prosperity and deliverance. 

orshipped on the Quirinal Hill with 
the combined attributes of Fortuna and 
Hygieia. 

Samaria. XII. 54. <A fortified city 
and district of Central Palestine. It was 
usually controlled by the Roman governors 
of Judaea. In A.D. 48 Felix was appointed 
procurator of Samaria, and his authority 
afterwards extended over the rest of 
Palestine. 
. Samius. XI. $. An egues illustris. 

Suillius accused him, but took £3300 
as a bribe to let him go. The affair 
became known, and Samius, despairing 
of escape, committed suicide in the house 
of Suillius, A.D. 47. 

Samnites. XL 24. Mountaineers of 
the Apennines. Defeated the Romans 
at the Caudine Forks, B.c. 321. 

Samos. IV. 14; VI. 12. (Samo.) 
The most northern of the Sporades, cele- 
brated for the Heraeum or temple of Juno, 
which stood near the capital on the south 
coast. It was only inferior to the temple 
of the Ephesian Diana in magnificence, 
and claimed a right of asylum, 

Samothracia. IT, 54. An island in 
the Aegean, off the mouth of the Hebrus. 
It is six by eight miles in size, and has a 
peak a mile ae 

Sanbulos. XII. 13. (Swnówlah.) A 
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‘mountain near the Zagros range in Persia, 


lat. 34° 25’, long. 46° 10'. Its sides are 
precipitous, and its summit a table-land, 
wooded with dwarf oaks, It was sacred 
to Hercules. 

Sancia. VI. 18. Banished for treason, 
A.D. 33. 

Sanquinius Maximus. VI. 4; XI. 
I8.  Resisted the efforts of Haterius 
Agrippa, who accused two consulars in 
the senate, A.D. 32. Pruefectus wrbi 
under Caligula, and consul in 39. Gov- 
ernor of Lower Germany under Claudius. 
Fell in an encounter with the Chauci 


Sanquiniusor Sangurrius (MS. San- 
gunnium). VI. 7. A delator. The 
form Sangurrius is probably correct, as 
the MS. was written without dictation, 
and its errors are those of sight, not 
sound. 

Santoni or Santones. VI. 7. A Gallic 
tribe north of the Garonne, in the (old) 
province of Saintonge. 

Sardes. II. 47; III. 63; IV. 55. 
The ancient capital of Lydian kings, on 
the stream Pactolus, thirty-eight miles 
east of Smyrna. Alexander the Great 
favoured its shrine of Diana, and granted 
it special privileges. 

Sardinia, II. 85; XIII. 30; XIV. 
62; XVI. 9. A fertile but wild and 
unhealthy island. Though one of the 
earliest Roman provinces, it was in an 
unsettled state, and Augustus, after 
apportioning it to the senate, was obliged 
to assume its government, A.D. 6. It 
was used as a place of banishment. 
Nero restored it to the senate in 67. 

Sarmatae. VI. 33. Nomadic Sclav- 
onians, north of the Caucasus. 

Satrius Secundus. IV. 34; VI. 8, 
47. <A tool of Sejanus, whose plot he 
afterwards revealed. The husband of 
Albucilla, 

Saturninus. See Lusius, Volusius. 

Saturnus. II. 41; XIII. 15. The 
Italian god of sowing (Sero), represented 
in general as patron of agriculture. His 
festival occurred at the winter solstice, 
Dec. 17th-20th. A part of his temple at 
the foot of the Capitoline Hill is in exist- 
ence. 

Saufeius Trogus. XI. 35. Executed 
as accomplice of Messalina, A.D. 48. 
Called M. Helvius Trogus in the Apocolo- 
cynthosis of Seneca, a burlesque in which 
he and the other victims of Narcissus 
are represented as dancing forward to 
welcome Claudius to hell. 

Scaevinus. See Flavius. 
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Bcantia, IV. 16. A vestal Died 
A.D. 23. 

Scapula. See Ostorius. 

Scaurus. See Aemilius. 

Scaurus Maximus. XV. 50. Prae- 
torian centurion. Joined Piso, A.D. 65. 

P. Cornelius Scipio Nasica. IV. 
34. One of Julius Caesar's bitterest 
opponents. Committed suicide after the 
battle of Thapsus, B.C. 46. 

Scipio. See Cornelius. 

Scribonia. II. 27. A connection of 
Sex. Pompey. Wife of Augustus (then 
Octavian, who divorced her, B.C. 39, to 
marry Livia), and mother of Julia Sr., 
whom she accompanied into banishment, 
B.C, 2. 

C. Scribonius Curio. XI. 7. A 
talented and reckless young noble, who 
fell fighting for Caesar in Africa, B.C. 49. 
He was an able orator, and a favourite with 
Cicero, who had been his father's friend. 

M. Scribonius Libo Drusus. II. 27, 
28, 30, 31; IV. 29, 31; VI. Io.

Lipsius says that he began to study out 
this genealogy at daybreak, and does not 
expect to be through it at bedtime. The 
question is complicated by the fact that 
Sex. Pompey married the daughter of L. 
Libo, consul B.C. 34, and thus Pompeia 
married her first cousin once removed. 
It thus appears that Drusus Libo was 
great-grandson of Cn. Pompey and grand- 
nephew of Scribonia ; hence her grand- 
sons, C. and L. Caesars, were his'second 
cousins, and he was also second cousin, 
by adoption, to Tiberius Caesar and 
Drusus Sr. He was a vain young man. 
His exalted position and the advice of a 
false friend induced him to believe that 
he was able to conduct a successful revolu- 
tion. Tiberius, aware of the plot, watched 
it with contemptuous amazement, and 
fell upon him at the right moment in A.D. 
16. Libo broke down at once; the 
astrologers whom he had consulted be- 
trayed him; he begged for mercy, but 
found none, and went home to kill him- 
self, against the advice of his stout-hearted 
grandmother, Sulpicia, who told him not 
to save the headsman his work. 
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L. Scribonius Libo. II.1.29. Brother 
of the last. He was consul when his 
brother's plot was discovered, and sup- 
ported him in the senate-house when 
fainting with terror and despair. 

Scribonii fratres. (Rufus and Pro- 
culus.) XIII. 48. Appointed in A.D. 58 
to quell a disturbance at Puteoli They 
afterwards served as the governors of 
Upper and Lower Germany. Nero be- 
came jealous of them, summoned them to 
his presence in Greece, A. D. 67, and forced 
them to commit suicide. 

Scythia. II. 60, 65, 68; VI. 36, 41, 
44. Thecountry of nomadic tribes, touch- 
ing the civilised world at three points: 
South-western Europe, where they were 
Sclavonians, with a Tartar streak (II. 65); 
the region of the Caucasus, where they 
represent the present Turanian population 
of Circassia and Astrachan (II. cb) ; and 
Parthian Asia, where the Dahae and 
Massagetae were perhaps ancestors of the 
Turkomans. 

Secundus. See Carinas, Pedanius, 
Plinius, Pomponius, Satrius, Vibius. 

Segeste. IV. 43. A Sicilian town at 
the foot of Mt. Eryx. Their reputed 
Trojan descent made them tax-free with 
the Romans. In 25 A.D. they petitioned 
Tiberius to restore the temple of Venus 
Erycina, suggesting that they as well as 
he were descendants of Aeneas and of 
the goddess. 

Segestes, (Siegster.) I. 55, 57, 58, 
59. A German chieftain, who warned 
Varus against Arminius in A.D. 9.  Ar- 
minius eloped with his daughter Thus- 
nelda, and in A.D. 15 forced him into war 
with Rome. Segestes fled to Germanicus, 
obtaining pardon for his son Segimundus, 
and carrying Thusnelda with him. He 
was rewarded with estates on the west of 
the Rhine. 


Segimerus. (Ssegmer.) I. 71. Brother 
of the last. Surrendered to the Romans, 
A.D. I6. 


Segimundus. (Stegmund.) 1.57. Son 
of Segestes. He had been priest of Au- 
gustus, but revolted with the other Ger- 
mans in A.D. 15, and was only pardoned 
at his father’s earnest request. 

Sejanus. See Aelius. 

Seius Quadratus. VI. 7. Executed 
by Tiberius, A.D. 32. 

L. Seius Strabo. I. 7, 24; IV. 1. 
Prefect of the praetorians at the accession 
of Tiberius. He was made governor of 
Egypt in A.D. I9, and his son Sejanus 
succeeded him in the practorium. 

L. Seius Tubero. II. 20; IV. 29. 
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Son of the last. Was 4gatus of Ger- 
manicus in the campaign of A.D. 16, and 
his suffectus in the consulship of 18. He 
was falsely accused of treason in 24, but 
Tiberius protected him from the first. 

Seleuceia Pieria. II. 69. The port 
of Antioch at the mouth of the Orontes. 
The breakwaters of its magnificent arti- 
ficial harbour are still traceable. 

Seleuceia ad Tigrim. VI. 42, 44; 
XI. 8. Founded by Seleucus I. on the 
Tigris, opposite Ctesiphon, and forty miles 
below Babylon, whose place it took as 
capital of Lower Mesopotamia. It pos- 
sessed a population of 600,000, and its 
Greek vigour and constitution rendered 
it semi-independent under the Parthian 
rule. It was destroyed in the Partho- 
Roman wars of the second century. 

Seleucus First. (Jicafor.) VI. 42. 
General of Alexander the Great, who 
established the Macedonian dynasty of 
Syria. Built the two Seleuceias and 
Antioch. 

Semnones. II. 45. <A powerful Sue- 
vian tribe in the district of Berlin. 

C. and TL Sempronius Gracchus. 
III. 27; XII. 60. Brothers and tribunes 
of the people who endeavoured to reform 
the Roman constitution, and perished in 
riots excited by the senate, — l'iberius in 
133, Caius in 122 B.C. 

Ti Sempronius Gracchus. I. 53. 
Banished to Cercina in A.D. 1 as the para- 
mour of Julia Sr., and executed at the 
accession of Tiberius in I4. He wrote 
tragedies, and a few of his verses have 
been preserved. 

C. Sempronius Gracchus. IV. 15; 
VI. 16, 38. Son of the last, and com- 

anion of his exile, Reduced to poverty, 
fie supported himself by trade. as ac- 
cused in 23 A.D. of selling corn to Tacfa- 
rinas, but was acquitted. Praetor in 33, 
and accuser of Granius Marcianus in 
35- 

Seneca. See Annaeus. 

Senecio. See Claudius, Herennius, 
Tullius. 

Senones. XI. 24; XV. 41. A Gallic 
tribe in the vicinity of Sens in modern 
Champagne. A part of the tribe burned 
Rome in 390 B.C. 

Cn. Sentius Saturninus. II. 74, 79, 
81; III. 7. Son of a governor of Syria ; 
consul, A.D. 4; in 17 appointed Zega£tes 
or veteran adviser of Germanicus in the 
East. After his death in 19 Sentius as- 
sumed the command of Syria, and forced 
Piso to go to Rome and stand his trial. 

Septimius. I. 32. A centurion in 
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Lower Germany, killed in a mutiny, 
A.D. 14. 

Sequani. III. 45. A Gallic tribe in 
Burgundy. Their capital was Vesontio, 
now Besancon. 

Seriphoa. II. 85; IV. 21. A rocky 
island of the Aegean, with iron and copper 
mines. The worst criminals were con- 
fined there. 

Q. Sertorius. III. 73. Rallied the 
Marian forces in Spain when Italy was 
controlled by the successors of Sulla, and 
succeeded in maintaining himself against 
them, 5.c. 78-72. 

Q Serv&eus. II. 56; III. 13; VI. 7. 
An ex-praetor. As /egatus of Germanicus 
in A.D. 18 he was employed to organise 
Commagene as a province. Received a 
priesthood in 20 for his efforts to convict 
Piso. Accused as accomplice of Sejanus 
in 32; he turned state’s evidence. 

Servilia. XVI. 30, 33. Daughter of 
Barea Soranus; she shared his condem- 
nation. 

Servilius. VI. 29, 30. <A delator who 
attacked Mam. Aemilius Scaurus, A.D. 34. 

Servilius Barea Soranus. XII. 53; 
XVI. 21,23, 33. Consul suffectus elect 
in 52 A.D., when he pro an adula- 
tory decree in honour of Pallas. As pro- 
consul of Asia he afterwards offended 
Nero by his energy and independence, 
and was accused before the senate in 66 
with his daughter Servilia. They were 
allowed to choose the manner of their 
death. 

M. Servillus Nonianus. II. 48 ; III. 
22. Consul, A.D. 3; interested in a will 
case in I7. Tiberius adjudged the pro- 
perty to him, though the author of the 

orged will had inserted a legacy to the 
emperor. 

M. Servilius Nonianus. VI. 31; 
XIV. 19. Sonof the last. Consul, A.D. 
35. He wrote a history of the early em- 
pire, mentioned favourably by Tacitus 
and Quintilian. Claudius went to hear 
him read it aloud. Died in 59. 

Servius Tullius. III. 26; XV. 41. 
Sixth king of Rome, B.C. 578-534. 

Sesosis. VI: 28. (Egyptian for Sesos 
First.) King of the 19th Egyptian 
dynasty, in the 14th century B.C. His 
exploits have been confused with those of 
his son Rhamses II. (see that), who was 
probably associated in the kingdom dur- 
ing his father's life. Hence both kings 
are sometimes called Sesosis, often con- 
fused with Sesostris, the name of earlier 
kings. A phoenix is said to have visited 
Egypt in his reign. 
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Severus. XV. 42. Architect and en- 
gineer. 

Severus. See Alledius, Caecina, Cas- 
sius, Curtius, Verulanus. 

Sextia. VI. 29. Wife of Mam. Aemi- 
lius Scaurus, whose death she shared. 

Sextia. XVI. 10. Died with her son- 
in-law, L. Antistius Vetus. 

T. Sextius Africanus. XIII. 19; 
XIV. 46. <A descendant of Caesar's 
legatus, who served against the Pom- 

eians in Africa. Agrippina dissuaded 
bim in A.D. $5 from marrying Junia 
Silana. He was consul suffectus in 59, 
and census commissioner for Gaul in 61. 

Sextius Paconianus. VI. 3. 39. A 
tool of Sejanus, unsuccessfully employed 
to attack young Caligula. He shared his 
patron’s fall, and the senate eagerly con- 
demned him. He turned state’s evidence, 
was kept in prison A.D. 32-35, and finally 
put to death. 

Sibulla. I. 76; VI. 12; XV. 44. 
‘‘The mutterer," a name generally ap- 

lied by the Greeks to witches. The 
Ronin: applied it especially to the Cu- 
maean Sibyl, who conducted Aeneas to 
hell, and brought her prophetic books to 
Tarquinius Superbus. 

Sicilia. IV. 13; VI. 12; XII. 23. A 
senatorial province; the only one for 
which senators could leave Italy without 
the Emperor's passport. It suffered 
greatly in the war with Sex. Pompey, 
and never regained its former importance, 
Egypt and Numidia becoming the gran- 
aries of the empire. 

Siculum Fretum. I. 53; VI. 14. 
(Straits of Messina.) Between Rhegium 
and Messana. Twenty miles long and 
two broad opposite Messana, where there 
is a strong current from the north. 

Sido. XII. 29, 30. Nephew of King 
Vannius, whom he dethroned and suc- 
ceeded, A.D. 50. 

Silana. See Claudia, Junia. 

Silanus. See Junius. 

Sila. XVI. 20. A senator's wife; 
banished for revealing Nero’s secret 
pleasures, A.D. 66. 

P. Silius Nerva. IV. 68. Consul, 
A.D. 28. 

A. Silius Nerva. XV. 48. Consul in 
65. Probably son of the last. 

C. Silius. I. 31, 72; 11. 6,7, 25; III. 
42, 45; IV. 18, 19; XI. 35. Consul, 
A.D. I3. Governor of Upper Germany ; 
in 14 he restrained his troops from mutiny ; 
won triumphal honours under Germanicus 
in 1$; campaigned against the Chatti in 
16; crushed the Aeduan insurrection oí 
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Sacrovir in 21. Tiberius, jealous of the 
successful general and friend of Germani- 
cus, recalled him to Rome, and had him 
accused in 24 of extortion and treason. 
Silius killed himself, and his wife was 
banished. " 

C. Silius. XI. 5, 12, 26, 27, 32, 35; 
XIII. 19. Son Se hec. MeE 
fell in love with him, forced him to divorce 
his wife, and become her paramour. In 
48 A.D., while Claudius was absent at 
Ostia for a few days, she compelled Silius 
to marry her publicly, threatening instant 
death in case of refusal. He obeyed, 
hoping to dethrone Claudius by Messa- 
lina's aid. The freedman, Narcissus, was 
too quick for them, and procured death- 
warrants. Silius expected no mercy, and 
begged a speedy death. 

Silvanus, See Gavius, Plautius, Pom- 

nius. 

Silures. XII. 32, 38, 40. A tribe of 
South Wales who resisted Ostorius and 
Didius, A.D. 49-57. Tacitus connects 
them (Agric. xi.) with the Iberi of Spain, 
on account of their dark complexion and 
crisp hair. They may have belonged to 
the same primitive stock as the Basques, 
and certainly displayed Cantabrian fero- 
city and persistence in the defence of 
their mountains. Agricola, who had gov- 
ne Aquitania, would have been a good 
udge. 
gimbruini Colles. XI. 13; XIV. 22. 
The Aequian Hills on the north of the 
basin of the upper Anio. The Simbruina 
Stagna were three pools formed by dam- 
ming the stream to supply the aqueducts. 
They gave their name to Sublaqueum 
(Ssbtaco), where Nero had a villa. 

Simonides. XI. 14. Of Ceos. Greatest 
of Greek elegiac poets, B.C. 556-467. 
Flourished at the courts of Hipparchus 
and Hiero. 

Sindes. XI. 10. Probably a tributary 
of the Mergus (Merv). (Sanscrit, Sindhu 
= Indus, means a river or stream in 
general. ) 

Sinnaces. VI. 31, 36. A satrap who 
headed a successful revolution against 
Artabanus III., A.D. 35. 

Sinuessa. XII. 66. (Mondragone.) 
The southernmost town of Latium, on 
the Appian Way. Celebrated for its 
medicinal hot springs. 

Sipylus, Il. 47, A mountain ta Lydia. 


Birach XIL 15. A Coeack tribe, 
cast of the Sea of " the 
Aorsi amd Dawalar+* 
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province of the empire and the station 
of four legions. Many of its cities were 
free, and native dynasties were supported 
in certain portions, such as Damascus and 
Galilee; but the regular governor, an im- 

erial Zezatus propractore of consular rank, 
fad his seat at Antioch. Syria was the 
scene of discord between Germanicus and 
Piso during the youth of Christ. 


Tacfarinas. II. 52; III. 20, 21, 73, 
74; IV. 23, 24, 25. A Numidian chief 
who deserted from the Roman army to 
maintain a predatory warfare, in which he 
was supported by the Garamantes of 
Fezzan. He was defeated by different 
commanders in A.D. 17, 20, and 22, Fin- 
ally Cornelius Dolabella surprised him at 
Auzea. His Moors were easily dispersed, 
and Tacfarinas fell, fighting bravely. 

Tamesa or Tamesis. XIV. 32. The 
Thames. There is a large estuary at its 


mouth. 
Tamfana. I. 51. <A goddess of the 
Marsi. Germanicus destroyed her sacred 


grove. Her name (Zanfana) was pre- 
served in popular poetry until the tenth 
century. 

Tanais. XII, 17. (Don.) A great river 
of Russia, emptying into the Sea of Azov. 

Tantalus. IV. 56, Son of Jove and 
king of Lydia or Phrygia; the reputed 
founder of Smyrna, 

Tarentum. (Zaranto.) I. 10; XIV. 
12, 27. A Greek seaport of Southern 
Italy. Under the empire Brundusium 
had taken away most of its trade, and 
Nero failed to revive it with a colony of 
veterans. 

Tarius Gratianus. VI. 38 An ex- 
praetor, executed more majorum in A.D. 
35 for treason. 

Tarquinius Priscus. IV. 65. King 
of Rome, 600 to 550. He introduced 
Etruscan building and ritual. 

Tarquinius Superbus. VI. 11. Last 
king of Rome, dethroned by Brutus and 
Collatinus, 509 B.C. 

Tarquitius Crescens. XV. 11. A 
centurion in Armenia. 

Tarquitius Priscus. XII. 59; XIV. 
46. pares of Statilius Taurus, pro- 
consul of Africa, whom he accused, and 
drove to suicide, A.D. 53. The indignant 
senate expelled Tarquitius, in spite of 
Agrippina’s protection. Nero restored 
him, and made him proconsul of Bithynia. 
He was condemned for extortion in 62. 

Tarraco. I. 78. (Zarragona.) An 
important city of Northern Spain, to 
which it gave its name. Augustus was 
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fond of it, and wintered there after his 
Cantabrian campaign, B.C. 25-24. 

Tarsa. IV. 50. A Thracian chief; 
killed himself after failing in an insurrec- 
tion, A.D. 26. 

T. Tatius. I. 54; XII. 24. A name 
which represents the Sabine element of 
early Roman civilisation; he reigned in 
conjunction with Romulus.

Taunus. I. 56; XII. 28. A range 
of hills between the Neckar and Main, 
which still preserves its ancient name. 

Tauranites. XIV.24. An Armenian 
tribe in the modern pashalic of Erzeroum, 
perhaps near Moosh. 

Tauri. XII. 17. The people of the 
Crimea. On the north shore they were 
nomadic and barbarous, sacrificing ship- 
wrecked sailors to their Diana. 

Taurus. VI.41; XII. 49; XV. 8, 10. 
(Aramaic Tür =a mountain.) A range 
running eastward through Asia Minor. 
Near Lycaonia it divides into Taurus and 
Anti-Taurus. The first separates Cilicia 
from Cappadocia, and branches into the 
Syrian Amanus. The other runs north- 
erly through Cappadocia to Armenia. 

Taurus. See Statilius. 

Q. Tedius. I. 10. A person of whom 
nothing is known. 

Telamon. III. 62. King of Salamis ; 
father of Ajax and Teucer. 

Teleboae. IV. 67. The people of the 
Taphian islands, off Acarnania, mentioned 
by Homer as pirates. 

Telesinus. See Luccius. 

Temnos. II. 47. A Lydian town near 
theriver Hermus. Deserted before Pliny's 
time. 

Tenoteri XIII. 56. A Rhine tribe, 
opposite Cologne, celebrated for their 

ood caval 


cavalry. 
Tenos. III. 63. (735o.) One of the 
Cyclades, famous for its temple of Nep- 


tune. 

Terentius Lentinus. XIV. 40. An 
eques, banished for forgery, A.D. 61. 

M. Terentius. VI. 8. An egwes, ac- 
cused in A.D. 32 because he had been a 
friend of Sejanus. He saved himself by 
a bold and able speech. 

A. Terentius Varro Murena. I. ro. 
The man to whom Horace addressed 
Carm. IL 1io. Though favoured by 
Augustus, he joined the conspiracy of 
Caepio, and was executed, B.C. 22, though 
his sister Terentia, the wife of Maecenas 


and mistress of Augustus, interceded for 
him. 
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Termes. IV. 45. A Spanish city. 
Its supposed site is on the Douro. 

Terracina. III. 2. A seaport of La- 
tium, sixty-two miles from Rome, on the 
Via Appia. 

Teucer. III. 62. 
Ajax at Troy, and being banished in 
consequence by their father, Teucer 
founded a new Salamis in Cyprus. 

Teutoburgiensis Saltus. I.60. (Der 
Lippische Wald.) A range of hills be- 
tween the Ems and Weser, where Ar- 
minius defeated Varus. Traces of the 
Roman camp have been found, but the 
position of the battlefield is uncertain. 

Thala. III. 21. An African city in 
the desert, 200 miles south of Carthage. 

Thebae. II. 60. An ancient city of 
Upper Egypt, 400 miles from the sea. 
Its era of greatness was 600 to 800 B.C. 
In the time of Strabo only villages ex- 
isted among the gigantic ruins which still 
extend for seven miles on both sides of 
the Nile, near the hamlets of Karnak and 
Luxor. 

Theophanes. VI. 18. A native of 
Mytilene, the friend and counsellor of 
Pompey, whom he attended at Pharsalia 
and in Egypt. He was pardoned by 
Caesar, and resided in Rome. Pompey 
made Mytilene free for his sake. 

Theophilus. II. 55. An Athenian 
forger. 

Thermaeus Sinus. V. 1o. (Jay of 
Salonika.) <A gulf between Chalcidice 
and the mainland. 

Thermus. See Minucius. 

Theseus. IV. 56. An Ionian hero; 
founder of Attica as a united country. 

Thessalia. VI. 34. A level country 
of North-eastern Greece. Iolchos, from 
which Jason led his expedition, was de- 
serted in 290 B.C. 

Thracia. II. 54, 64, 66; III. 38; IV. 
5, 46, 47, 48; VI. 10. The country east 
of Macedon and north of the Aegean. 
The Romans applied. the name only to 
Roumelia, the country from the Balkans 
to the sea. The Thracians were akin to 
the Moesians. They were a wild race, 
subject to their own princes, who acknow- 
ledged the supremacy of Rome, but some- 
times rebelled. 

P. Thrasee Paetus. XIII. 49; XIV. 
12, 48, 49; XV. 20, 23; XVI. 21, 24, 28, 
33, 39. A nobleman of Patavium, the 
only senator who ventured to oppose the 
bad government of Nero; attacking cor- 
rupt officials, defending innocent victims, 
and showing his disapprobation of the 
murder of Agrippina. In 63 Nero re- 
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fused to receive a visit of condolence from 
him, and in 66 had him accused of treason. 
It was a groundless accusation, for Thrasea 
of late had maintained a studious retire- 
ment, but the senate was obliged to con- 
demn their best member. 

Thrasullus. VI. 20,22. A sagacious 
Greek astrologer who acquired great as- 
cendency over Tiberius when in residence 
at Rhodes, accompanied him to Rome, 
and became a favourite with Augustus, 
by his literary taste and adroitness. He 
retained his influence to the last, dying 
one year before Tiberius, in 36 A.D. He 
pom that Tiberius should survive 

im for five years, thus inducing him to 
pare the captives in the dungeons, whom 
the emperor would otherwise have de- 
spatched at once. He persuaded him to 
ip young Caligula by saying that he 
should no more be emperor than he should 
drive his chariot over the bay of Baiae ; 
a prediction which Caligula accomplished 
when emperor by building a bridge of 
boats. 

Thubuscum or Thubursicum. IV. 
24. A town in South-western Numidia. 

Thurii XIV. 21. A city of Magna 
Graecia, founded by Sybarite exiles in 452 
'B.C., near the ruins of their former homé. 

Tiberis. I. 76, 79; VL 19; XV. 2, 
I8. Controlled during the on by a 
special commission in charge of the bed 
and banks of the river. The channel was 
much better than at present, as large corn- 
ships sailed up the stream to the quays 
and granaries at the foot of the Aventine. 

Tiberius Nero. Son of Ti. Claudius 
Nero and Livia, born B.c. 42. After his. 
father’s death he was educated in the 
palace ; rode at the side of his stepfather 
Augustus in the triumphs of B.c. 29; 
served as tribunus militum in the Can- 
tabrian war of 25; was despatched with 
extensive powers to regulate the affairs of 
the East in 20; in company with his 
brother Drusus conquered the Rhaeti and 
Vindelici in 15; was consul in 13. In 
II he married the emperor's daughter 
Julia (then widow for the second time), 


and campaigned against the Pannonians. 
In 9 he celebrated the funeral of his 
brother Drusus, whom he replaced as 


eneral of the German legions in 8 and 7. 
n 6 he obtained the /rihwnicia. fofestas, 
but retired to Khodes in the same year 
on account of the shameless conduct of 
his wife Julia, and lived there r^ ] 
citizen in the company of y 

and astrologers. — Augustus, 

aware of Julia's immoralilr 
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favour to his grandsons, and Tiberius’s 
retreat became a virtual exile. Upon the 
death of L. Caesar in A.D. 2 he was re- 
called to Rome, and after that of C. Caesar 
in 4 became heir-apparent, being advanced 
by the arts of his mother Livia, and 
adopted by Augustus. He campaigned 
with success in Germany (A.D. 4, 5, 6), 
crushed the formidable Pannonian insur- 
rection (6, 7, 8, 9), checked the German 
hero Arminius in IO, and in I2 enjoyed 
a triumph for his victories. He succeeded 
Augustus without opposition in I4. A 
mutiny of the Pannonian legions was 
checked by his son, Drusus jn and a 
more formidable revolt of the Rhine army 
by his nephew, Germanicus, who led three 
German campaigns in 14, 15, 16. The 
suspicious temper of Tiberius made him 
fear the young general at the head of his 
victorious troops, and he was not wise 
enough to trust his generosity and loyalty. 
Germanicus was transferred to the East, 
where he died, under suspicious circum- 
stances, in 19. Tiberius now passed 
under the influence of Aelius Sejanus, 
prefect of the praetorians, whose inor- 
dinate ambition led him to seek the throne 
and to destroy the young princes who 
stood in his way. Drusus Jr. was poisoned 
in 23. Tiberius, no longer restrained by 
regard for his son, grew more tyrannical ; 
his suspicions armed him against all the 
world, and the laws of treason were exe- 
cuted with a rigour before unknown. 
Sejanus inspired him to persecute the 
family of Germanicus; to seek on the 
island of Capreae the solitude which he 
had learned to love at Rhodes ; and to 
practise in its retreats debaucheries which 
shocked even pagan Rome. The last 
check of natural affection and respect was 
removed by the death of his mother Livia 
in 29, but he still acted with some cir- 
cumspection on account of his growing 
dread of Sejanus, who had attained great 
and dangerous power. The craftiness of 
the emperor enabled him to overthrow 
his minister, whose plan for revolt was 
almost ripe, and from this time the career 
of Tiberius was only marked by massacres 
at Rome and licentiousness in his island 
palace. His inexpressible wretchedness 
was ended by death in 37. In spite of 
his evil personal character, developed by 
the plots of his mother and the loneliness 
of his life, the provincial government of 
Tiberius was administered with a temper- 
ate firmness which rendered his reign a 
blessing to the world. In person he was 
tall, strong, handsome, and he enjoyed 
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remarkable health throughout his life. 
His great misfortune was the suspicious 
temper which estranged him from his 
natural supporters, and made him the tool 
of men like Sejanus. 

Tiberius. II. 84; VI. 46. Called 
Gemellus. Son of Drusus Jr. and Livilla, 
born A.D. 19. He survived his twin 
brother Germanicus, and his grandfather 
Tiberius, but was put to death by Cali- 
gula, who was naturally jealous of him. 

Tiberius. See Alexander. 

Tibur. VI. 27; XIV. 22. (Z#voli.) A 
country town, famous for its delightful 
situation on the falls of the Anio, seven- 
teen miles north-east of Rome. 

Ticinum. III. 5. (favia.) A town 
at the confluence of the Ticinus and Po. 

Tigellinus. See Sofonius. 

Tigranes Second. II. 3. King of 
Armenia, B.C. 20-6. A younger son of 
Artavasdes VI., with whom he was taken 
pone by Antony. Augustus educated 

im at Rome, and had Tiberius crown 
him in place of his brother, Artaxias II., 
who was dethroned in 20. 

es Third. II. 3. Son of the 
last, whom he succeeded, B.c. 6. He 
ventured to oppose Augustus, and defeated 
Artavasdes II., who was set up against 
him. He tried to make terms with C. 
Czesar, but died before the prince's arrival 
in B.C. I. 

Tigranes Fourth. VI.40. Grandson 
of Herod the Great. Placed on the throne 
of Armenia by Augustus after the expul- 
sion of Artavasdes III. Tiberius recalled 
him to Rome on state charges soon after 
the death of Augustus, and put him to 
death in 36. 

es Fifth. XIV. 26; XV. 1-6. 
A Cappadocian nobleman whom Nero 
made king of Armenia, A.D. 60. Two 
years later he was driven from the country. 

Tigris. VI. 37; XII. 13. (2Dag^eie.) 
A large and very swift stream, flowing 
from the mountains of Armenia, separating 
Mesopotamia from Adiabene and Assyria, 
uniting with the Euphrates below Babylon. 

Timarchus. XV.20. A wealthy Cre- 
tan provincial. 

Tiridates. VI. 32, 37,41, 42,44. Pro- 
bably a grandson of Phraates IV., edu- 
cated at Rome. In A.D. 35 he was placed 
on the Parthian throne by a rebellion 
against Artabanus III., headed by.power- 
fulsatraps.  Tiridates was a boy, and a 
mere puppet in their hands. A counter- 
revolution drove him the next year to 
seek refuge with Vitellius, governor of 
Syria. 
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Tiridates. XII. 50; XIII. 34, 37, 38, 
40; XIV. 26; XV. 1, 2, 14, 24, 27, 28, 
29; XVI. 23. Brother of Vologeses, 
king of Parthia, who endeavoured to put 
him on the throne of Armenia by a long 
contest from 55 to 63 A.D. During the 
last two years he backed him against the 
Roman candidate by all the power of 
Parthia. The Romans finally agreed to 
recognise Tiridates if he would accept 
his crown as a vassal to Rome, which he 
did in 66 A.D., proceding to the city to 
do homage to Nero. 

Titidius Labeo. II. 85. A senator 
who served as praetorian governor of 
Narbonnese Gaul. Pliny mentioned him 
as an amateur painter. 

Titius Proculus. XI. 30, 35. A para- 
mour of Messalina, who remained her 
attendant after Silius had been preferred 
to him. Executed in 48 A.D. 

Titius Sabinus. IV. 18, 19, 68, 70; 
VI. 70. An eqwes illustris. | Sejanus 
ruined him by directing a spy to form an 
intimacy with him, and then entrap him 
in his speech. Sabinus was strangled 
and cast into the Tiber, where his faithful 
dog swam by the body, trying to keep it 
afloat. 

Tmolus, II. 47. A town of Lydia, on 
the mountain of the same name. 

Togonius Gallus. VI.2. A senator 
who made himself conspicuous by flatter- 
ing Tiberius awkwardly. 

Toronaeus Sinus. V. 10. (Gulf of 
Cassandra.) On the south coast of 
Macedon. 

Torquata. III. 69. Vestal for sixty- 
three years, dying as virgo maxima, 

Torquatus. See Junius. 

Tralles. IV. 55. (Adin Guselhissar.) 
A wealthy city of Caria, in the valley of 
the Maeander. 

Trapezus. XIII. 39. (7»ebizond.) A 
strongly fortified town of Pontus, the port 
of shipment for Armenia. 

Sex. Traulus Montanus. XI. 36. 
Messalina forced him to spend one night 
with her, for which he was afterwards 
beheaded. 

T. Trebellienus Rufus. II. 67; III. 
38; VI. 39. An ex-praetor; appointed 
guardian of the children of Cotys, with 
control of the Thracian sea-board, A.D. 
I9. Forced to commit suicide by an 
accusation of treason in 35. 

Trebellius Maximus. XIV.46. Con- 
sul, A.D. 57 ; census commissioner of Gaul 
in 61; governor of Britain, 65, 69. Ex- 
p by a mutiny, he took refuge with 

itellius. Magister arvalium in 72. 


M. Trebellius. VI.41. Legatuslegionis 
in Syria. In 36 A.D. he was commis- 
sioned to check a revolt of the Clitae in 
Cilicia Trachea, and succeeded. 

Treveri I. 41,44; III. 40, 42. A 
Belgian tribe, whose capital, the modern 
Treves, became a colony, as is supposed, 
under Claudius. 

Trimerus. IV. 7t. (5. Domenico.) 
A small island fifteen miles from the coast 
of Apulia, north of Mt. Garganus. Julia 
Jr. was banished thither in A.D. 9. 

Trinobantes. XIV. 31. A British 
tribe in Essex and Suffolk, north of Lon- 
don. They supported Boadicea. 

Trivia. III. 62. Hecate, a mysterious 
goddess of the lower world, worshipped 
with Zeus Panhemerius at Stratonicaea. 

Trogus. See Saufeius. 

Troj&. IV. 55; XL. 11 ; XII. 58; XV. 
39; XVI. 21. The ancient city, distin- 

ished from New Ilium, which rose on 
its ruins. Traditions of a Trojan ances- 
try were perpetuated in Rome and other 
Italian cities. 

Troxobores. X1I.55. A robber chief- 

tain of Cilicia. Defeated and put to 
death by ce in A.D. 52 for attack- 
mg neighbouring cities. 
M a Dan iK. T XIII. 55. A tribe 
of Germans defeated by Germanicus on 
the banks of the Rura (Aw), to which 
they had fled from Holland. 

Tubero. See Aelius and Seius. 

Tullinus. See Vulcatius. 

M. Tullius Cicero. IV. 34. The ora- 
tor, B.C. 106-43. His biography of Cato 
Uticensis, written in 46, shortly after his 
friend’s death, has been lost. It called 
forth a reply from Julius Caesar. 

Terentius Tullius Geminus. XIV. 
50. Impeached Fabricius Veiento, A.D. 
62. Afterwards consul suffectus. The 
MS. gives Zadsus, contrary to an inscrip- 
tion. 

Tullus Hostilius. III. 26; VI. 11; 
nia 8. Third king of Rome, B.c. 670- 

38. 

Turesis. IV. 5o. A Thracianchieftain. 

Turoni. III. 41, 46. A Gallic tribe 
near Tours, in the valley of the Loire. 

Turpilianus, See Petronius. 

C. Turranius. I. 7; XI. 31. Prae- 
fectus annonae for many years. When 
over ninety he was superannuated b 
Caligula. He thereupon ordered a moc 
funeral to be held over himself in memory 
of his lost usefulness. boar oa sur- 

rised, restored him to his office, which 
e still held in 48 a.D., when Claudius 
visited Ostia. 
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Tusculum. XI. 24; XIV. 3. (ras- 
cati.) A delightful country- place on 
Mount Algidus, twelve miles east of 
Rome. 

Tuscus. See Caecina. 

Tyrrhenus. IV. 55.  Eponymus of 
the Etruscans, whom he was said to have 
led as a colony from Lydia in prehistoric 
times. 

Tyrus. XVI. t. An ancient Phoeni- 
cian city ; metropolis of Carthage. 


Vahalis. II. 6. See Rhenus. 

Valens. See Manlius, Vettius. 

Valeria Messalina. XI. 2, 12, 26, 
30, 31, 38, 65; XII. 65; XIII. 1g. 
Wife of Claudius, with whom she as- 
cended the throne as a mere girl, and 
mother of Octavia and Britannicus. Com- 
pletely controlling her weak husband, she 
ut to death or banished the noblest 

omans if they refused to surrender their 
estates, or become her paramours. In 
47 she fell in love with C. Silius; made 
him divorce his wife ; discarded Mnester, 
her favourite actor; made Silius consul 
elect ; and finally married him when 
Claudius was spending a few days at 
Ostia. Even Claudius was brought to 
understand that his life as well as his 
honour was endangered, and allowed 
Narcissus to issue death-warrants for the 
offenders. 

P. Valerius Asiaticus. XI. 1,2, 3; 
XIII. 43. Descendant of a noble family 
settled in Gaul. He was intimate with 
Caligula, who committed adultery with 
his wife, and boasted of it to the husband. 
When Chaerea murdered Caligula, Vale- 
rius was not present, but afterwards cried 
out to the excited people in the forum: 
** Would that I had done it!” He was 
a favourite with Claudius, and held a 
consulship with him in 46. The next 
year, Messalina, coveting his wealth, and 
believing him to be the lover of her 
enemy Poppaea Sabina, played upon the 
fears of Claudius, and made him condemn 
Valerius, who died with composure. 

Valerius Capito. XIV. 12. Anex- 
praetor, banished by Claudius to please 
Agrippina. Nero restored him in 59 A.D. 

Valerius Catullus. IV. 34. B.c. 87- 
46. The lyric poet. He made out- 
rageous charges against Julius Caesar in 
his poems (XXIX., LVII.), but the con- 
queror left the matter unnoticed. 

M. Valerius Corvus. I. 9. Died at 
the age of 100, B.C. 271. He served 
with distinction against the Gauls and 
Samnites, and was consul six times. 
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Valerius Fabianus. XIV. 40. A 
young man of senatorial family, banished 
for forgery A.D. 61. 

M. Valerius Messalla Corvinus. IV. 
34; VL 11; XI. 6; XIII. 34. Served 
under Brutus and Cassius at Philippi, 
storming the camp of Augustus in the 
first day's fight. He surrendered to An- 
tony, whom he served in the east until 
he was disgusted with Cleopatra's in- 
fluence, when he went over to Augustus, 
commanding the centre of the Roman 
fleet at Actium. He held the office of 
praefectus urbi for a few days in 25 B.C. 
After this he devoted himself to litera- 
ture; was the friend of Horace, Tibullus, 
and Ovid ; died about I B.C. 

M. Valerius Messalla Corvinus 
(otherwise called Valerius Messallinus). 
I. 8; III. 18, 34. Son of the last; con- 
sul, B.C. 3; won triumphal honours in the 
Pannonian war, A.D. 6; supported Ti- 
berius at his accession ; and is mentioned 
as active in the senate in 20 and 21.

2. Son of the last. Consul, A.D. 20.

Valerius Ponticus. XIV. 41. 
ished for pracvaricatio, A.D. 61. 

L. Valerius Volesus Messalla. III. 
68. Consul, A.D. 5. Condemned for his 
outrageous cruelty as proconsul of Asia. 
Augustus wrote a special accusation 
against him. 

L. Valerius Potitus. XI. 22. A 
nephew of the famous Publicola. He 
was guaestor parricidii with Kaeso Fabius 
in 455 B.C., and consul in 470, with Ti. 
Aemilius Mamercus. Tacitus says that 
a man of this name was quaestor classicus 
with Aemilius Mamercus in 446 (LXIII 
post Tarquinios exactos) when L. Vale- 
rius Potitus (son of the first, according to 
Smith's Dictionary) was the chief man in 
Rome, having held the consulship in 449 
with Horatius Barbatus. There were 
also famous Mamerci at a later time, but 
it seems probable that Tacitus's authori- 
ties had confused guaestores parricidii 
with qwaesfores classici, and had con- 
founded the Potiti and Mamerci of dif- 
ferent generations. Both families were 
of popular tendencies.

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Vangio. XII. 29. Nephew of Van- 
nius, whom he dethroned and succeeded, 
A.D. $0. 

Vangiones. XII. 27. A tribe in- 
cluded in the Suevian alliance of Ario- 
vistus. They settled west of the Rhine, 
and became protectors of the Roman 
province. Their chief town was Borbe- 
tomagus (Worms). 

Vannius. II. 63; XII. 29. A 
Quadian chief. In 19 A.D. Tiberius 
made him king of the Suevian exiles who 
had followed Maroboduus and settled on 
the Danube. He was dethroned in 50, 
but the Romans granted him estates in 
Hungary. 

Vardanes First. XI. 8,10. Brother 
of Gotarzes of Parthia, whom he drove 
from the throne in 42 A.D. He defeated 
a counter-revolution of Gotarzes in 46, 
but was killed during a hunting-party on 
his return from the war. He was an 
able prince, and hated the Romans. 

Vardanes Second. XIII. 7. Re- 
volted inst his father, Vologeses of 
Parthia, in A.D. 54, and maintained the 
contest until 57, as is shown by his coins, 

Varilla. See Apuleia. 

Varius Ligur. IV. 42; VI. 30. A 
paramour of Aquileia. The woman was 
banished A.D. 25. Ligur purchased an 
- acquittal on a subsequent occasion. 

Varro. See Cingonius, Vibidius, Vi- 
sellius. 

Varus. See Arrius, Lurius, Quintilius. 

Varsaces. XV. 14. Commander of 
cavalry under Vologeses. 

Vatinius. XV. 34. A deformed cob- 
bler of Beneventum, who became a buf- 
foon and informer at Nero's court. He 
said: '*Nero, I hate you, because you 
are a senator." He was called a ‘‘beak” 
because of his long nose and scent for 
treason cases. 

Ubti. I. 31, 36, 39, 57, 715 XII. 27; 
XIII. 57. A German tribe. Agrippa 
transplanted them from the east to the 
west bank of the Rhine in 38 B.c. Here 
they had an altar to Augustus, and a 
town where Germanicus had his head- 
quarters, and where Agrippina was born. 
When empress, in A.D. 50, she made it 
a Roman colony (Colonia Agrippinensis), 
now Koln or Cologne. 

Vedius Pollo. I. ro; XII. 60. A 
rich freedman in the time of Augustus, 
who fed his lampreys with disobedient 
slaves. Extensive ruins show the former 
splendour of his villa near Puteoli. 

Veianus Niger. XV. 67. A prae- 
torian tribune. 
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Veiento. See Fabricius. 

Velinus. I. 79. A river and lake of 
Central Italy. 

P. Vellaeus. III. 39. 
Moesia, A.D. 2I. 

Veneti XI. 23. Transpadane Gauls, 
near Padua and Venice. 

Venetus Paulus. XV. $0. A prae- 
torian centurion in Piso's conspiracy. 

Ventidius Cumanus. XII. $4. Pro- 
curator of Palestine in A.D. 48, after- 
wards obliged to surrender Samaria to 
Antonius Felix, while he retained the 
government of Judaea and Galilee. On 
account of their quarrels and mismanage- 
ment, a fight arose between the Jews and 
Samaritans, and Roman soldiers were lost 
in quelling it. Quadratus, governor of 
Syria, who knew that Pallas, the brother 
of Felix, was all-powerful at Rome, sent 
Cumanus home in disgrace, A.D. 52. 

Venus. III. 62; IV. 43; XVI. 27. 
The Roman goddess of love. When the 
Romans learned Greek legends, they as- 
sumed that she was Aphrodite, and was 
ancestress of Aeneas, Iulus, and the 
Julian gens. Hence Julius Caesar built 
a temple to Venus Genetrix on his forum. 
Her worship at Eryx was probably intro- 
duced by the Carthaginians from the 
east. 

Venutius. XII. 40. Husband and 
successor of Cartimandua, queen of the 
Brigantes. 

Q. Veranius. e 74 ; III. 10, 19; 
XII. 5; XIV. 29. patus of Germani- 
cus, who appointed him to establish 
Commagene as a province. He accused 
Cn. Piso in A.D. 20, and was rewarded 
with a priesthood. He was consul ords- 
"arius in 49, and governor of Britain in 
58, dying within the year. 

Verginius Flavus. XV. 71. A rhe- 
torician, teacher of Persius. Quintilian 
refers to him. Banished as a friend of 
Seneca, A.D. 65. 

L. Verginius Rufus. XV. 23. Gov- 
ernor of Upper Germany. In 68 A.D. 
he crushed the rebellion of Vindex, re- 
fused the crown which was pressed ee 
him by his troops, and supported Galba. 
He died consul, A.D.-97, aged 84. Taci- 
tus pronounced his eulogy in the senate, 
and succeeded him in his consulship. 
Rufus composed his own epitaph : 

Hic situs est Rufus, pulso sm Vindice quondam, 
Imperium asseruit non sibi, sed patriae. 
Verritus. XIII. $4. Frisian ambas- 

sador to Rome, A.D. 58. 
Verulamium. XIV. 33. (Near Sv, 

Alban’s.) A Roman municipium, twenty 


Governor of 
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miles north of London, destroyed by Boa- 
dicea. 

L. Verulanus Severus. XIV. 26; 
XV. 3. Legatus legionts in Armenia, 
A.D. 60-62. Consul suffectus before the 
close of Nero's reign. 

Vescularius Flaccus. II. 28; VI. 
10. An egues who followed Tiberius to 
Rhodes and to Capreae. He accused 
Scribonius Libo A.D, 16, and was com- 

lied to suicide, as an accomplice of 
Scjanus, in 32. In VI. 10 the MS. gives 
Vescularius Atticus, the transcriber’s eye 
having wandered to the name of Cures 
Atticus just below. 

T. Flavius Vespasianus Sabinus. 
III. $5; XVI. 5. Rose in the army by 

is own merit, and was proconsul of 
Africa under Nero. He was banished 
from court by the emperor, whose music 
he did not appreciate ; but when the in- 
surrection of the Jews broke out he was 
sent to the east as the best man to stop 
it. He was declared emperor in 69 after 
Nero's death; his generals overthrew 
Vitellius ; and he reigned for ten years 
with vigour and prudence, saving the 
empire from financial ruin. He pre- 
served the homely manners of a Sabine 
farmer, and purged the corruptions of 
court society. 

Vesta. I. 8; II. 34, 86; IV. 16; XI. 
32; XV. 36, 41. Goddess of the hearth 
and household. As patroness of the 
Roman state, the 2e»a/es of the city were 
kept in her temple, at the northern cor- 
ner of the Palatine. See notes on the 
passages. 

M. Vestinus Atticus. XV. 48, 52, 
68. Son of a Gallic nobleman, the friend 
of Claudius. He was consul in 65, and 
took no part in Piso’s plot, but was put 
to death for it. He had been intimate 
with Nero, and had offended him by 
unguarded familiarity. 

Vesuvius. IV. 67. (Monte Vesuvio.) 
A volcano 4020 feet high, on the shores 
of the Gulf of Naples. In ancient times 
it was covered with luxuriant vegetation, 
and no tradition has been preserved of 
any eruption previous to the one which 
buried Herculaneum and Pompeii, A.D.

Vetera. I. 45, 58. (= Castra Vetera.) 
A Roman garrison town, now Xanten, in 
Rhenish Prussia. 

Vettius Bolanus, XV. 3. Legatus 
legionts in Armenia, A.D. 62. He was 
afterwards comsul suffectus, and governor 
of Britain and Asia. 

Vettius Valens, XI. 30, 35. <A 
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physician, distinguished for his skill, 
wealth, and eloquence. Put to death as 
an accomplice of Messalina, A.D. 48. 

Vettonianus. See Funisulanus. 

Vetus. See Antistius. 

Vibenna. See Caeles. 

Vibi& XII. 52. Wife of Furius 
Scribonianus. She and her son were 
banished in 52 A.D. for sorcery. She 
had been present at her husband s execu- 
tion, and, when she was brought to trial 
herself, Arria taunted her for not dying 
with him. 

Vibidia. XI. 32, 34. Virgo maxima 
A.D. 48. She pleaded in vain for the 
life of Messalina. 

Vibidius Varro. II. 48.  Expelled 
from the senate, A.D. 17, for profligacy 
and extravagance. 

Vibius. II. 63; XII. 29. King of 
the Hermunduri. In 17 A.D. he expelled 
Catualda, the successor of Maroboduus, 
and in 50 destroyed the power of Vannius. 

Vibius Crispus. XIV. 28. A dis- 
tinguished orator ; consul suffectus about 
57 A.D. ; curator aquarum, 68-71 ; after- 
wards proconsul of Africa ; a courtier of 
Domitian ; recently dead in 98. Tacitus 
(Histt. II. 10) says of him: *'pecunia, 
potentia, ingenio, inter claros magis quam 
inter bonos." He was worth 41,670,000. 

Vibius. Fronto. II. 68.  Praefectws 
of a cavalry regiment in Cflicia. 

C. Vibius Marsus. II. 74, 79; IV. 
56; VI. 47; XI. 10. <A well-born man 
and good lawyer. Consul suffectus A.D. 
17. In 19 he went to Syria as /egatus of 
Germanicus, after whose death he re- 
signed the province to his senior, Cn. 
Sentius, ind. accompanied Agrippina to 
Rome. Proconsul of Africa, 27-29. Ac- 
cused of treason in 37, he deferred the 
trial, and was saved by the death of Ti- 
berius. Governor of Syria, 42-45. 

C. Vibius Pansa. I. 10. Anadherent 
of Julius Caesar. He was consul at the 
time of Caesar's death, and led his forces 
against Antony at Mutina. He was hurt 
in battle, and soon after died. It was 
said that Octavian, who stepped into his 
place, had hired a physician to poison 
the wound. 

Vibius Secundus. XIV. 28. Brother 
of Vibius Crispus, through whose in- 
fluence he escaped deportation in A.D. 
60, when accused of misgovernment in 
one of the Mauretanias. He was ban- 
ished from Italy. 

C. Vibius Serenus. II. 30; IV. 13, 
28. Accused Drusus Libo in A.D. t6. 
Afterwards, thinking his services ne- 
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lected, he wrote an insolent letter to 

iberius. In 23 he was deported to 
Amorgus for committing vis publica in 
his province of Hispania Baetica. In 24 
his own son dragged him to Rome on 
accusation of treason. The charge was 
not proved, and Vibius went back to his 
island. 

Vibulenus. I. 22, 28, 29. A mutineer 
in Pannonia, executed by Drusus Jr., 
A.D. 14. 

Vibulenus Agrippa. VI. 40. An 
egues accused of treason, A.D. 36. He 
swallowed poison in the senate house, 
but the executioners tried to anticipate 
its effects. Dio Cassius calls him Vibi- 
lius, and says that he carried the poison 
in-a ring. 

Vibullius. XIII. 28. Praetor, A.D. 56. 

Victoria. XIV. 32.  Personified and 
adored from the earliest times. Her 
image stood in the senate-house. 

Vienna. XI. r. (VFiemne) A town 
of the Allobroges on the Rhone. A 
colonia under Caligula. Extensive Roman 
ruins are extant in the modern city. 

Vindelici. II. 17. A tribe in the 
Tyrol, Bavaria, and Würtemberg, con- 

uered by Tiberius and Drusus, B.C. 15. 
ugsburg (Augusta Vindelicorum) was 
their capital, 

Vindex. See Julius. 

Vinianus. See Annius. 

M, Vinicius was consul suffectus, B.C. 
I9. 
P. Vinicius. III. r1. Son of the last. 
Consul, A.D. 2. 


M. Vinicius. VI. 15. Son of the 
last. Consul, A.D. 30. A youth of 
better tem than ability. Married 


E re. daughter of Germanicus, in 33. 
oisoned by Messalina in 46 for avoid- 
ing her embraces. 

Vinicius Rufinus. XIV. 40. An 
eques, convicted of witnessing a forged 
will, A.D. 61. 

Vipsania. I. 12; III. 19. Daughter 
of Agrippa by Pomponia, daughter of 
Pomponius Atticus. She was the wife 
of Tiberius, who loved her and ot 
Drusus Jr. by her. He was compelled 
to divorce her and marry Julia. Soon 
after she married Asinius Gallus, who 
boasted that he was the father of Drusus. 

M. Vipsanius Agrippa. I. 3, 53; 
III. 19, 56, 75; IV. 40; VI. 51; XII. 
27; XIV. 53; XV. 37, 39. Born B.C. 
63. A school-fellow of Augustus at 
Apollonia, he accompanied him as a 
friend and adviser when he proceeded 
to Rome to accept the will of Julius. 
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Agrippa was the prosecutor of C. Cassius 
in 43, and took part in the Perusian war 
of 41. In 38 he was in Germany, and 
settled the Ubii on the western bank of 
the Rhine. He was consul in 37; de- 
feated Sex. Pompey off Mylae in 36, and 
in 33 consented to serve as aedile, re- 

iring the aqueducts and sewers, and 
adorning the city at his own expense. 
In 28 and 27 he held successive consul- 
ships, and about this time divorced his 
first wife, Pomponia, to marry Marcella, 
the niece of Augustus. In 25 he left 
Rome, and spent two years at Mytilene, 
to avoid the jealousy of his brother-in- 
law, Marcellus. After his death, in 23, 
he returned to Rome, and in 21 divorced 
Marcella to marry Julia, the emperor’s 
daughter. In 19 he subdued the Can- 
tabrians; in 18 received the fribunicia 
potestas for five years, during which he 
visited the provinces of the east; in 13 


' returned, had the /ribusicia potestas re- 


newed, and went to Pannonia. He died 
suddenly in Campania in March, B.C. 12, 
By his first wife, Pomponia, he left a 
daughter, Vipsania; by Marcella, chil- 
dren whose names have been lost (II. 51, 
N.); by Julia, C. Caesar, L. Caesar, 
Agrippa Postumus, Julia, and Agrippina. 

Vipsanius Laenas. XIII. 3o. Pro- 
curator of Sardinia. Convicted of extor- 
tion, A.D. 56. 

Vipstanus Gallus. II 51. Died 
while praetor, A.D. 17. 

L. Vipstanus Publicola. XI. 23, 25. 
Consul, A.D. 48. 

O. Vipetanus Apronianus. XIV. I. 
Probably nephew of the last. Consul, 
A.D. $9; proconsul of Africa, 69; died 
86. A prominent Arval priest, and as 
such mentioned in Arval inscriptions. 

C. Visellius Varro. III. 41 ; IV. 17. 
Son of Cicero's cousin. Covessed seeffectus, 
A.D. 12; governor of Lower Germany in 
21. Sent troops inst the Turones, 
and was bitterly offended because C. 
Silius, governor of Upper Germany, was 
chosen to crush the Aeduan revolt. 

L. Visellius Varro. IV. 17, 19. Son 
of the last ; curator aquarum et riparum 
Tiberis; consul, A.D. 24. Chosen by 
Stam to attack his father’s enemy 
Silius in the senate. 

Vistilia. II. 85. Wife of Titidius 
Labeo. Deported for profligacy. 

Sex. Vistilius. VI. 9. An old man 
forced to suicide by Tiberius in A.D. 32 
for defaming Caligula. He had served 
on the staff of Drusus Sr. and of Tiberius 
himself, 
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I. 70; II. 9, 1, 16. 
(Weser, old German Visuracha.) Flows 
into the North Sea at Bremen after a 
course of 250 miles. The monastery of 
Corbei, where the Medicean MS. of the 
Annals I.-VI. was preserved, is on its 
banks. 

Vitellia. III. 49. Wife of Petronius 
Turpilianus. Probably a grand-aunt of 
the emperor Vitellius, who married her 
daughter. 

L. Vitellius. VI. 28, 32, 36, 41; XI. 
3, 33; XII. 4, 5, 42. After a consul- 
ship in 34 A.D. he received command-in- 
chief of the eastern provinces, which he 
administered with signal success, inducing 
Artabanus of Parthia to do homage to 
the statue of Caligula. Recalled to Rome 
by his jealous master, he a ed him 
with abject flattery (VI. 32, N.). Flour- 
ished under Claudius, paying court suc- 
cessively to Messalina and Agrippina ; 
was once censor and thrice consul In 
48 he saw two of his sons consuls, and, 
after his death, Aulus became emperor. 

P. Vitellius. I. 70; II. 6, 74; III. 
IO, 13, 17, 195; V. 8; VI. 47. Legatus 
Jegiomis of Germanicus in Germany; 
helped him to take the census of Gaul; 
followed him to the east ; and in 20 ac- 
cused Cn. Piso of his death. When 
Sejanus fell (A.D. 31) he had charge of 
the military est d. was accused of 
supplying funds to the conspirators, and 
was placed in /tbera custodia with his 
brothers. He contrived to open his veins 
with a penknife, and, though the wound 
was staunched, died of vexation and con- 
finement. 

Q. Vitellius. II. 48. Brother of the 
last. Expelled from the senate in A.D. 17 
for debauchery and extravagance. 

A. Vitellius. XI. 23; XIV.49. Son 
of Lucius. Consul, A.D. 48, and after- 
wards proconsul of Africa. His abilities 
and vices recommended him to successive 
emperors, He was made governor of 
Lower Germany by Galba in 68, revolted 
against him in 69, at the desire of the 
rr and before learning that he was 
dead. Continued to advance against 
Otho, who was defeated by Caecina at 
Bedriacum. Vitellius was defeated and 
slain by the soldiers of Vespasian in the 
following December. His short reign 
was only marked by cruelty and gluttony. 

Vitia, VI. ro. Mother of Fufius 
Geminus, put to death for lamenting her 
son's execution, A.D. 32. 

Umbria, IV. 5. A province of North- 
ern Italy. 
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C. Ummidius Durmius Quadratus. 
XII. 45, 54; XIII. 9; XIV. 26. After 
a long career of service became governor 
of Syria, A.D. 51; checked a Judaean 
disturbance in 52; and quarrelled with 
Corbulo, the military governor of the 
East, in 54. 

Unsingis. I. 70. (Hussingor Hunse.) 
A Dutch river in the provinces of Drenthe 
and Groningen; flows north-west fifty 
miles into the Lauwer-Zee. 

Volandum. XIII. 39. An Armenian 
castle, west of Artaxata. 

Volcatius Tullinus. XVI. 8. A 
senator accused as accomplice of L. 
Junius Silanus, A.D. 65. He saved him- 
self by legal delays. 

Volesus. See Valerius. 

Vologeees. XII. 14, 44, 50; XIII. 
7, 9, 34 373 XIV. 25; XV. 2, 5, 10, 
14, 24. on of Vonones II. Became 
King of Parthia, A.D. 51; made his 
brother Pacorus king of Media Atropa- 


tene, and established his other brother 
Tiridates in Armenia, after a contest with 
Rome lasting from 55 to 63 A.D., which 
was finally compromised by allowing 
Tiridates to receive his kingdom as a 
Roman fief. The other events of Volo- 
geses’ reign were a revolt of Adiabene 
and a Scythian invasion between 51 and 
4; and a revolt of Hyrcania, headed by 
ig son, Vardanes IL, lasting from 55 to 
57. He reigned until 78, maintaining 
peaceful relations with Vespasian. 

Volsci. See Vulsci. 

Volusius Proculus. XV. 51, i 
Captain of marines at Misenum. e 
served Nero in the proposed shipwreck 
of Agrippina, but dia not receive the 
expected reward. — Epicharis invited him 
to join Piso's conspiracy, but he refused. 

L. Volusius Saturninus. III. 3o. 
Consul suffectus, B.C. 125 governor of 
Africa and of Syria. Accumulated an 
immense fortune. 

L. Volusius Saturninus. XII. 22; 
XIII. 30; XIV. $6. Son of the last. 
Consul suffectus, A.D. 3. Legatus pro 
praetore under Tiberius; pracfectus urbs 
under Claudius. He incr the family 
fortune, and died in 56 at the age of 93, 
having survived every one who was mem- 
ber of the senate during his consulship. 

Q. Volusius Saturninus, XIII. 25; 
XIV. 46. Sonofthe last. Consul, A.D. 
56; took the census of Gaul in 61. 

Vonones First. II. 1-4, 56, 58, 68; 
XII. io. (Arsaces XVIII.) Son of 
Phraates IV. of Parthia, educated at 
Rome. He was called to his father's 
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throne after one of the numerous Parthian 
revolutions, but the people were disgusted 
by his western manners, and he fled from 
the kingdom about 16 A.D. He was at 
first received as king of Armenia, and 
then protected by the governor of Syria. 
Cn. Piso; succeeding to this office, favour- 
ed him highly; but Germanicus, at the 
request of the Parthian king, removed 
him to Cilicia in 18. He was killed in 
19 during an attempt to escape. It was 
said that Tiberius coveted his treasures, 
and arranged the occasion in order to 
murder him. 

Vonones Second. XII. r4. Suc- 
ceeded Gotarzes, A.D. 51, and reigned 
one year. 

Votienus Montanus. IV. 42. A 
brilliant but wordy rhetorician. Mamer- 
cus Scaurus called him an Ovid among 
orators.  Banished to a Balearic island 
for speaking ill of the emperor, A.D. 25. 

Urbicus. See Pompeius. 

Urgulania. II. 34; IV. 21, 22. An 
intimate friend of Livia. Elated by her 
influence with the empress, she set the 
laws at dehance. When L. Piso summoned 
her to court she swept past him into the 
palace ; and when her testimony was re- 
quired in a case she obliged the praetor 
to come to her house and take it. 

Usipites or Usipl. I. 51; XIII. 55. 
(German form, Uses; Caesar employed 
the Celtic Uszpites.) A German tribe on 
the Rhine, near Düsseldorf. They kept 
pressing toward the south. 

Uspe. XII. 16, 17. A city of the 
Dandaridae. 

Vulcanus. XV. 44. God of fire, pro- 
pitiated by sacrifices after the conflagra- 
tion of Rome. His temple stood near 
the forum. 

Vulcatius Araricus. XV. $0. Im- 
plicated in Piso's conspiracy. 

Vulcatius Moschus. IV. 43. Exiled 


to Marseilles, he left his property by will 
to the city. 

Vulcatius Tullinus. XVI. 8. A 
senator, falsely accused ofadultery. Men- 
tioned in the Histories as ¢ribunus ple- 
bosses. 

Vulsci (or Volsci) XI. 24. Moun- 
taineers south-east of the Campagna. 
The most determined enemies of the 
early Roman republic, they were finally 
conquered in the Great Latin War, B.C. 
340. The inhabitants of the principal 
towns received the full Roman franchise. 

Vulsinli IV. 1; VI. 8. (Bolsena.) 
A quiet country-place in Etruria, cele- 
brated for the worship of Nortia (Fate), 
and as the birthplace of Sejanus. 


Xenophon. XII. 61,67. Aphysician 
of Coos, to which Claudius granted re- 
mission of taxes for his sake, in A.D. 53. 
In 54 he pouces his master by Agrip- 
pina's orders. 


Zeno. II. 56. See Artaxias III. 

Zenobia, XII. $1. Wife of Rada- 
mistus. 

Zeugma, XII. 12. <A Syrian city on 
the Euphrates, 115 miles north-east of 
Antioch. A pontoon bridge, which gave 
its name to the place, was the regular 
road to Parthia ; and at this point Crassus 
and Meherdates began their Mesopo- 
tamian expeditions, 

Zmyrna. III. 63; IV. 43, 55, 56. 
(Smyrna.) An ancient city in Asia Minor 
which had always been a faithful and 
useful ally to Rome. Hence it was chosen 
as the seat of a temple to Tiberius in 
A.D. 26. Smyrna is now the principal 
port of the Levant trade. 

Zorsines. XII. 15, 17, 19. King of 
the Siraci; conquered by the Romans 
and Aorsi in A.D. 49, and obliged to 
adore the image of Claudius.
